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PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 



RAILWAY THROUGH COMO PARK. 

It seems a paradox to say that the most important step which has been 
recently taken in the development of Cdmo Park and its connecting ap- 
proaches and parkways is one which injures and defaces it. This is the 
arrangement by which the Board of Park Commissioners have authorized 
the St. Paul City Railway Company to extend their line through Como 
Park as a part of an interurban railway through Langford avenue to the 
western limits of the city, provided the council shall authorize such new 
interurban line. The board were extremely reluctant to permit this in- 
trusion. It could not fail to be an element of damage and defacement. 
It would desecrate the peaceful seclusion of the park with the discordant 
apparatus and noise of traffic. Yet after mature consideration the board 
concluded that the direct and indirect advantages would largely outweigh 
the objections— largely of an aesthetic character. Unfortunately the only 
direct and convenient route by which a Langford avenue interurban line 
can reach the park railway entrance or station lies through Como Park. 
Even if the company would consent to build the line if forced to keep out- 
side of the park, it would require a circuitous detour around the sides of 
the park, adding half a mile to the distance, and would occupy with its 
tracks Lexington avenue, the up-town approach to the park, and thus 
incidentally do more damage to the park than by going through it on the 
route chosen. This route w r as selected and other conditions imposed with 
a view to reduce to a minimum the objections referred to.

It will pass through a heretofore unimproved and unfrequented portion 
of the park— the southwestern forty acres— a quarter of which Is now de- 
voted to park nursery purposes— and along the northern line of the ad- 
jacent forty acres constituting the workhouse grounds. Under the agree- 
ment the railway will not cross any roadway, present or prospective, at 
the surface; but will go either under or over them, requiring three bridges 
to be constructed by the company, in accordance with designs approved 
by the Park Board. Only one of these will cross any roadway in the forty 
acres now under the control of the Park Board. The other two will be 
required only when the board shall be permitted to carry out its scheme 
of improving the workhouse grounds, which are in fact a portion of 
Oomo Park temporarily diverted to other purposes. For this reason the 
company is not required to build these two bridges for five years. By that 
time it is hoped that arrangements may be made whereby the improve 
ments required can be so far carried out as to make the construction of 
these bridges necessary. So far from defacing the park, these bridges can 
be made an ornamental feature in harmony with the rustic scenery about 
them. The tracks will be imbedded in a belt of smooth greensward to be 
kept neat and trim by the company. The poles and trolleys will be largely 
hidden by trees; and perhaps trees can be used instead of poles to sup- 
port the wires. There will be no cuts and no embankments. 

RESULTING ADVANTAGES. 

The railway thus located will be of great incidental advantage to the 
park, in that it will make easily accessible to visitors the western part of it, 
which can now only be reached by a trudge from the railway station of 
nearly three-quarters of a mile on foot or by vehicles. It will have a land- 
ing place in the immediate vicinity of the picnic grounds— a favorite resort 
of thousands during the park season— on one side, and on the other of a 
large level area near the southwestern corner set apart for ball grounds 
and other athletic sports. It will thus stimulate the development of this 
pleasing and picturesque section of the park and supply one of the most 
important needs of a park, play grounds easily accessible to the multitude. 

THE WORKHOUSE GROUNDS. 

But the plans for improving this section of the park cannot be carried 
out except by extending the Jurisdiction of the Park Board at least par- 
tially, and for some purposes, over the workhouse grounds. For the whole 
eighty acres are embraced in one integral scheme of improvement, es- 
pecially as regards the system of roadways. One of the conditions exacted 
by the board is that the company shall take their tracks, so soon as the 
council shall consent, off Lexington avenue. This avenue, eighty feet 
wide, is to be the chief approach to the park from what is popularly 
known as the Hill district. It passes along the east line of the workhouse 
grounds, and can only be made available as a park approach by merging 
It Into the system of roadways which is designed to traverse the work- 
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house grounds and the adjacent forty acres of park and to form a part of 
the entire park system. 

The new conditions which will thus result from the extension of the 
railway through the park present a favorable opportunity for renewing 
the recommendation which has been repeatedly made in these reports, that 
arrangements be at once made to secure the cooperation of the workhouse 
board in taking the initial steps for the ornamentation of the workhouse 
grounds preparatory to carrying out this scheme of roadway improvement 
This naked space of forty acres, consisting largely of plowed fields, which 
has been stripped by the vandalism of some early workhouse board of its 
native wealth of beautiful trees, occupies the natural and necessary en- 
trances to Como Park from the Hill district. It not only defaces and de- 
grades the park by its uncouth and forbidding aspect, but forms a serious 
obstacle to its development. The workhouse should never Lave been placed 
there; but, having been put there, economical reasons will forbid its re- 
moval for years to come. But what can and should be done is to begin 
at once the work of improving these grounds with a view to their eventual 
incorporation in the park— above all to plant at once the trees and shrub- 
bery whose growth in a few years will clothe its repulsive nakedness with 
raiment suitable to its park associations. If nothing else were done these 
trees would keep on growing and enlist the silent forces of nature in the 
work of preparing these grounds for the park uses to which they have been 
dedicated. But much more might be done. Instead of using the work- 
house grounds as a farm whereon to raise potatoes and corn, its plowed

fields might better be abandoned to park purposes, and the convict labor 
more profitably employed in garden work on a much more restricted area. 
In this way, with the cooperation of the workhouse board, these grounds 
could be redeemed from their ugliness and the system of park improve- 
ments at least partially carried out there without interfering with the 
proper use of convict labor. 

MIDWAY PARKWAY. 

Another condition required of the railway company is that it shall con- 
tribute $2,500 to the park fund to pay the estimated cost of grading Mid- 
way Parkway. Heretofore Langford avenue— 100 feet wide— has formed 
the only driveway connecting Como Park with the Fair Grounds or with 
Snelling avenue. The proposed occupation of this avenue by the new in- 
terurban railway, long foreseen as inevitable, made it necessaiy for the 
Park Board to carry out at once its long-contemplated plan of a new and 
much more convenient and attractive driveway between the park and the 
Pair Grounds, about an eighth of a mile north of Langford avenue. Ac- 
cordingly the Park Board have ordered and the Board of Public Works 
have begun the proceedings necessary to acquire a strip of land for this 
purpose 200 feet wide, to form what we have named Midway Parkway. 
The entire park system of roadways converges upon the eastern end of 
this parkway; while its western end, on Snelling avenue, lies just opposite 
the old St. Paul gate, until recently the chief entrance to the Fair 
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Grounds. This parkway occupies an elevated although naked plateau, 
commanding a fine view of the rural landscape around it. Its width will 
afford a fine opportunity for decorative treatment. It will cost the city or 
the property owners nothing to acquire it. The benefits to the owners of 
the land taken will far exceed the present value of the land, which con- 
sists almost wholly of farin lands. 

A CHAIN OF PARKWAYS. 

This new driveway to the St. Paul gate of the Fair Grounds will be 
continued through the Fair Grounds and through the State Experimental 
Farm. The managers of the State Agricultural Society, grateful to the 
Park Board for making this new interurban line possible, have assured us 
that they will provide for an extension of this driveway through an ave- 
nue of trees to the adjacent experimental farm, and there can be no doubt 
that the managers of the latter will be soon prepared to act on the sug- 
gestion which I submitted to them years ago, that they continue this 
driveway through the rustic scenery of the farm in the form of a model 
country road to the western limits. We shall thus add one and one-half 
miles of fine drives to the Como Park system without cost to the citv. 
making in all a total length of ornamented driveway through Como Park- 
way, Como Boulevard, Como Park, Midway Park and through the Fair 
Grounds and Experimental Farm of over three miles of driveway, linking 
together all these interesting public grounds and making the two latter 
an attractive annex to Como Park. 

This will form the central section of a metropolitan driveway which, 
if the plans of the Park Board are carried out, will extend from Central 
Park in St. Paul through the new capitol grounds, Park avenue and Como 
avenue to the western line of the State Experimental Farm, and thence 
will be extended in two branches through the streets of St. Anthony Park, 
one going northwestward along the old county road to the Minneapolis 
boundary, where It would connect with the boulevard system of our sister 
city; and the other by way of Raymond avenue to the projected Missis- 
sippi Boulevard. 

LEXINGTON AVENUE. 

Since it is now assured, if the new interurban line is built, that the 
railway tracks will be taken off Lexington avenue, the work of improving 
that avenue from Summit avenue to Como Park in a manner suitable to 
its dignity as the main approach to the park from the so-called Hill dis- 
trict should be entered upon at once. It can only be done under the au- 
thority of the City Council and the Board of Public Works. As all efforts 
to secure the general cooperation of the property owners to this end have 
proved unsuccessful, it is, perhaps, not possible to accomplish these im- 
provements until a new city charter shall provide some means of paying 
for them without levying the whole cost on the abutting property. But 
one thing that can and should be done at once is to plant trees along the 
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avenue and set them to working out the larger part of the task of beauti- 
fying the avenue. 

INCIDENTAL, BENEFITS. 

An inteimrban line via Langford avenue would furnish, what is now 
lacking, a direct access to Conio Fark to the people of St. Anthony Park 
and Minneapolis, and, by one transfer, to the residents of Hainline. It 
would thus greatly widen the areas directly tributary to the park and in- 
crease by so much the value of its privileges and the park revenues there- 
from. The indirect benefits to St. Paul of making this the great central 
pleasure ground of the two cities need not be dwelt upon. By furnishing 
a more direct route both from St. Paul and Minneapolis to the State Fair 
Grounds it would greatly increase the attendance and receipts during the 
annual fair week, and thus enable the managers to Improve and beautify 
the grounds and to do their share towards carrying out the scheme of an 
interurban driveway which has been noticed heretofore. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

A highly important condition of the railway extension through Oomo 
Park Is that the company shall for fifteen years— the life of the agreement 
—maintain and operate 187 electric arc lights of 2,000-candle power each 
in Como Park and connecting parkways as required by the board. At the 
lowest cost of similar lights to the city it would cost over $3,000 a year 
if the Park Board undertook to do a similar amount of lighting. By rea- 
son of their control of an extensive water power at Minneapolis the com- 
pany can doubtless do it for much less. The number of lights is deemed 
sufficient not only to light all the present and prospective roadways in 
Como Park, but Como and Midway Parkways. It will lift the dark cur- 
tain of gloom in which the larger part of the park has heretofore been 
shrouded on moonless nights and add greatly to its attractions and safety 
for driving and wheeling after dark. 

COMO PARK ANNEX. 

During the past year the board has renewed its efforts to secure the 
restoration to Como Park of a body of land consisting of about thirteen 
acres on the northwest boundary line of the park, consisting mainly of a 
'swamp which was the bed of an arm of Lake Como before its waters 
nearly disappeared some ten or twelve years ago, together with the slopes 
of the adjacent hills. Although partially restored by the supplies pumped 
from the artesian wells, the lake level is now some five feet below the 
water line of twenty years ago. When the waters receded half this un- 
covered bed of the lake was promptly appropriated by the owners of the 
adjacent property under their riparian rights. It is of almost no use or 
value to them, while its acquisition is of great importance to the park in 
rounding it out to its natural limits within the original meander line ot 
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the lake and along the summit of the hills which inclose its basin. In its 
present condition it is an eyesore and a nuisance. 

The improvements contemplated by the board would convert this hid- 
eous patch of swamp into a garden of beauty. Among them is a roadway 
from Hamline to Lexington avenue, following the natural curves of the 
summits of the sloping hillsides, which would command a beautiful series 
of changing views of the park and make it one of its most popular drive- 
ways. This roadway would give an access to the abutting property which 
it does not now possess; and this, with the other proposed improvements, 
would give it a charming frontage which would greatly enhance its value. 
On these grounds the Board of Park Commissioners have insisted that the 
owners* of this property could well afford to donate to the city all the 
ground acquired under their riparian rights, as well as the hill slopes and 
ground necessary for the proposed driveway. 

Proceedings for acquiring this land through the Board of Public 
Works were commenced in 1804. But such an exorbitant price, in the 
judgment of the Park Commissioners, was demanded by the owners of 
a portion of the property, and conceded by the Board of Public Works, as 
then constituted, that the Park Commissioners felt bound in defense of the 
city's interest to revoke the order for its condemnation. That order has 
recently been renewed under conditions more favorable for the acquisition 
of the land on reasonable terms. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

By the end of this season the surface Improvements in Indian Mounds 
Park will be completed. The unsurpassed magnificence of the prospect it 
commands, the picturesque features of the park itself, and the interest 
attaching to the mounds themselves, the antique memorials of an Indian 
race which formerly held sway over this region, already attract a multi- 
tude of visitors. When reclothed with trees and grass it will be a beau- 
tiful spot— what there is of it A large part of its seventeen acres consists 
of the steep hillside, leaving only a narrow strip of land along the bluff. 
Every visitor will join the Park Commissioners in the renewed expression 
of their regret that no available me*ns are at their command whereby 
this park could be enlarged by the purchase of the block of land fronting 
it on the north and of the few picturesque acres on its western border. 
They could now be bought at exceedingly low prices. But the board have 
no money to devote to the purpose. To condemn it and assess the cost on 
the property benefited is not to be thought of in view of the fact that their 
property has already been subjected to assessment for the acquisition of 
the present park. 

PHALEN PARK. 

The long-contemplated and long-delayed acquisition of Phalen Park 
and boulevard has been again arrested by legal proceedings to test the 
validity of the assessments, which had been widely distributed to make

the burden fall as lightly as possible on the owners of the property as- 
sumed to be benefited. The complaining parties to this litigation are al- 
most without exception the holders of large unimproved tracts of land 
bought and held for speculative purposes, while, as a general rule, the 
resident owners of Improved lots have been quite willing to pay the small 
assessments thereon. 

The acquisition of Phalen Park and boulevard is a necessity of the 
first order to the symmetrical completion of the park system of St. Paul. 
It is a natural park, unique in its combination of attractive features, re- 
posing on the largest of a chain of spring-fed lakes of singular beauty. 
It is the plan of the Park Commissioners to widen and deepen the natural 
channel between Lakes Phalen and Gervais so that boats or motor barges 
may have nearly a four miles' stretch of promenade on their connected 
waters. It would be the finest aquatic park in the western country. The 
revenues from the boasting privileges thereon it is believed would alone 
pay tne whole cost of its maintenance. Its location in the populous north- 
eastern part of the city insures it abundant patronage. Being different 
from Coino Park in all its characteristic features, it forms a needed com- 
plement to that park, supplying especially in the great extent of its water 
surface and its special adaptation to sailing and other aquatic recreations 
what Coino lacks. It is greatly to be regretted that some other method 
of acquiring it had not been provided than by condemnation and by as- 
sessing the property assumed to be benefited. The Park Board has done 
what it could to lighten the burden by appropriating all that was left of 
the land-purchase price— $22,000— to that purpose. But no other means 
has been provided by law, and if it shall be acquired at all it must be by 
this method. Whatever may be the objections to the method itself or to 
the manner in which the Board of Public Works exercised its large powers 
of discretion, it w r ould undeniably be a severe calamity to St. Paul if the 
proceedings were set aside on grounds which would make its acquisition 
under the existing park law impossible. For there is no probability that 
the city will ever again authorize the issuance of bonds for the purchase 
of parks as in the case of Como, or that any other method will ever be 
substituted for the one whose validity is now being tested in the courts. 

INTERLACHEN BOULEVARD. 

With the acquisition of Phalen Park and boulevard we have all the 
large parks the city will need for years to come. But St. Paul will still 
be painfully far behind its needs and opportunities in respect of attractive 
parkways and driveways. The plans of the board in this regard have 
been so fully set forth in previous reports that there is no need to repeat 
them here. That part of the proposed system of boulevards and driveways 
which centers on Como Park has already been outlined in connection with 
the opening of Midway Parkway. No definite determination has been 
reached as to the location of the boulevards which are to connect Como 
Park with Phalen Park. The reasons for abandoning the old project of wi- 
dening Como and Phalen avenues for an lnterlake boulevard have been stat- 
ed in previous reports. It has beon almost completely denuded of the trees 
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which twenty years ago gave thi9 avenue some pretensions to beauty. And 
when to steep grades, railroad crossings, with expensive grading and till- 
ing and bridging, is added the exorbitant demands of the property owners 
for damages, there seems no reason for insisting on this route when much 
better ones are offered which, in addition to better grades and other de- 
sirable features, admit of the curved linos which are an important element 
in the beauty of driveways. The superintendent thinks he has found an 
admirable route for an lnterlachen boulevard, of which he will furnish a 
map to the board. My own opinion is that the best route will be found 
by going outside of the city limits via McCarron lake. While it may not 
be expedient for years to come to construct such a boulevard, the route 
should be selected and established and the land for it acquired as soon as 
possible, while it can be had for almost nothing. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER BOULEVARD. 

This observation applies with especial force to the acquisition of the 
long-projected Mississippi River Boulevard. It was one of the early acts 
of the first Board of Park Commissioners to cause a boulevard 200 feet in 
width to be surveyed from Fort Snelling bridge to the county line. Noth- 
ing was done with it for a long time by reason of the extravagant prices 
demanded by the owners of the property in boom times. Then came the 
long period of depression, and nothing has been done with it since that 
period set in, for the different reason that the city and property owners 
were too poor to be burdened with the cost of constructing such a boule- 
vard. But while any considerable expenditures for this purpose may be 
postponed for years, prudence suggests that immediate steps be taken to 
acquire the land along and embracing the bluff. It can now be obtained 
for little or nothing. The recent settlement of the character of the lock 
and dam Improvement** to be made between Minnehaha creek and the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul bridges removes an element of uncertainty as to 
the future of. this river bluff property. Very little of it, if any, will be 
available for manufacturing or business purposes. If any water power is 
developed there It will be converted into electric power and transmitted 
to the business centers of the two cities. On the other hand, the effect of 
the two dams will be to convert into two still ponds the now rapid current 
of the Mississippi, which will detract but little from, and perhaps add to, 
the natural beauty of this picturesque trough of the river. An urgent rea- 
son for its early acquisition is that its precipitous and wonderfully beau- 
tiful banks are being year after year shorn and despoiled of their natural 
features by stone quarries and wood choppers; and if not soon acquired 
by the city it will be but a few years before the city will have lost one of 
the most precious possessions in all its wide domain of natural beauties. 

It is earnestly recommended that steps be taken during the present 
season to acquire that portion of this proposed boulevard— a quarter of a 
mile long— between Summit avenue boulevard and Laurel avenue, at 
which point the plat of Desnoyer Park provides for its extension, under 
the name of Summit avenue to the city boundary, when it will meet the 
Minneapolis East river boulevard. 
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PROSPECT BOULEVARD. 

It is gratifying to be able to state that the initial steps have been taken 
for laying out and improving the proposed driveway— known as Prospect 
boulevard— along the edge of the bluff in the Sixtli ward from Prospect 
Terrace to the High Bridge. The scheme is now before the board of public 
works—supported by nearly all the owners of abutting property and by the 
public sentiment of the ward. Nothing need be added to the reasons given 
In my last annual report for urging the immediate construction of this 
beautiful driveway, which has the advantage of being close to the heart 
of the city and of commanding in its wide prospects fine pictures of 
rural scenery with splendid views of the city in tiie background. While 
lying outside the technical jurisdiction of the Park Commissioners, they 
could, with the sanction of the Council, assume the planting and care of 
trees and grass plats. The sufficient warrant for such assistance by the 
Park Board is that, although the improvement would greatly benefit pri- 
vate property, its chief purpose is that of a pleasure drive for the enjoy- 
ment of the general public, and which it is the expectation will in the 
future be extended along the picturesque river bluffs through the beautiful 
rural scenery they command to Mendota. 



PAVILION ANNEX. 

As the three years' contract with the St Paul City Railway Company 
in respect to the privileges at Como Park will expire on June 1st, the 
board have entered into a new agreement with the company, to run for 
three years, under which the latter will operate the refreshment privilege 
alone, the boat privileges being reserved to be managed, by the Park 
Board. 

The company is required to expend $3,500 during each reason for music 
and entertainments. By the terms of the agreement the character of these 
entertainments will be much more under the control of the board than 
heretofore. A part of the agreement Is that the company shall expend 
$1,800 in paying the estimated cost of an extensive seating annex to the 
pavilion, which will accommodate 2,000 persons, and of a new floating 
band stand. These improvements will add very largely to the facilities 
for enjoying the music. The superintendent has been instructed to pro- 
ceed at once to the construction of this annex and is now at work laying 
the concrete piers on which it partly rests. 



NEW RAILWAY STATION. 

Another important part of the agreement is that the company shall 
construct a new railway or shelter station at the railway entrance to the 
park in place of the present inadequate one, according to plans approved 
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by the board and to cost not less than $2,000, that being the sum for which 
the company is Indebted to the city under its last lease of privileges. This 
new station will be very welcome to the growing multitude of park vis- 
itors. 

BOAT FARES REDUCED. 

The boating privilege on Lake Como was excepted from the lease to 
the railway company in order that the boats might be operated by the 
board at much lower rates than have heretofore been exacted. This action 
was based chiefly on the suggestion of the superintendent that a very 
much larger number of visitors would use the boats if the price was re- 
duced to a standard more suitable to the reduced Incomes and rigid econ- 
omies of the times. It has been the custom to charge twenty-five cents 
an hour for the use of the boats with a guarantee deposit of one dollar. 
The result has been that during the last three years but a small proportion 
of the boats have been used. It is believed that the reduction of the price 
to ten cents an hour, with a deposit of fifty cents, will greatly popularize 
this innocent means of recreation and place it within reach of thousands 
who will gladly avail themselves of it at this price. 

COMO PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The details of the work on our parks during the past year, as sum- 
marized by the superintendent m his report show satisfactory progress. 
The dredging of Lake Como, commenced in 1895, has been completed, the 
result of the three years' operations being that the average depth of the 
lake has been increased from five to nine feet and that a great mass of 
rich material has been supplied of great value for fertilizing purposes. The 
work of planting the boulevard around the lake with appropriate trees and 
shrubbery will be, if possible, completed this year, and it will require 
but a few years' growth to clothe the heretofore naked shores of the lake 
with sylvan beauty. 

THE PARK WATER WORKS. 

Highly important additions have been made to the hydraulic machin- 
ery of Como Park during the past year. The Park Board were extremely 
fortunate in being able to purchase, at a nominal cost from the water 
!>oard, a high power pumping engine— too small for their use— whose ca- 
pacity of 2,000,000 gallons a day far exceeds any demands ever likely to 
be made upon it in Como Park. It was necessary to enlarge the engine 
house for its reception. It was moved by the superintendent from Mc- 
Carron lake and set up during the past season. It is now in excellent work- 
ing order. It is used to lift the water into the tank for irrigating, fountain 
and other purposes. It is supplemented by a centrifugal pump with a 
lifting capacity of 3,000,000 gallons a day, for filling the lake. A fourth 
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artesian well was sunk to Increase the water supply, making the total ca- 
pacity of the four wells 2,000,000 gallons. The lifting power of the pumps 
is more than double this. As the wells show no signs of diminished sup- 
ply, they are apparently equal to any demand which may be made upon 
them. By the substitution of these high power pumps for the inadequate 
and imperfect machinery before in use the superintendent estimates that 
a saving of fifty per cent of fuel will be made, while the available water 
supply will be more than doubled. The superintendent thinks that the 
Como water works might easily supply all the water needed for irrigation 
and all other purposes on the State Fair Grounds. The suggestion is 
worthy of consideration. As the water pipes for that purpose must run 
through Midway Parkway, it might be the means of furnishing all the 
irrigation necessary for its lawns and trees and for sprinkling purposes, 
without any cost to the Park Board. It would at the same time promote 
the tree and grass ornamentation of the Fair Grounds. 

BICYCLE PATHS. 

The St Paul Park Commissioners have not bean backward in recog- 
nizing the rapidly growing claims of the bicycle to liberal treatment and 
hospitable accommodation in our system of parks and parkways. Bicycle 
paths have been provided for in the new improvement of Como Parkway 
and Como Boulevard, and will form a feature of Midway Parkway, and 
doubtless of all other boulevards and parkways which may be constructed 
hereafter by the board. More generous provisions have been made for the 
free storage of bicycles by the distribution of racks in convenient places 
in Como Park than in any other park in the country. But except to reach 
these racks (following the rule, which, for the same reason, has been 
adopted in all other parks in the country) bicycle riders have been pro- 
hibited from carrying their wheels into the paths reserved for pedestrians. 
There are obvious reasons why this rule should be enforced. For other- 
wise, with the rapidly growing multitude of these vehicles, they would 
soon choke all these patiis, to the givat inconvenience of the pedestrians 
for whose use they are designed. At the same time the very fact that the 
number of bicycle riders— men and women— forms so large and rapidly 
Increasing proportion of visitors to Como Park, suggests the desirability 
of still more liberal provisions for their accommodation by a system of 
bicycle paths set apart for the special or prior use of wheel riders, which 
would give them access, with their wheels, to those most frequented por- 
tions of the park east of the greenhouse, which they can now reach only 
as pedestrians. West of this point the ordinary roadways will probably, 
for some time to come, be sufficient for both carriages and bicycles. But 
in time it will be necessary to extend the system of bicycle paths in every 
direction throughout the park. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

For years the neglected condition of Summit avenue boulevard has 
been a subject of serious and general complaint. This section of Summit 
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avenue does not belong to the category of ordinary residence streets. From 
Lexington avenue to the Mississippi river, a distance of over two miles,, 
it has a width of over 200 feet, double that of Summit avenue proper. Ten 
years ago it was laid out in its present form by a distinguished landscape 
architect as a magnificent boulevard or parkway. Its construction was 
provided for by a special issue of $25,000 of city bonds and put under the 
charge of the then Park Board. When this money was expended in the 
work of construction and planting it was turned over to the Engineer's 
Department. Since that time it has had no attention except such as could 
be bestowed upon it by a single district street commissioner entirely un- 
skilled in the care of lawns and trees, and with no money to take care of 
them if he had known how. The result is that the grass on the lawns has 
only been cut when it had grown rank enough for a crop of hay; a great 
number of trees and shrubs have perished from lack of care, and many 
more are likely to do so. It is undergoing a process of rapid deterioration 
from lack of intelligent care. For this reason and from a sense of public 
duty, as well as in response to a public demand, the Board of Park Com- 
missioners have asked the City Council to turn this parkway over to their 
control for certain limited purposes, such as the care of the lawns and 
trees, but without exempting property owners from such assessments for 
sidewalks, curbs and other street improvements as the Common Council 
may see fit to order when the abutting property, now nearly vacant, shall 
be sufficiently occupied by resiliences to require such improvements. If 
the Council shall comply with this request, it will add seventy-two acres 
to the park areas now in charge of this board and will add considerably 
to its annual expenses. It will require at the outset the planting and re- 
planting of hundreds of trees. In view of the large amount of necessary 
new work before the board, and the limited annual appropriations for the 
Park Board, no apology is needed, either for its reluctance to assume 
this new burden or for its willingness to do so, iu view of its deplorable 
need of competent supervision. 

TREE PLANTING IN CITY STREETS. 

Although much has been done by the associated efforts of property 
owners on a number of our residence streets to beautify them with grass 
plats and trees and other improvements, the great majority of our streets 
of this class present an unfavorable contrast to those of Minneapolis. The 
slow process of such improvements is due to the lack of an energetic and 
intelligent initiative by some central and responsible public authority and 
to the circuitous and costly processes necessary to secure them under the 
present system with their unsatisfactory results. 

It Is much to be regretted that the St. Paul Pork Board had not be-n 
originally clothed with the powers granted to that of Minneapolis, of 
planting trees along the streets cf the city and of assessing the property 
for the cost. If this had been done ten years ago, St. Paul would to-day 
have been a city of beautiful homes, without a peer In the land. But the 
adoption, in 1801, of the constitutional amendment prohibiting special leg- 
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islation has made it Impossible to secure an amendment of the park law 
or even any general law which was not regarded as unconstitutional. It 
was hoped that the necessary powers could be secured in the new charter 
now being framed under the home-rule law in this city. But the charter 
commission have adopted the view that a clause of the constitution so re- 
stricts their powers that this cannot be done, and propose instead to au- 
thorize the Park Board to become a bidder for the work of planting trees, 
on the same footing as any private bidder. There is no doubt that under 
this arrangement the Park Board could largely underbid any private con- 
tractor and that it could plant all the trees called for, not only at less 
cost, but much better, and with an assurance of vigorous growth that 
private contractor could not give. But the plan fails to remedy an impor- 
tant defect of the present system, and its effectiveness would still be cur- 
tailed by the negligence and indifference of property owners, which has 
been heretofore the chief obstacle to the beautiflcation of our city streets. 
It will be for the board to consider whether it is desirable to take any 
action in reference to this plan of the charter commission. 

COST OF OUR PARKS. 

The superintendent has been at pains to prepare a series of tabulated 
statements showing the total expenditures of the Park Board for the 
eleven years since its organization, in 1887 to 1897 inclusive, and for the 
previous period from 1873, when Como Park was purchased, to 1887, dur- 
ing which period our parks were under the control of the City Council. 
The tables show the amount of bonds issued for park purposes at various 
periods and the current expenditures since and including 1891 for the pur- 
chase of land, for maintenance, improvements, and for a variety of special 
purposes. These tables are attached as an appendix to this report. Par- 
ticular attention is called to Table 1, which shows the gradually increas- 
ing cost of maintenance as wider park areas are brought under cultivation, 
and larger crowds at Como Park require more work to keep the grounds 
in order. The entire expenditures for park purposes for the twenty-four 
years from 1873 to 1897 inclusive amount to $667,092, including all bonds 
issued and the amount of $22,000 set apart for Phalen Park. Of this sum 
$470,000 was from the proceeds of bonds and $189,000 from the general 
fund. It is a significant fact that during the fourteen years from 18S3 to 
1897 our sister city of Minneapolis has apparently expended for parks and 
parkways, including outstanding obligations, the sum of $3,080,394; this 
sum, however, including a large amount of land bonds, of which $1,293,932 
are outstanding, and which are being extinguished under the ten-j r ear in- 
stallment plan of assessment. During the five years from 1892 to 1896 
inclusive the amount expended for park purposes at Minneapolis, exclusive 
of land purchases and interest, was $634,767. During the same period 
the amount expended in the St. Paul parks was $245,853. As the area of 
park land under cultivation, exclusive of parkways, is but little, if any, 
greater in Minneapolis than in St. Paul, while we maintain a large green- 
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house and extensive areas of floriculture and floral ornamentation, which 
they do not, the comparison reflects credit on the careful and economical 
manner in which our parks have been managed. 

PARKS AND PARKWAYS OF ST. PAUL. 

In the appendix will be found a table giving the names, areas and 
locations of the various parks, public spaces and parkways of St. Paul- 
classified according to their character, and showing when and how ac- 
quired. The list includes Phalen Park, now in process of acquisition, con- 
taining 129i acres of land In its park and boulevard within the limits of 
the city. If the plans of the Park Board shall be carried out its boulevards 
extending to and around Lake Gervais will enclose an aquatic park the 
total area of which in land and water will be about 585 acres. Including 
this the St Paul system embraces forty-six parks, with a total land area of 
over 580 acres, or, including water, of 1,()59 acres, and three parkways, 
with a total area of ninety-three acres— making a total area of 1,152.9 acres. 
Substracting tihe Phalen park lake group, our present acquired areas 
include forty-five parks and public spaces with a total area of 475 acres 
and three parkways with a total area of ninety-three acres— or 508 acres In 
all. Of these parks and public spaces twenty nine, with a total area of 452 
acreas, are improved. Of the three parkways, two, containing eighty -one 
acres, are improved.

Sir: The following report is a detailed summary of the work done on 
the parks and parkways during the season of 1S97: 

GENERAL MAINTENANCE. 

All the parks, parkways and minor places were kept in good order, 
the plantings received careful attention, and the amount of work accom- 
plished during the season is very satisfactory. Five miles of roadways 
were repaired. Nine hundred yards of screened gravel were needed for 
the purpose. The heavy shower of July 25th did considerable damage to 
the footwalks on steep grades, and $200 had to be expended in repairing 
them. The trees and shrubs made good growth during last season. The 
cool weather and copious rains were of great benefit to all kinds of vegeta- 
tion. The heavy windstorm of July 6th did much damage to the trees in 
the parks. Seventy-six trees were blown down in Como Park, an4 In the 
other parks considerable damage was done from the same cause. On In- 
dian Point avenue north in Como Park a storm water sewer should be con- 
structed, as without it much trouble and expense is caused by every heavy 
rainstorm, in repairing washouts. The sewer should commence on the 
intersection of the Loop drive and carried down to the lake, connected 
with necessary side branches and catch basins. It would require 500 
feet of twelve-inch pipe and six catch basins. The estimated expense for 
this work would be $220. 

The ever-increasing number of visitors to Como Park increases the 
maintenance expense of each succeeding year considerable. The whole ex- 
panse of 176 acres of improved grounds in the park requires weekly clean- 
ing and other attention every week, and of this about forty acres in the 
vicinity of the lake requires constant employment of five men for the 
same purpose every day. 
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In the western portion of the park, including the large picnic grounds, 
450 trees, consisting of all the leading varieties of shade trees, were 
planted; in most cases to replace decayed oak trees. The young planting 
is in a healthy and good growing condition, and in a short time will not 
only shade the grounds sufficiently, but it will also give the scenery a 
more conspicuous appearance by breaking the monotony of the very ex- 
tensive oak tree foliage which now predominates in that portion of the 
parl^ 

SKATING RINK. 

A space of four acres of ice was kept in good condition for skaters, 
and judging from the number of people in daily attendance it would 
show that Como park affords just as much pleasure to them in winter as 
it does during the summer months. The expense of keeping the rink in 
condition was $125, which must be considered a very small amount for 
the enjoyment it afforded to our young people in the health-giving sport 
and exercise of skating. 



BAND CONCERTS. 

Owing to the cool and wet weather of the past season the concerts 
given were somewhat limited in number as compared with former years. 
The total number of evening concerts were twenty-three, and in addition 
twenty-five orchestral or string music concerts were given inside of the 
pavilion. The afternoon concerts, thirteen in number, were given on Sun- 
day afternoons. 

BOATING. 

The fleet of pleasure boats were not as well patronized as in former 
years. The price of boat rent should be adjusted so as to bring it within 
the means of every one. The revenue should not be calculated to be more 
than the expense of operating and maintaining, so that boating on park 
waters would serve its only true purpose, which is primarily that of afford- 
ing pleasure to park visitors. 

GREENHOUSE AND FLORAL DECORATIONS. 

During the season 188,445 plants of all the leading varieties for bed- 
ding and ornamental purposes were raised in the greenhouse, and 9,000 
seedling of annuals in a number of varieties were raised in hotbeds. All 
the parks were liberally planted with flowers. The richness of the floral 
display, especially in Como park, was highly commended by the public. 
The number of flowering plants in the different parks were as follows: 
Como park, 154.890; Central park, 0,275; Rice park, M.010; Irvine park, 
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4,820; courthouse square 3,230; Lake Iris, 1,0(55; Merriam terrace, 3,420; 
Hampden park, 1,950; Langford park, 605; Lafayette park, 1,775; Smith 
park, 1,554; Summit park, 1,710; Carpenter park, 1,490; Crocus Hill park, 
350; Alden square, 125; Alice park, 540; Terrace Prospect park, 130; Oak- 
land square, 260; Holcombe park, 180; Indian Mounds park, 565; and 
additional annual seedlings not raised in pots. 

LILY POND. 

The tropical lilies and all other varieties were very much admired by 
the public. The victorias especially were a great success. They bloomed 
very profusely through the whole season, and the high colored nymphaes 
attracted much attention from park visitors. 

NURSERY. 

The park nursery is in good condition, and is well stocked. A good 
supply of trees for park and avenue planting is now available. The fol- 
lowing is a complete list of the number of trees and shrubs, giving botan- 
ical and common names:

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SMALL PARKS. 

The expense of maintaining our small parks is nearly one and one- 
quarter per cent higher per acre than the cost of the same work in our big 
parks. This in a great measure is due to the fact that the small parks 
are located so far apart,— scattered through the city,— which makes a close 
supervision and surveillance of the employes impossible. The sometimes 
seemingly harsh dealings in discharging those employes for lack of dis- 
cipline or for being found absent from work is the only remedy to secure 
a faithful performance of the work for which they receive pay. 

COMO AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The maintenance work consisted in keeping the roadway and bicycle 
paths in repair, in cutting the grass and watering the newly planted trees, 
and sprinkling the driveway, the total cost being $409.25, divided in 
the following items, viz.; Sprinkling roadway, $84; cutting grass, clean- 
ing and keeping in repair roadway and bicycle paths, $86; one policeman, 
stationed there to guard against damage being done to our planting and 
check fast driving, $239.25. The whole distance of this parkway from 
Dale street to the lake is 3,280 feet, or nearly three-quarters of one mile. 

THE EAST SHORE DRIVE. 

Considerable expense was necessary to keep the roadway in good con- 
dition. The original bed of the driveway was not properly ballasted at 
the time when it first was graded, and in consequence remains unsettled 
and uneven, making heavy expense for repairs necessary. 

WORKHOUSE LABOR. 

This force works under so many disadvantages In respect to economy 
of labor that it cannot be employed at any kind of maintenance work in 
the park. They must all work in one compact mass, so that every man 
will be constantly under the eyes of the guards. The hours of labor are 
short. The men have no Interest at all in their work, so that what little 
there is done must be done over and over again before any satisfactory 
result is reached. For these reasons the workhouse force cannot be em- 
ployed in park work proper. They are, and for the past two years have 
been, put to work on getting out road material and in sungrading Hamline 
avenue. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Dredging of the lake was resumed during the month of May, and this, 
most desirable work is now completed. The total amount of material 
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taken out during last season was 30,240 cubic yards, at an expense of 
$4,563.20. The average depth of the lake is now nine feet. The islands 
which had formerly been created by depositing piles of mud on most un- 
natural places in the lake, have been removed. This gives the lake a more 
natural appearance, and a decidedly more expanded view of water sur- 
face to people driving along its shore in carriages, and a more inviting 
and convenient course for pleasure boats. The deepening of the lake 
added very much to the picturesque character of the outline contours of 
its shores, besides the more obvious importance of clear and cool water, 
which will soon be inhabited by an abundance of the tinny tribe that will 
afford sport and additional pleasure to park visitors. 

The material taken out of the lake is ample to till all the spaces for 
plantings and borders for turf. The dredge work lasted during three sea- 
sons, and a grand total of 186,240 yards of material was removed for a 
total expense of $10,841.71, which is a fraction over seventeen cents per 
yard. The above included the purchasing of dump cars, rails and all lum- 
ber for pontoon boats and platforms, and all expense for labor In build- 
ing them. 

COMO AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The entire distance from Dale street to the lake is completed. One 
hundred and fifty yards of screened gravel were hauled to finish the pre- 
viously regraded roadbed. The expense of this work was seventy-five 
dollars, the roadbed being repeatedly rolled and put in first-class condition. 
The parkway is divided as follows: Two-foot planting space on the prop- 
erty line along six-foot sidewalk, seven-foot planting space, seven-foot 
bicycle path, eight-foot planting space, and forty-foot driveway. This 
makes three lines of trees on each side of the roadway. Two hundred and 
eighteen new trees were planted, which brings the total number to 31G. 
The lake shore drive from where it connects with Como avenue parkway 
to the park has also been planted, and a bicycle path wa« constructed along 
the lake shore. 

INDIAN' MOUNDS PARK. 

The improvements made during the year were very effective, and the 
entire work is nearly finished. The hauling of the top soil for planting 
and surfacing lawns and driveway will be done early in the spring, which 
will finish the construction work. The amount spent during last season 
was $3,306.82. This park contains only seventeen acres, and owing to its 
topography one-half of its area cannot be used by the public as a rambling 
ground, as its lies on a steep side hill. This causes great inconvenience to 
the people who occasionally gather in great multitudes in the park, and 
causes much damages being done to our new plantings and turf. 
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MERRIAM PARK. 

Considerable work was done in this park during the season. The 
lawns were thoroughly top-dressed, and to some extent regraded. An orna- 
mental fountain with a twelve-foot basin was constructed. The waste 
water from the fountain is used for filling an artificial lake constructed 
on the level surface below. The whole lake basin must be concreted to 
make it hold water. A small foot bridge was built across the lake, of a 
neat and tasteful design. The total expenditures were $922.64. 

BICYCLE PATHS. 

On both sides of Como avenue parkway seven-feet-wide bicycle paths 
were built, and also along the lake shore into the park. The paths around 
the lake will be built as the other improvements are progressing. The 
enormous number of bicycle riders daily visiting the park appreciated the 
convenience afforded to them by constructing suitable stands for their 
wheels. One thousand five hundred bicycles can be put into the racks, 
and can be locked there. The stands are located at the most convenient 
places through the park, the cost for the construction being $160. 

WORKHOUSE LABOR. 

The total number of days worked during the year was 5,470.5. Their 
work consisted of taking out road material, screening gravel, etc. Of the 
above number 500.5 were employed cleaning snow and ice off the skating 
rink during the winter. 

TREE PLANTING. 

Considerable work in this line has been done during this season. 
Como avenue parkway was planted wMth six rows of trees, at an average 
distance of thirty-eight feet apart, the older planting, of which some good 
and substantial trees are left, was taken in consideration, and on that ac- 
count the distances between the trees are various, the total number of trees 
planted being 218. Along the shore drive 116 trees and 400 shrubs of dif- 
ferent varieties completed the planting up to the park entrance. The total 
number of trees planted in all our parks during the season were 3,225. 
Of this number 942 were purchased, at a cost of $244. 

The loss of trees during the season by the operation of transplanting 
was only six, and two of these were injured by a runaway team. The 
grand total number of trees and shrubs in our park plantings is 27,587, 
consisting of the following kinds:

THE PARK WATERWORKS. 

The two-mil lion-gallon pumping engine, purchased from the board of 
water commissioners, has been put in place, and is in good working order. 
This concludes one of the most important improvements in Como park. 
The excavation for the foundation for the pump was commenced during 
the latter part of last winter. It was* intended to set the pump end, or 
valve chambers, seven feet below the water level in the wells, so that we 
would gain a decided advantage by minimizing the power needed for ele- 
vating the water from below the pump. The work of excavating for the 
foundation of the building and engine has proven to be a most onerous 
one. The building site is underlaid with a six-feet-deep strata of quick- 
sand, and much skill and energy had to l>e exerted to overcome the un- 
stability of this ever-moving mass. The whole building site had to be 
encased with two lines of two-inch by twelve-inch plank sheetings, driven 
sixteen feet deep into the ground, and by means of a No. 10 roatry pump 
the water and sand was pumped away. A double floor of two-inch by 
twelve-inch plank was laid on the bottom, and live feet thick concrete on 
top of this for the foundation. There were 1,585 yards of concrete stone, 
800 yards of sand, 102 barrels of cement, and 62.000 hard sewer brick 
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used in finishing the basement of the buildings and foundation piers for 
the pump. The superstructure of the building required 14,500 brick. The 
total cost of the work, including $2,000, which is the price of the pump, 
is $9,513.88. This exceeds the amount of my estimate made to the board 
on Sept. 14, 1806, by $513.88. The four artesian wells were cut off seven 
feet below the water level and reconnected. There were used 180 feet 
of eight-inch, 130 feet of ten-inch, and 120 feet of twelve-inch cast-iron 
pipes, together with a lot of special fittings and valves, at a total expendi- 
ture of $715.81. 

The work was all done by day labor, and under my direction. For 
the furnishing of all material bids were asked for from different firms, and 
in every case awarded to the lowest bidder. 

The removing of the pump from McCarron's lake pumping station 
and the setting up of same at Como park pumping station was also done 
by day labor, at an expense of $532.80. All bids for doing this work by 
contract were rejected on account of exorbitant prices asked. The bids 
received in connection with above work were as follows: 

For water pipes (aggregate weight, 25,720 pounds): St. Paul Foundry 
Co., 389.34; Dennis, Long & Co., $298.49; Ohio Pipe Foundry Co., $283.13; 
J. M. Drummond, $240.09. The latter firm being the lowest received the 
contract. 

For special fittings (aggregate weight, 26,980 pounds): St. Paul Foun- 
dry Co., $411.46; South Park Foundry Co., $326.26. The latter firm being 
the lowest received the contract. In addition the latter firm furnished 
gate valves and flanges, etc., at a total amount of $137.50. 

For brick (aggregate amount, 62.000): St. Paul Lime and Cement Co., 
Menominee brick, $7.25 per 1,000: Chaska brick, $7.50 per 1.000; Shakopee 
Lime and Cement Co., Menominee brick, $7.40 per 1,000; Chaska brick, 
$7.75 per 1,000; Northwestern Lime Co., Menominee brick. $7.35 per 1,000; 
Chaska brick, $7.35 per 1,000; Greiner & Corning, Chaska brick, $5.90. 
The latter being the lowest was awarded the contract. 

For cement (aggregate amount, 700 barrels): St. Paul Lime and Ce- 
ment Co., Austin cement, 95 cents per barrel; Milwaukee, $1; rtica, $1; 
Louisville, $1; Shakopee Lime and Cement Co., Austin cement, $1. Milwau- 
kee, $1.05, Utica, $1.05. Louisville, $1.13; Northwestern Lime Co., Austin 
cement, 98 cents, Louisville, $1.14, Utica, 1.04. 

The St. Paul Lime and Cement Co., being the lowest on Austin cement, 
was awarded the contract to furnish 350 barrels for subfoundation work. 
The other 350 of Louisville cement needed were purchased from D. N. 
Bell, at $1.10 per barrel. 

The bidders for removing and resetting the pump were Roberts, Goss 
Co., $1,475, Geo. R. Morton, $1,735. South Tark Foundry Co., $1,535, and 
Minnesota Engine Works $1,640. These bids were all rejected for being 
too high. The entire work covered by these bids was done under my 
supervision at a total cost of $532.87. 
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[ On the second day of January, 1898, the big pump was started up for 

a trial test of the wells. A total of 85,58(5.400 gallons has since been 
pumped. There Is no diminution of the water supply from the wells no- 
ticeable. The suction gauge shows an invariable lift of twenty to twenty- 
two pounds, at an indicated delivery of 2,000,000 gallons per day. The 
boiler pressure need not be more than twenty-five pounds. This would 
show a saving of fuel of fifty per cent, is compared with the working of 
the old pump, and a gain on the working capacity of nearly sixty-five per 
cent. 

During last season the old pump was put in operation for furnishing 
the water supply for Irrigation purposes. Owing to a change of the pipe 
system connecting the wells water could only be pumped from two wells. 
No record could be kept of the amount used for last season because of the 
incomplete system. 

The rotary pump which is used for lake service was only in operation 
for forty-two days in the aggregate during last season, and the total 
amount of 70,000,000 gallons was sufficient to keep the lake up. 

LABOR FORCE. 

The organization and discipline of the force was good. Preference of 
hiring men is given to such as were in our employ during former seasons, 
aud had shown their ability, skill, and experience in our work. The ex- 
panse is considerably less than it would be if raw hands were used. The 
total expense for labor for the year was $38,243.94. A detailed statement 
-of expeditures is appended. 

PARK POLICE. 

The force consisted of six men, and they all did very efficient duty. 
No arrest was necessary to be made by them. It is with much gratification 
that such a report can be made when it is considered that the number of 
people visiting the parks grows larger every year.

At the annual and regular meeting of the board, held March 1, 181)7, 
the board consisted of Messrs. J. H. Allen, Daniel Aberle, William Hamiu 
and Hon. Joseph A. Wheelock. Mr Wheelock and Mr. Hnmm were reap- 
pointed by Mayor Doran. Hon. Joseph A. Wheelock was elected president, 
and Fred Nussbaumer, by resolution, was appointed superintendent of 
parks for the ensuing year. 

During the year the board held twenty-eight meetings. 

On June 7, 1897, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted Dec. 3, 1894, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the City 
of St. Paul to be known as "Como Park Extension" (see Description. Park 
Board Book, No. 3, page 27), and further ordered and directed the said 
board of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages 
and compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said tracts of lands 
and the parties interested in said condemnation by reason thereof, and 
also to assess the amount of such damages and expenses, less the sum of 
one dollar ($1), on real property to be especially benefited by the contem- 
plated Improvement, in proportion to the benefits accruing to such real 
property, not to exceed such benefits; provided, however, that if the sum of 
one (1) dollar shall be found to be more than forty per cent of the total 
amount of damages and expenses of said condemnation, then the board of 
public works shall assess an amount equal to sixty per cent of the total 
amount of such damages and expenses on the real property to be es- 
pecially benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the 
benefits accruing to such real property, not to exceed such benefits. 
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On Jan. 8, 1898, the common council placed In the tax levy for the 
year 1898 the sum of $50,000, to be credited to the park fund from the 
general fund of the city. Twelve thousand dollars of said $50,000 is cred- 
ited in the following statement of receipts; the balance will be credited 
to the city park fund for the use of this board as the same is collected 
from the general fund receipts of the city during the year, pro rata, with 
other accounts placed in said levy in said fund. 

On Feb. 7, 1898, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted Jan. 18, 1898, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn for a parkway certain property for the use of the City of St. 
Paul to be known as Midway Parkway (see Description, Park Board Book, 
No. 3, page 62), and further ordered and directed said board of public 
works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and compensa- 
tion to be paid to each of the owners of said tract of land and the parties 
interested In said condemnation by reason thereof, and also to assess the 
amount of such damages and expenses on the real property to be espe- 
cially benefited by such improvement; and provided further, that no por- 
tion of the damages and expenses caused by such condemnation shall be 
paid from the park fund, and that the total amount thereof shall be paid 
by an assessment of the property benefited. 

On Feb. 14, 1898, the board, by resolution, granted permission to the 
St Paul City Railway Company to construct and operate a double track 
electric railway through Como park, for the period of fifteen years; the 
resolution not to take effect and the St. Paul* City Railway Company to 
acquire no rights thereunder unless said company construct its tracks on 
Langford avenue to the western limits of the city, and operate the same 
as a through interurban line before Jan. 1, 1899.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 



EXTENSION OF COMO PARK. 

The past year has witnessed important strides towards the accom- 
plishment of long-cherished plans of park and parkway extensions. After 
years of unavailing effort to secure the extension of Como Park over the 
swamp which was formerly the bed of the northwestern arm of Lake 
Como to its natural boundaries on the north, formed by the slopes of the 
adjacent hills, this tract of land thirteen acres in extent, has at last been 
condemned on terms which seem to insure its acquisition. As the result 
this ugly morass will be converted into a garden of beauty in harmony 
with its park surroundings. It will make possible contemplated improve- 
ments of great value to the park. One of these is a driveway along the 
top of the hill slopes from Hamline to Lexington avenue which will afford 
a charming succession of changing views of the park. 

Another long contemplated improvement will be a canal through the 
swamp terminating in two broad forks or basins where free public baths 
are to be established— one for males and the other for females. They will 
be supplied with fresh cool water from the artesian wells. 

PUSEY'S GIFT. 

For another valuable acquisition the board is indebted to the gener- 
osity of an old and honored citizen of St. Paul. Mr. Pennock Pusey, now 
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a resident of Wilmington, Delaware, who last fall kindly donated to the 
city several acres which form the northeastern corner of the park and 
serve to round it out to its natural boundary. It is hoped that the gen- 
erous example set by Mr. Pusey may facilitate the acquisition of several 
more pieces of land which are necessary chiefly to protect the park from 
the too close neighborhood of nuisances. 

MIDWAY PARKWAY. 

In the acquisition, nominally under condemnation proceedings, but 
actually by the free gift of the property owners of Midway Parkway, a 
strip of land a half a mile long and 200 feet wide between Como Park and 
the State Fair grounds— a long-mooted project of the board— has been hap- 
pily realized. Improved and embellished according to the plans adopted, 
this superb parkway will be a welcome substitute for the old driveway 
to the Fair Grounds through Langford avenue— now spoiled for that pur- 
pose by the street railroad tracks which run through it This parkway 
ends on Snelling avenue opposite the old St. Paul gate from which, by 
agreement with the managers of the State Agricultural Society and the 
authorities of the State Agricultural College, the driveway is to be ex- 
tended through the Fair Grounds and the State Experimental farm to 
St. Anthony Park, and thence in one direction, it is hoped, to the State 
University in East Minneapolis and in another to the projected Mississippi 
river boulevard near the Town and Country Club. It will thus form an 
Important link in a magnificent chain of driveways, extending from Cen- 
tral Park and the grounds of the new State Capitol through Park avenue, 
Como avenue and Como Park to the western limits of the city. It is ex- 
pected that Midway Parkway will be completed, so far as the roadways 
are concerned, by the first of next September. Arrangements for sprink- 
ling it and watering its plantings have already been made by the exten- 
sion of the park water pipe service through it to the State Fair grounds, 
which are to be supplied with water from this service. 

A NEGLECTED SECTION OF THE PARK. 

Reluctant as the park commissioners were to permit the tracks of an 
lnterurban electric railway to be laid through Como Park, the results have 
justified the practical considerations which induced the concession. It 
has made the park more directly accessible to multitudes in the western 
districts of the city and in Minneapolis. The result has been a great in- 
crease in the number of visitors. Moreover, a large and attractive por- 
tion of the park, before remote from the street railway, has been brought 
by its cars within easy reach of their passengers. The line runs along the 
northern edge of a tract of eighty acres of park land which has heretofore 
lain neglected and unimproved, the eastern half thereof being occupied 
by the workhouse management. The electric line in making all this eighty 
acres more easily accessible, has also brought its neglected condition into 
full view of the multitudes of visitors by the interurban cars, and has 
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given a new and unpleasant prominence to the naked breadths of plowed 
fields which have heretofore occupied most of the so-called 

WORKHOUSE TRACT. 

Although this tract has been occupied for workhouse purposes during 
the last eighteen years, without a shadow of legal authority, the park 
commissioners under whose lawful Jurisdiction it has been since the park 
board was constituted in 1887 have refrained from any practical assertion 
of their legal control over it until last fall, when they decided that the time 
had come in the progress of park improvement when it was necessary to 
extend it over the whole of this too long neglected eighty acres, and to 
take possession for park purposes of so much of the workhouse tract as 
was not necessary for the legitimate purposes of the workhouse manage- 
ment The workhouse directors having refused their consent to this were 
formally notified in January last that Ihis board would take possession of 
twenty-four of the forty acres, the remaining sixteen acres, designated 
by metes and bounds, being set apart by resolution of the board for work- 
house purposes until the city council shall provide for its location else- 
where. The twenty-four acres thus restored to the park uses from which 
they have so long been illegally diverted, will be planted this spring with 
trees and shrubbery and Nature and Nussbaumer be given a chance to 
reclaim it from its artificial desolation and restore it to its native beauty. 
The improvement of this tract is intimately related to that of Lexington 
avenue, on which the workhouse grounds abut for a quarter of a mile; and 
which is the base and outlet of an important system of park roads. The 
construction of these roads is necessary to the development of the adja- 
cent forty acres and especially to make available to public use and enjoy- 
ment the admirable play grounds which nature has provided in the south- 
western corner of the park. 

LEXINGTON PARKWAY. 

Last December Lexington avenue from Summit avenue to Como Park 
was turned over by the city council to the park board for certain limited 
purposes of improvement and ornamentation as a parkway, and $1,500 
added to the park fund to provide for the initial steps in this improvement. 
But the difficulties in the way of the undertaking are considerable. It 
was the first view of the park board that the avenue should be considera- 
bly widened in order to afford the necessary space for the lawn and tree 
ornamentation appropriate to a dignified approach to Como Park. But to 
do this it would have been necessary to condemn a good deal of property 
which would have required burdensome assessments on the adjacent 
property. For this reason the scheme of widening the avenue was aban- 
doned, and it is now proposed to adhere to the present width of the street, 
provided the owners of the abutting property will agree to establish a 
house line thirty feet back from the street. This would afford a belt of 
front lawn on each side of the avenue thirty feet in width and extending

for two miles from Summit avenue to the bridge across the Great North- 
ern tracks. It would aid greatly in beautifying and dignifying the street 
and in making it a parkway in fact as well as in name. 

But this plan can only be carried out by a rearrangement of the pres- 
ent plats of a large portion of the lots along the avenue. Most of these 
lots lie lengthwise along Lexington avenue fronting on the cross streets. 
It is proposed that the owners of three of these lots nearest to Lexington 
avenue shall consent to replat them so that they shall front on this avenue. 
Thanks to the public spirit of all the members of the board of public 
works and to the efficient aid gratuitously rendered by them this scheme, 
though apparently difficult to accomplish, seems to be in a fair way of 
realization. It is greatly simplified by the fact that nearly all the abutting 
property is vacant. Until it shall be accomplished it will be necessary to 
postpone the parkway improvements contemplated on that part of Lex- 
ington avenue between Summit avenue and the bridge across the Great 
Northern tracks, a distance of about two miles. 

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM SOLVED. 

The parkway problem was made still more difficult as to that portion 
of the avenue between the Great Northern Bridge and Como Park, a dis- 
tance of nearly half a mile, by the fact that on the east side of this section 
of the avenue many houses have been built by the comparatively poor 
people on shallow lots close to the street line. But, fortunately, on the 
west side of this section of the avenue all the abutting land is owned in 
one large tract by the Northern Pacific Railroad Company. There is reason 
to believe that the Northern Pacific Company, in response to the request 
of this board, will donate to the city a strip of this abutting land forty 
feet wide which will enable the board to carry out an attractive scheme of 
parkway ornamentation without interfering with the lots or tenements on 
the east side. The city will thus be indebted to the generosity of the 
Nortnern Pacific for the solution of an otherwise insurmountable difficulty 
in the construction of this parkway. 

LEXINGTON AVENUE SUBWAY. 

Nor is this the only matter in which it is necessary to invite the aid 
of the Northern Pacific Company in making this parkway what it should 
be. The Northern Pacific tracks now cross Lexington avenue at grade— a 
constant element of danger to carriage travel. At comparatively small 
expense the roadway could be lowered to a depth of fourteen or sixteen 
feet below a bridge supporting the tracks. I venture to recommend that 
this board request the common council to invite the cooperation of the 
company with the city in the early construction of the bridge and subway. 
The excavated materials could be economically used in the simultaneous 
ronstruction of the parkway. 
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PHALEN PARK. 

A recent decision of the supreme court has cleared away the chief diffi- 
culties which have so long delayed the acquisition of Phalen Park. The 
opposition to it, although confined mainly to the owners of a few large 
tracts, was justified by the onerous assesments levied upon them by rea- 
son of the high prices at which the condemned property was appraised by 
the board of public works between two and three years ago, when the in- 
fluence of the extravagant speculative prices of the boom period still con- 
tinued to affect theories of the values of suburban real estate. The de- 
cision of the supreme court sets aside these assessments on the ground of 
a technical irregularity in the proceedings of the board of public works, 
the effect of which is to enable the park board to revoke the order for con- 
demnation and begin proceedings <Ie novo. This has been done. It is be- 
lieved that with a readjustment of the prices of the laud condemned con- 
forming more nearly to its actual value, and the contribution of forty per 
cent of the total valuation from the park fund, the assessments for the re- 
mainder will be so light that all opposition will disappear. 

It will still remain to acquire that portion of the boulevard around 
Lake Phalen outside the city limits, and along Phalen creek and the south- 
ern shore of LakeGervais. These are essential adjuncts of the park. As there 
is no way of acquiring the strip of land necessary for the purpose except 
by donation, the final acquisition of Phalen Park will depend upon the suc- 
cess of the board in securing these voluntary concessions. Not much diffi- 
culty in securing them is apprehended, for the proposed boulevard will 
add much to the value of the abutting property, which without the park 
and boulevard would be practically worthless. 

The plan of improvements contemplated cannot fail to make Phalen 
Park a particularly attractive popular resort. The park and boulevards 
will comprise an area of nearly 200 acres and will inclose a splendid 
stretch of water way nearly four miles in length and embracing 320 acres 
of water surface, suitable to all forms of boating and aquatic recreation, 
while the driveways around the two lakes and the intervening creek will 
attract multitudes of visitors by carriage and bicycle. It will bring this 
whole district, with its beautiful sylvan scenery, now an isolated rural 
solitude, into the full sweep of the broad currents of social life and ac- 
tivity which set towards all popular park resorts. 

SHADOW FALLS PARK AND BOULEVARD. 

For obvious reasons the long-cherished project of a boulevard along 
the Mississippi river from Fort Snelling to the city limits has been post- 
poned for more pressing matters. But it has neither been forgotten nor 
abandoned. The most important section of it— that between Summit ave- 
nue and the city limits—is receiving the earnest attention of the board. The 
greater part of It, that is to say from the city limits to Laurel avenue, has 
long since been laid out and dedicated to public use. It remains to com- 
plete the gap of a quarter of a mile between Laurel avenue and Summit 
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avenue. Its direct continuation along Die the river bluff to Summit ave- 
nue is intercepted by the deep and wide gorge of Shadow Falls ravine, 
which as it approaches the river comes close to Summit avenue. It is 
enough now to say as to the result of conferences between members of the 
board and the owners last summer, when we asked the donation to the city 
of this ravine and of a strip of land around it and along the Mississippi 
for a boulevard to Laurel avenue, that the suggestion was met in such a 
spirit of kindly and appreciative liberality as to warrant the confident ex- 
pectation that ere long the concession will be granted. The possession of 
this rugged and picturesque ravine, embowered in a dense wild forest 
growth and of the narrow space between it and the western end of Sum- 
mit avenue boulevard, would make it easy to create a park there unique in 
its assemblage of striking features, while the driveway around the ravine 
and the boulevard along the river bluff would command a succession of 
charming views and vistas of superb river scenery along the deep trough 
of the Mississippi that it would be hard to match elsewhere. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

The transfer to the care of the park board of the long neglected lawns 
and plantings on Summit avenue boulevard between Lexington avenue 
and the river, a distance of two miles, has resulted in a great improve- 
ment in their condition, although much remains to be done. The lack of 
water for irrigation purposes is a serious hindrance, and the lack of money 
for the necessary cost of maintenance is another. A special appropriation 
should be made for this purpose. The construction of an iron bridge 100 
feet wide over the Milwaukee & St. Paul tracks in place of the narrow 
and unsightly wooden bridge which before disfigured the avenue has ma- 
terially enhanced the attractions of this noble boulevard. The construc- 
tion of Lexington avenue parkway, connecting it with Como Park, and its 
lateral extension in the river boulevard before mentioned, will add largely 
to its popularity as a driveway, while it will have a unique endowment 
of picturesque beauties in Shadow Falls Park, if that shall be donated 
to the city. There Is urgent need of intelligent oversight of the neglected 
side lawns and tree plantings fronting the long stretch of unimproved 
property between Dale street and Lexington avenue.. 

THE DOWN-TOWN APPROACH TO COMO AVENUE. 

While the attention of the board is more immediately directed for the 
time being to the task of removing the obstacles to the improvement of 
Lexington avenue as an uptown approach to Como Park, they are no less 
alive to the Importance of securing as early action as possible in the de- 
velopment of wbat they regard as by far the most attractive and practica- 
ble down-town approach to the park, from Central Park through Central 
avenue, the new capitol grounds, Park avenue and Como avenue. To this 
end the board is happily able to count on the earnest and active coopera- 
tion of the board of public works, as now constituted; but it can only be 
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brought about by the equally hearty assistance of the city council. The 
only difficulties to be encountered are in securing space enough for a drive- 
way and appropriate lawn and tree ornamentation in that portion of Como 
avenue occupied by the street railway tracks where It is only eighty feet 
wide, and in getting the money to pay for the improvement. And of these 
two the only serious difficulty is in getting the money. Only a fraction 
of the cost of the improvement can be justly assessed upon the owners of 
the abutting property, much of which is at present of but little value for 
residence or business purposes. Much of Its frontage is cut up into small 
triangular pieces of too little value to support assessments for street im- 
provements. It is suggested that they might be condemned and added to 
the width of Como avenue, for purposes of ornamentation. The plan of 
improvement of this railroad section of the avenue, submitted to the coun- 
cil by this board two or three years ago, contemplated a roadway in the 
center of the avenue, with the street railroad tracks running through side 
lawns eighteen feet wide, and that the cost be divided between the city, 
the railroad company and the property owners. No other plan has been 
suggested so well adapted to the needs and purposes of a driveway 
through Como avenue. 

AN INTERLAKEN BOULEVARD. 

With the approaching acquisition of Phalen Park it will become neces- 
sary to take up for early consideration the question of a practicable boule- 
vard or parkway to connect Como Park with Phalen Park. The original 
scheme of such a connection by the way of Como and Phalen avenue was 
long ago abandoned by the board by reason of its obvious unsuitabllity for 
the purpose, independent of the obstinate opposition of the owners of abut- 
ting property to widening it to 100 feet, as at one time proposed. A more 
suitable, if somewhat longer, route can doubtless be found nearer the 
city limits, diverging from Minneapolis avenue to McCarron lake. The 
route east of that point would have to be determined by the topography 
of the country, and I venture to recommend an early survey with the view 
of selecting a route at once physically and aesthetically suitable for the 
purpose. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

Since the improvement of Indian Mounds Park multitudes of visitors- 
have been attracted to it by the magnificent view which it commands. 
The park itself, though possessing some admirably picturesque features- 
and especially interesting in its tumular antiquities, is absurdly small in 
view of its commanding position and its importance as a popular resort. 
It is to be deeply regretted that no means are available whereby the three 
adjacent blocks could be added to the park. The plan of making Hoffman 
avenue along the near bluff one of the approaches to this park is com- 
mended by so many considerations that it should not be abandoned. 
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PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

Referring to the report of the superintendent for a detailed review ot 
the park work of the past year, its leading facta. may be briefly sum- 
marized. The sum of $17,057 was expended for improvements and $27,607 
for maintenance. In 1891 the cost of improvements was $23,561 and of 
maintenance $7,518. During the same year the area of park cultivation 
has expanded from fifty acres to 302 acres, or, including parkways, to 
452 acres. The cost of maintenance necessarily increases yearly with the 
extension of cultivated park and parkway areas, until it has become man- 
ifest that the sum heretofore appropriated for park purposes is inadequate 
to the constantly expanding demands for maintenance and improvement. 

The erection at Como Park of a spacious seating annex to the pavilion 
opposite the band float and of a handsome railway station, with a much 
needed lavatory adjacent to the latter, are grateful additions to the accom- 
modations for the comfort and convenience of visitors. The old lavatories 
should be enlarged as soon as possible. The enlargement and partial re- 
construction of the pavilion is becoming an urgent need. This should have 
the early consideration of the board in connection with the removal of the 
whole structure farther towards the lake, so as to afford a wider plaza 
in front of it and relieve the congestion of carriages and bicycles. Its in- 
terior reconstruction should be so planned as with an adequate heating 
equipment, to make it a warm and comfortable shelter in the winter 
months for the multitudes of skaters who throng the free rinks of Lake 
Como. The present inadequate, uncomfortable and unsightly quarters for 
skaters cannot too soon be replaced by these better arrangements— which 
would permit provision for music and refreshments. 

The excellent pumping machinery, installed last year, with the new 
boiler plant now near completion, in connection with the inexhaustible 
resources of the artesian wells, will furnish an abundant supply for keep- 
ing the lakes filled and for Irrigation purposes throughout the whole extent 
of the park. This year the irrigation plant will be extended around Lake 
Como boulevard and over the reclaimed workhouse grounds. The great 
quantities of fertile material resulting from dredging the lake have been 
skilfully used by the superintendent in enriching the lake border and the 
adjacent slopes of the boulevards for plantings of trees and shrubbery. 
In a few years the growth of these plantings will clothe with sylvan 
beauty the now r bare shores of the lake and the boulevard around them. 

The subject of a pavilion on the picnic grounds has long been before 
the board. And these grounds are now so extensively patronized, and are 
likely to become so much more so since they have been brought within 
easy reach of visitors by the street railroad, that it merits the early atten- 
tion of the board. 

When the boat service was taken under the management of the board 
last spring the price was reduced from 25 cents an hour to 10 cents— or 15 
cents on Sundays. This wholesome change has greatly popularized the 
use of the boats, while they still yield sufficient revenue for the proper 
maintenance of the service. 
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A DOUBLE TRACK NEEDED. 

The attention of the board has frequently been called to the lack of 
means for the orderly handling of the crowds which are often gathered 
at the station at Como Park on their way home. It is apparent that much 
of the confusion results from the fact that all the cars, whether going to 
St. Paul or Minneapolis are headed the same way. This results from the 
use of the single track loop. It is submitted to the consideration of the 
board whether the best remedy for the congestion and confusion would 
not be the substitution of a double track, so that each car in front of the 
station would be headed for its destination. A bridge would be necessary 
over the tracks, but it would divide the crowd and facilitate their getting 
on the cars and the right ones. 

THE SMALLER PARKS. 

All the smaller improved parks have been well cared for. Rice Park 
has been entirely remodeled by the superintendent, much to its improve- 
ment. It would be well if this appropriate background for the fine archi- 
tecture of the new government building were supplmented by an equally 
appropriate foreground on its Sixth street front. The superintendent is 
successfully working out his plans of improving Langford Park. His 
suggestion that Oakland Park be improved, is supported by the wishes of 
contiguous property owners and merits the attention of the board. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

Thanks to the active interest taken in the matter by the board of pub- 
lic works, the approaches to Como Park by the way of Dale street and 
Como avenue will be better lighted this year than ever before. Under 
the contract of the St. Paul City Railway Company, they are to operate 
fifty additional arc lights in Como Park during the open season of this 
year. A portion of them will be needed to light Midway parkway. 

STREET ORNAMENTATION. 

The jurisdiction of the park board is limited to the comparatively small 
areas embraced in the parks and parkways of the city. But even more 
important to the ben ut mention of the city is the ornamentation with well 
kept grass plats and trees of the hundreds of miles of residence streets 
which lie outside of its jurisdiction. Efforts heretofore made to extend 
the jurisdiction of the board to the construction and care of street side 
lawus and to the planting and care of trees have been thwarted by a con- 
stitutional difficulty. It is hoped that, during the present session, legisla- 
tion may be obtained which will avoid this difficulty. But legislation will 
effect nothing unless supported by an energetic initiative on the part of 
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resident property owners. What has already been accomplished by the 
organized efforts of a few individuals on a number of residence streets 
shows what could easily be effected if a more general interest was aroused.

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SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners, 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
Feb. 28, 1899. 

During the year considerable work was done which should be classed 
as betterments, consisting of regrading roads, resodding lawns and reno- 
vating buildings. The cost of this work aggregates an amount of $985.20, 
which is charged in appended tables under the head of Maintenance. 

The work of the past season was very successful both as to economy 
and results. The much needed improvement of enlarging the seating 
capacity at the pavilion was appreciated by the public; the new waiting 
station at the electric car terminus at Como completed a desirable im- 
provement needed; a spacious lavatory building was constructed near 
the station and the space of the platform considerably enlarged. 

Improvements on the east shore of the lake in grading borders and 
lawn spaces, planting of treets and shrubs, etc., during the season made 
good progress. Five thousand yards of material was transferred; 1,200 
trees and shrubs were planted. The improvements could be completed 
in a short time but for the delay caused in acquiring some parcels of 
private property which infringe too much on the natural boundary of the 
park. 

A bicycle path was graded the entire distance on the east shore of 
the lake. The bed of the wheelway is not finished; it will be made of 
cinders. The border between this path and the water edge needs some 
loam for planting to assure a vigorous growth of trees and shrubs. 

The southern portion of the lake shore now charms because of an ap- 
parent wlldness and natural effect, but as soon as the adjacent property be- 
comes inhabited and improved with buildings all that will be changed. 
The trees to a great extent will be exterminated, and as the property line 
is within twenty feet of our present park drive there is no room of suf- 
ficient dimensions to screen undesirable objects. For this reason a strip 
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of land, forty or fifty feet wide, should be acquired between Conio avenue 
on the east and Ryde street on the west. A large amount of tree and 
shruo planting has been done in the park, but still much remains to be 
done to finish the outlined groups and spaces. A total of 1,098 trees and 
154 shrubs, consisting mostly of native kinds, were planted on grounds 
previously prepared with a suitable depth of soil. 

One of the reasons for the successful growing of trees and shrubs in 
the park is due to its own water works plant. Without it the sterile hills 
and slopes would be without vegetation and its beauty marred. During 
last season we used 35,727,892 gallons for irrigation purposes and 224,- 
196,500 gallons for replenishing the lake. With this amount of water the 
park grounds and all planting was kept in flourishing condition. Consid- 
erable extensions to the pipe system were made during the year. A water 
mam was also laid to the fair grounds with the necessary attachments 
for filling sprinkling wagons. A two-inch pipe line was also laid through 
the picnic grounds skirting the western boundary connecting with the 
four-inch main through midway parkway on the north and the four-inch 
main in the nursery ground on the south. The total number of new pipes 
laid amount in the aggregate to 9,934 feet. During the coming season a 
water main will be laid around the lake. The contract for delivering the 
material is already let. 

The delightful resort, on the shore of Lake Como, is so popular with 
the public, and its charms attract such an increasing multitude of visitors 
eat** season that the originally designed open spaces and concourses are 
now almost inadequate; and the overcrowding causes much damage to 
adjacent plantings which no reasonable effort can prevent. Over one 
minion people visited the park during the season, and at times more than 
forty thousand w r ere present at a time. The board should consider the 
enlarging of the space at the pavilion. This perhaps could best be done 
by building out into the lake and rip-rapping the shore 100 feet each side of 
the pavilion, sear wall fashion. The driveways, while kept in good con- 
dition at all times, require much expense, especially so on steep grades 
where storm water cannot always be properly controlled. It would be 
desirable to have a strip eight feet wide paved on each side; this with 
proper catch-basins and storm water sewers would reduce the mainte- 
nance expense to a minimum. 

During the last season storm water sewers were laid on Indian Point 
avenue from the loop drive to the lake. This concludes a very desirable 
improvement in that section of the park. The cost was $187.25. 

In several places where walks had been maintained at much expense 
on very steep grades, the same were filled in with loam and sodded over, 
the public being allowed to roam at will. At other places this feature 
may be followed to advantage by favoring natural treatment in the same 
way. 

'Hie large picnic grounds were well patronized during the season. 
There were thirty Suuday-school picnics and 214 family parties, with an 
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attendance of 12,700 people. A shelter against storms is sadly needed. 
A large open-sided pavilion would best serve the purpose. A small room 
enclosed for a kitchen range could easily be provided for the free use of 
the public. This improvement should be provided for these grounds, as 
there then would be means of relieving the overcrowded condition pre- 
vailing at the pavilion. The tree planting done a year ago in the grounds 
is making a good showing, and the successful growth has already a tell- 
ing effect on this charming woodland plateau. The play grounds just 
south of the picnic grounds should be developed. The tentative plans 
for this improvement are not elaborate. All obstacles of embellishment 
other than shade trees are here discarded so that nothing will interfere 
with its free use. At convenient places suitable sanitary and shelter 
buildings should be erected, and in the large east grove arrangements 
could be provided for gymnastic exercises. The grounds are made easily 
accessible by the electric car line for those taking this means of reaching 
the park. But for those driving in carriages or riding on ^bicycles the 
Lexington avenue entrance drive should be opened, so that these people 
could reach the play grounds without traveling a roundabout road. The 
improvement planned for the south eighty acres should not be deferred 
any longer. The cost would not be very great, with the exception of grad- 
ing the driveway and removing the mound of earth created by the grad- 
ing of Lexington avenue. No other grading of the grounds is required. 
Its contours are such that a simple turfing and planting of trees will make 
it a very beautiful and convenient part of the park. 



GREENHOUSE AND FLORAL DECORATIONS. 

The feature of floral decorations in the park was quite elaborate, and 
Its richness and profusion especially in Como Park attracted much ad- 
miring attention. The number of plants used was 158,326, including almost 
all the leading kinds of flowering and bedding plants in variety.

The propagating houses are too small to allow any demanded increase 
of this number, and in the near future an effort should be made to increase 
the greenhouse capacity at least to the extent of the construction of a 
palm house, which would not only give relief in space, but would also pro- 
vide for the growing demand of a pretentious show house where the public 
and school children could study the nature of plants both during summer 
and winter. More than one-third of the plants are now raised in hot beds, 
which entails much difficulty and labor, besides great risk of damage by 
severe storms in early spring. Very often donations of fine specimen 
plants are offered by private citizens, which would have been of great 
value to the parks, but the offers had to be declined on account of lack of 
room to house them. 

NURSERY. 

Two acres of additional land was taken into the nursery grounds and 
planted with young elm trees. During last season 1,437 trees were taken 
out of the nursery and 352 were donated, 400 were purchased; 1,487 shrubs 
from the nursery, a total of 3,676 trees and shrubs were planted in the 
following places: Como Park, 1,152; Como avenue parkway, 18; Indian 
Mounds Park. 158; Rice Park. 68; Wilkin street triangle, 3; Merriam Park, 
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490; Summit avenue boulevard, 453; miscellaneous places, 132; borders of 
Lake Como, 1,200. The nursery has been replenished to the amount of 
974 shrubs, and 7,03G trees, cuttings and 8,575 seedlings, a total of 
10,585. This, together with the number of trees left in the nursery, makes 
a total of 21,330. It is intended to sfill more increase the nursery stock 
the coining spring to at least a grand total of 25,000. 

THE PUMPING STATION. 

The most essential in requisite park work is a sufficient water supply. 
The pump equipment installed in Como Park during last season has proven 
both efficient and economical. The consumption of water during the sea- 
son was for month of May 20,237,904 gallons; June, 46,053,320 gallons; 
July, 44,847,380 gallons; August, 39,287,534 gallons; September, 20,212,320 
gallons; October, 37,333,920 gallons; November, 15,624,044 gallons; a total 
of 259,924,392 gallons. Thirty-five million seven hundred and twenty-seven 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-two gallons were used for irrigation 
and 224,196,500 for replenishing the lake. The average amount or water 
pumped per day was 1,237,735 42-210 gallons. The amount of coal used 
per 1,000 gallons was 663^ pounds. The expenses in detail per one million 
gallons pumped were as follows: Cost of coal, 95 cents; labor, $3; oil and 
waste, 65 cents; repairs, 10 cents; a total of $4.70. During the season the 
state game and fish commission planted 2,500 fish in Lake Como of the fol- 
lowing variety: Catfish, 1,500; carp, 500, and perch 500. They were all 
of about six-inch size and are apparently doing well. 

COMO AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The roadbed was topdressed with a coat of fine screened gravel and 
rolled down. This drive is in very good condition. All the line trees made 
a satisfactory growth. Four arc lights were placed on this portion of 
Como avenue during last season, but the way they were put up was a 
detriment to their giving satisfaction; as they were simply fastened to 
the side poles the trees obstructed the light so much that only a small 
radius was lighted. The lights should be suspended over the center of 
the driveway and two more should be added to their number. The bicycle 
paths on each side of the driveway are almost useless; although they 
are kept in fine condition, they are not extensively used, the riders prefer- 
ring the broad expanse of the driveway. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

Considerable improvements were made, especially in planting. All 
the trees which were sodbound were spaded around and good compost 
was spaded around for nourishment. Four hundred and fifty-five trees 
and shrubs were planted, mostly to fill vacancies. The new bridge over 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad right of way was nearly com- 
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pleted last fall; only the bridge floor, which will be put on this spring, 
and some grading at the approaches remains to be done. The bridge Is 
100 feet wide, seventy feet of which is for roadway and fifteen feet on 
each side for sidewalk. Water connections and distributing pipes for sum- 
mer use are badly needed. It will require 2,625 feet of pipe to cover the 
distance w*here such connections can at present be made. A drinking 
fountain for animals should be established at the intersection of Summit 
and Snelling avenues. The driveway should be partially improved and be 
kept in. better condition. The two blocks next the river are as yet unim- 
proved. It is intended to use them in connecting the river boulevard with 
Summit avenue boulevard as a ground work for the approaches from the 
north and south in congruity with the natural rural scenery of this locality. 

MIDWAY PARKWAY. 

The principal work of Improvement on this pleasure drive consisted of 
subgrading lawn and driveways. All the necessary material for park mak- 
ing is found here. There is good road gravel, good clay and an abundance 
of rich black loam. The sufficient width (200 feet) of this parkway and 
its undulating surface suggested a winding roadway of easy curves for 
the main or pleasure drives. The side or traffic roads will be straight, but 
they will follow nearly the contours of the land. This without effort 
will produce broader passages of landscape scenery which are salient 
features and important elements in park culture. 

LANGFORD PARK. 

In that portion of the park where continuous settling took place about 
one acre was excavated to a depth of three feet for a lake. It proved to be 
an easy matter to maintain a sheet of water here, as water was found to 
accumulate freely in the newly made excavation. It is necessary to lay 
a supply pipe for feeding the lake for the purpose only of keeping the wa« 
ter fresh. The walks need to be rearranged and the whole park, which is 
yet bare of trees and shrubs, must be planted. The area of this ground 
is over nine acres, and will make a nice recreation place for this part of 
the city. The amount of money expended was $985.49. 

MERRIAM TERRACE PARK. 

This delightful breathing spot, situated in a well settled and refined 
suburb of the city, has an area of seven acres; the improvements made, 
especially the planting, were of telling character. No extensive improve- 
ments are planned for this park, nor are any called for; its natural effect 
and simplicity of beauty should not be marred by introducing so-called 
artistic features. 

HAMPDEN PARK. 

This small park, with an area of only three acres, grows every year 
more into a beauty spot. The trees and shrubs planted some five years ago 
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have made satisfactory progress. No improvement will be needed except 
some rustic seats provided. 

RICE PARK. 

The improvements of Rice Park made during the early part of last 
spring consisted practically of rearranging the whole park. Its system of 
walks was changed and more than one-half of them were eliminated en- 
tirely and those portions sodded. Sixty-eight trees and shrubs were 
planted, the old bandstand was removed and the floral decorations con- 
siderably increased. The cost of this work was $701.36. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

The work of grading roads, grounds and walks in this park is com- 
pleted. One thousand four hundred and fourteen yards of loam was 
hauled for grading and top dressing lawn spaces; 158 trees and shrubs 
were planted; 1,200 feet of one-inch water pipe was laid; forty-eight feet of 
rustic seats were built and a lavatory building was erected, the total cost 
being $2,214.10. This park is the chief point of interest to visitors in the 
city, is much too small for Its importance, and at times is crowded to an 
extent detrimental to the park planting. 

SMALL, PARKS AND SQUARES. 

No improvement of any consequence was done in any of the small 
parks except some topdressing and. tree planting. Some of the several 
unimproved small parks should be improved, especially Oakland Park, 
which is in a portion of the city where elaborate improvements were made 
by the surrounding property owners. It has an area of a little more than 
one acre, and if planted with trees would eliminate its present nondescrip 
character. 

TREE PLANTING. 

The planting operation during the season was extensive. Three thou- 
sand six hundred and seventy-three new trees were added. This, together 
with our previous plantings, make a total of 31,260. No trees were lost 
from any cause, and the suitable and practical care bestowed upon them 
was repaid by a luxuriant growth.

MAINTENANCE. 

This work is in close relation with the cost of improvement If the 
latter is done cheap, the cost of maintenance will run high; and as every 
foot of new road or walk and every new building adds to the expense of 
maintenance, it should be aimed to so improve or construct that these costs 
will be reduced to the least possible figure. The chief work in this line 
consists of attending the plantings, cutting the grass and sprinkling drive- 
ways and lawns and the general repair of roadways, buildings and other 
properties. The expense in detail was as follows: Cutting grass, $2,812.40; 
springing lawns, etc., $1,877.63; watering of trees, etc., $515.87; sprink- 
ling driveways, $017.00; repairs to buildings, roads and walks, $3,104.83; 
police and custodians, $3,041.65; waterworks repairs, $350.07; supplies, 
etc., $5,661.88; greenhouse maintenance, $4,213.34— a total of $22,194.67. 
The appended tables will show itemized details. 

The increasing public use of Como and Indian Mounds Parks for each 
succeeding season will necessitate buildings for shelter and other con- 
veniences. At Como Park some system of conveyance for carrying people 
through the park should be inaugurated the coming season. This would 
help to distribute the people more evenly through the park, which would 
relieve the present congested condition near the park entrance. Many peo- 
ple, especially family picnic parties, are looking for more secluded parts of 
the park, but the walk is too far to reach them and they would gladly be 
willing to pay ten cents for a carriage ride if it could be had. 

SKATING RINK. 

A space of ice five acres in extent has been kept clean on the lake for 
skating. Great crowds participated in this health giving sport. Different 
arrangements for warming rooms should be made. The present ones are 
both inadequate and unsightly. The expense for cleaning the ice and 
keeping it in good condition was $05.50. A track one-half mile in length 
for horse racing was also maintained at a cost of $71.49. 

BOATING. 

The fleet of row boats, 133 in number, were well patronized. The re- 
ducing of rates to ten cents on week days and fifteen cents on Sundays 
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seems to have acted as a great stimulant for the want of aquatic sport 
A total of 11,392 boat tickets were issued. The aggregate amount of in- 
come from this source was $1,836.10. The expense for repairs, painting 
and maintenance was 1852.48. 

DEER PARK. 

A year ago the board of park commissioners accepted the gift of a deer 
from Mr. Charles Haas to be placed in Como Park, and during this season 
two more were presented by the board of park commissioners of Minne- 
apolis. A suitable area of ground should be set aside and be fenced in 
with wire netting for a deer paddock. 

LABOR FORCE. 

A total of 23.056 5-10 days of labor was performed during the year. 
The total expense for men, teams and foremen was $35,671.44. The or- 
ganization and discipline of the force was good, and it is with pleasure 
that I bring to your notice that the foremen and other employes have al- 
ways been attentive to their duties.

I respectfully submit herewith the eighth annual report as secretary 
of the Board of Park Commissioners of the city of St. Paul, for the year 
ending Feb. 28, 1890.

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At the annual and regular meeting of the board, held March 7, 1898, 
the board consisted of Messrs. Percy D. Godfrey, Reese M. Newport, 
William Hamm and Joseph A. Wheelock; Mr. Godfrey and Mr. Newport 
having been appointed by Mayor Doran to fill the vacancies caused by 
the expiration of the terms of J. H. Allen and Daniel Aberle. Hon. Jo- 
seph A. Wheelock was elected president, and Hon. William Hamm vice 
president. 

Fred Nussbaumer, by resolution, was appointed superintendent of 
parks for the ensuing year. 

During the past year the board held twenty-four meetings. 

On April 4, 1S98, the board, by resolution, entered into an agreement 
with the St Paul City Railway Company for the leasing of the privileges 
in and about Como Park, for the period of three years, from June 1, 1898. 

The board, April 4, 1898, adopted the following rules: 

OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the board of park commissioners shall con- 
sist of a president, a vice president, a secretary, an attorney and a super- 
intendent of parks. The president, vice president and superintendent 
shall be elected by the board at the first regular meeting in March of each 
year, and shall hold office each for one year or until his successor shall 
be appointed. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 2. The president, or in his absence or at his request the vice 
president, shall preside at all meetings of the board and shall appoint

such committees as may be ordered by the board when no other method 
of appointment has been provided for by the by-laws or by the board. 
He shall preserve order and regulate discussions according to the rules 
of parliamentary law and perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
by these by-laws. 

Sec. 3. The vice president shall perform the duties of the president in 
case the latter from any cause shall be unable to attend the meetings of 
the board and perform other duties imposed upon him. 

Sec. 4. The secretary shall have charge of the office of the board and 
the custody of all books, maps, documents and papers which shall belong 
to his office, or which the beard may confide to his care. He shall attend 
all meetings of the board, and when required of its com it tees and keep 
an accurate record in a book designed for the purpose of all proceedings 
of the board. He shall have custody of the seal of the board and shall 
attach the same to all documents requiring the seal. He shall receive and 
conduct such official corerspondence as directed by the said board, issue 
all official notices and shall exchange in the name of the board its annual 
report and other official documents of the board with those of other park 
boards, and transmit the same to such institutions or persons as may be 
designated by the board. He shall at the first regular meeting of each 
month report the condition of the finances of the board. He shall keep 
an accurate account of all bills and accounts authorized to be paid and of 
all expenditures made by the board and perform such other duties as may 
be prescribed in the by-laws or as the board may from time to time dic- 
tate. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the attorney to advise and counsel the 
board on questions of law or of legal form or procedure when called upon 
by the board, and prepare such contracts or other documents as the board 
may submit to him for that purpose in proper legal form. 

Sec. 6. The superintendent of parks shall have the immediate care 
and supervision of all the parks, parkways, driveways and of all other 
property under the control and jurisdiction of the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, subject always to the direction of the said board. He shall have 
the supervision and n.anagement of all work for the maintenance and im- 
provements of the parks, subject to the direction and approval of the said 
board. He shall have authority to employ the laborers and other em- 
ployes needed for park work except custodians of parks and park police- 
men, subject to the direction of the board and at such wages as the board 
may determine, aud also to dismiss any such employes. He is empowered 
to purchase such material and supplies as may be ordered by the board 
and only when so ordered; but in cases of emergency during the intervals 
between sessions of the board, he may purchase material and supplies not 
exceeding in cost the sum of fifty ($50) dollars, and make expenditures 
for necressary repairs or other necessary purposes with the sanction of 
the president of the board, subject to the approval of the board. On or 
before the first meeting of the board in December of each year, the super- 
intendent shall submit to the board detailed estimates of all expenditures 
for park purposes which he shall deem necessary or desirable for the en- 
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suing year. And on or before the first meeting in April of each year he 
shall submit to the board the plans and estimates for all proposed improve- 
ments and expenditures of every kind and nature, and no improvement 
shall be entered upon or prosecuted unless authorized and directed by the 
said board. And from time to time he shall submit plans and estimates 
for any new improvement which he may recommend and which may be 
ordered by the board. 

MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 

First. There shall be a regular meeting of the board on the first and 
third Mondays of each and every month at 8 o'clock p. m. at the office of 
the board in the city of St. Paul, or at such other place as the meeting 
may have been adjourned to, or, as may be designated in the call for such 
meeting. 

Second. The president, and, in his absence the vice president, of the 
board shall have power to call special meetings whenever he shall deem 
it expedient and whenever two commissioners shall request him, in writ- 
ing, to do so. The secretary shall send to each commissioner at his resi- 
dence or place of business, or deposit in the postoffice, with postage pre- 
paid, addressed to him at least the day previous to the day appointed for 
holding a special meeting, a notice of the same, except that in cases of 
emergency any form of notice may be used to convene the board in special 
meeting with the unanimous consent of the board. 

Third. A majority of the said board shall constitute a quorum. In 
case there shall be no quorum present on the day fixed for a regular, or 
adjourned, or special meeting, the commissioners or in their absence the 
secretary may adjourn the meeting, from time to time, until a quorum may 
be obtained or may adjourn said meeting sine die. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

All the members of the board shall constitute an executive committee, 
of which the president shall be chairman, to which may be referred any 
matters requiring investigation and consultation before final action of 
the board in open meeting .To this committee shall be referred all appli- 
cations for appointment to the posts of policemen, park custodians and 
other subordinate officers employed in park work, and the hearing and ex- 
amination of such applicants when deemed desirable, and also the ex- 
amination of all complaints agafnst any employes of the board. The ex- 
ecutive committee shall, when requested by the board, or the president, 
inspect any land proposed to be acquired for the parks, parkways and 
driveways, and shall from time to time, when so requested, inspect any 
park, parkway or driveway proposed to be constructed or improved, or 
any improvement in progress. The said committee shall be convened at 
the call of the president at such time and place as may be designated by 
him, and the president or the secretary at his request, shall send notices 
to said commissioners of the time and place of such meetings in the same 
way as is provided for meetings of the board. 
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The president shall appoint an auditing commitee, to consist of three 
members of the board, whose duty it shall be to examine and verify all 
bills, claims and accounts presented to the board. 

CUSTODIANS AND POLICEMEN. 

The board shall each year before general work on the park is begun 
appoint as many custodians for the smaller parks as it may be necessary, 
and shall designate as many persons for park policemen as it may be neces- 
sary, and recommend the same to the mayor for appointment; their terms 
of service to begin and end at the discretion of the board. The custodians 
shall be laboring men. The custodians and policemen shall be immedi- 
ately subject to the authority of the superintendent under the direction 
of the board, and shall be subject to dismissal by him for incompetency, 
neglect of duty or any other causes; but in all cases of such dismissal or 
suspension of custodian or policemen, he shall report the same and the 
grounds thereof to the board for approval. 

The board shall fix and regulate the wages of all employes, whether 
appointed by the board or by the superintendent. 

BILLS AND PAY ROLLS. 

Any bill, account or claim for materials or supplies purchased by the 
superintendent must, when presented to the board, have attached thereto 
an affidavit of the person or firm in whose favor said bill is drawn, certify- 
ing to the correctness of the bill, and that no part of the amount thereof 
has been paid. Every such bill shall be attested by the superintendent, 
who shall certify that the materials and supplies named in the bill were 
purchased and received by him. The several members of the auditing 
committee shall, if satisfied of the correctness of the bill, certify on the 
back thereof that it was duly authorized by a resolution of the board or by 
an emergency order of the president, approved by resolution of the board, 
and the secretary shall further attest it by his certificate, stating the date 
of the resolution or order authorizing the purchase and the date of the ap- 
proval of the bill. On all resolutions authorizing the purchase of mate- 
rials or supplies or any other expenditures of money, the president shall 
call the yeas and nays, which shall be duly recorded by the secretary. 

Until all these provisions shall have been complied with no checks or 
orders for the payment of bills except for labor or services shall be drawn 
upon the city treasurer, and all such checks or orders must be signed by 
the president and attested by the secretary. 

The superintendent shall have authority to employ a clerk in his office 
at Como Park, who, in addition to such clerical duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the superintendent, shall perform the duties of timekeeper 
under the direction of the superintendent, and to assist in making out the 
pay roll to be submitted by him to the board at any regular meeting. Such 
pay roll shall contain the names of the employes and the number of days 
and hours of work done by each during the time covered by each pay roll, 
and shall be certified to by the superintendent and attested by the time- 
keeper. 
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The said pay roll, if approved by fhe Board, on a call of the yeas and 
noes, shall be signed by each member present and approving the same of 
the board. The president shall sign an order on the city treasurer, attested 
by the secretary for the whole amount of such pay roll so approved by 
by the board, and so soon as audited by the comptroller, the secretary 
shall draw checks for the amount of wages due each person on each pay 
roll, payable to his order. After the comptroller has audited these checks 
and delivered them to the superintendent, the latter shall see that they 
are placed as soon as possible in the hands of their owners, and shall ad- 
monish them not to sell or transfer the same except at their full face 
value. The superintendent shall, through his foreman and timekeeper, 
cause to be kept a strict account of the number of hours each day In 
which each employe was employed and in what kind or kinds of work he 
was so employed, and in what park or parkway, or other place; the said 
daily statements when verified and approved by the superintendent to be 
tabulated by the said timekeeper each month under his direction. 

REPORTS. 

At the first regular meeting of the board in March of each year the 
secretary shall submit a detailed statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the board of the preceding year with a summarized report of its 
other transactions of record during the same period. At the same time the 
superintendent shall submit an annual report in which he shall give a gen- 
eral account of the work done in the maintenance and improvements in 
each of said parks and parkways of the expenditure for each month, of 
the number of foremen, laborers and teams employed each month; an in- 
ventory of the tools and machinery, buildings, structures and property 
of all kinds under his care and custody in the parks. He shall also include 
in it a tabulated statement of the expenditures for each month, for the 
maintenance and improvement, separately classified under heads indicat- 
ing what specific purpose or kind of service or materials the expenditure 
was made. The president shall at the same time submit an annual address 
containing such information, suggestions and recommendations ss he may 
deem proper to lay before the board. These three documents, if approved 
by the board, and with such amendments or additions as it shall direct 
shall be published as the annual report of the board. 

These by-laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the board 
by a vote of three-fourths of the board. 

Pursuant to a resolution of the park board, passed Jan. 18, 1898, the 
common council on May 9, 1898, adopted a resolution placing under the 
partial and restricted control of the park board Summit avenue, from 
Lexington avenue to the Mississippi river, as a parkway. 

June 6, 1898, the board received from the St. Paul City Railway Com- 
pany its acceptance of a resolution adopted by said board Feb. 14, 1898, 
granting permission to the St. Paul City Railway Company to construct, 
maintain and operate a double track electric railway line, together with all 
necessary poles, wires, switches and appliances through Como Park, in 
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said city, upon certain conditions specified in said resolution for a period 
of fifteen years. 

The above acceptance of said company was received and placed on file. 
On July 5, 1898, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted June 20, 1898, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city 
of St. Paul, to be known as "Como Park Extension" (see Description, Park 
Board Book, No. 3, page 10(5), and further ordered and directed the said 
board of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages 
and compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said tracts of lands 
and the parties interested in said condemnation by reason thereof, and 
also to assess the amount of such damages and expenses, less the sum of 
one dollar ($1), on real property, to be especially benefited by the contem- 
plated improvement, in proportion to the benefits accruing to such real 
property, not to exceed such benefits; provided, however, that if the sum 
of one (1) dollar shall be found to be more than forty per cent of the total 
amount of damages and expenses of said condemnation, then the board of 
public works shall assess an amount equal to sixty per cent of the total 
amount of such damages and expenses on the real property to be especially 
benefited by the contemplated Improvement in proportion to the benefits 
accruing to such real property, not to exceed such benefits. 

On July 18, 1898, the board by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted June 6, 1898, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city 
of St. Paul and known as Lake Como Boulevard (see description, Park 
Board Book No. 3, pages 109-110); and further ordered and directed the 
said board of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of 
damages and compensation to be paid ttf each of the owners of said tracts 
of land, and the parties interested in said condemnation by reason thereof, 
and also to assess the amount of damages and expenses on the real prop- 
erty to be especially benefited by the contemplated improvement in pro- 
portion to the benefit accruing to such real property not to exceed such 
benefit; provided, however, that no part of the sum necessary to defray 
the expenses of damages of the condemnation of said tracts of land be 
appropriated or paid out of the park fund, but that all of such expenses 
and damages shall be assessed upon the property benefited. 

On Nov. 7, 1898, the board acknowledged by resolution the gift of Hon. 
Pennock Pusey of all those parts of block No. 73 of the tract of land 
known and described as "Como," not heretofore conveyed by him for the 
purpose of a boulevard or lake driveway in said Como Park. 

On Nov. 21, 1898, the board by resolution withdrew from the board of 
public works that certain resolution, passed July 5, 1898, directing the said 
board of public works to condemn for park purposes a portion of the 
northwest quarter of section 22, township 29, range 23, Como Park exten- 
sion, so called. (See description Park Board, Book 3, page 127.) 

On Nov. 21, 1898, the board, by resolution, pursuant to rssolutlon adopted 
Nov. 21, 1898, ordered and directed the board of public works to condemn 
certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city of St. Paul, 
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to be known as "Como Park Extension" (see description Park Board, Book 
No. 3, page 129), and further ordered and directed the said board of public 
works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and compensa- 
tion to be paid to each of the owners of said tracts of lands and the par- 
ties interested in said condemnation by reason thereof, and also to assess 
the amount of such damages and expenses, less the sum of one dollar ($1), 
on real property to be especially benefited by the contemplated improve- 
ment, in proportion to the benefits accruing to such real property, not to 
exceed such benefits; provided, however, that if the sum of one (1) dollar 
shall be found to be more than forty per cent of the total amount of dam- 
ages and expenses of sajd condemnation, then the board of public works 
shall assess an amount equal to sixty per cent of the total amount of such 
damages and expenses on the real property to be especially benefited by 
the contemplated improvement in proportion to the benefits accruing to 
such real property, not to exceed such benefits. 

On Nov. 25, 1898, the board by resolution authorized the purchase of 
Mary P. Norton, for the sum of $100, the title to lots 11 and 12, in Clark's 
subdivision of lot twenty-two (22) of Como Villas, which' said lots 11 and 
12 lie wholly within Como boulevard. 

Deed for same was accepted and filed. 

The board on Dec. 7, 1898, passed the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the board of directors of the St. Paul Workhouse is 
hereby notified that it is the intention of the board of park commissioners 
to enter upon and take possession of so much of said northeast quarter 
of the northeast quarter of section 27, town 29, range 23, heretofore un- 
lawfully occupied by the said workhouse directors as is not contained 
within the boundaries described as follows: Commencing at the corner 
of Langford and Lexington avenues, thence to a point one hundred (100) 
feet due west; thence running to a point seven hundred and fifty (750) 
feet due south; thence west six hundred and fifty (650) feet; thence north 
one hundred and twenty-five (125) feet; thence west five hundred and 
fifty (550) feet; thence north three hundred and seventy-five (375) feet; 
thence east five hundred and forty (540) feet; thence north two hundred 
and fifty (250) feet; thence east six hundred and fifty (650) feet to the 
place of beginning. 

And that the said workhouse directors are hereby required to cease 
forthwith their occupancy of all said northeast quarter of the northeast 
quarter of section 27, town 29, range 23, except that portion contained in 
the boundaries above described and to confine their occupancy hereafter 
to the piece of land so described, about fifteen and one-half acres in ox- 
tent and Indicated in a general way by red lines on the annexed plat. 

And the city engineer is hereby requested as soon as practicable to 
survey the tract of land so described and reserved for the use of the 
workhouse directors to mark its boundaries by proper monuments and 
to furnish two plats thereof to this board, one to be transmitted to the 
secretary of the board of workhouse directors and one to be placed on file 
in the office of the board of park commissioners. 

Resolved, That the said board of workhouse directors is hereby noti- 
fied that it will be allowed to occupy and use the above tract of about 
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fifteen and one-half acres or so much thereof as may be necessary until 
the city shall take measures to remove the said workhouse elsewhere; but 
it must be understood that they occupy this tract solely by the sufferance 
of the board of park commissioners and subject always to the regulations 
of said board as to the care and planting of trees and shrubbery, or the 
erection of new structures or fences thereon; the said board reserves the 
right to enter and use such grounds In order to lay water or draining pipes 
or to occupy such portions of such grounds on the northern border as may 
be necessary for a relocation of the present tracks of the street railway, 
according to the agreement heretofore made between the said park board 
and the St. Paul City Railway Company. 

Resolved, That the secretary is hereby requested to transmit a copy 
of these resolutions to the vice president of the board of work*ioust> direc- 
tors as the reply of this board to their communication of November 7th. 

On Jan. 27, 1899, the board received the following communication from 
the board of public works notifying the board of park commissioners of 
the confirmation of the assessment for opening, widening and extending 
Midway parkway, so called, from Hamline avenue to Snelling avenue, in 
accordance with the order of the board of park commissioners, dated Feb. 
7, 1898; and also of the confirmation of the assessment for condemning 
and taking for an extension to Como Park all those parts of Lots 2 
and 8, Lake Como villas, according to registered plat thereof, bounded on 
the north by Maryland street, on the east by Lake Como boulevard, and 
the west line of St. Paul and Cedar Lake road, on the south by south line 
of said boulevard and on the west by Victoria street and Lake Como, in 
accordance with the order of the board of park commissioners dated July 
18, 1898. 

Pursuant to resolution of the park board passed Dec. 19, 1898, the 
common council on Jan. 6, 1899, adopted a resolution placing under the 
control of the park board Lexington avenue from Summit avenue to Como 
Park, as a parkway, and more particularly for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining side lawns and planting trees thereon, and improving the 
roadway of same as an approach to Como Park. 

On Feb. 20, 1899, the board by resolution, pursuant to resolution adopted 
Dec. 7, 1898, ordered and directed the board of public works to condemn 
certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city of St 
Paul, to be known as "Lake Iris Park Enlargement" (see Description Park 
Board Book, page 150), and further ordered and directed the said board 
of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and 
compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said lots, tracts, pieces 
or parcel 8 of land, or to any other persons interested in said condemnation 
by reason thereof, and also to assess tne amount of such damages, com- 
pensation and the expenses thereof on the real property to be especially 
benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the benefits 
accruing to such real property not to exceed such benefits. 

On Feb. 20, 1899, the board by resolution withdrew from the board of 
public works those certain resolutions passed Aug. 5 and 6, 1895, relative 
to the acquiring of land for the purposes of a public park, to be known 
as Pbalen Park.

PEESIDENT'S EEPOET. 



While unexpected obstacles have prevented or delayed the accomplish- 
ment of some of the plans with which the board entered upon last year's 
work, still very substantial progress has been made, both in the terri- 
torial enlargement of our park system and in the improvement of addi- 
tional areas. The difficulties in the way of acquiring lands for park pur- 
poses by condemnation proceedings under the existing law are well illus- 
trated by the experience of the board in the oases of the extension of 
Coino park and of the acquisition of Phalen park. As the board has 
neither the power nor the money to purchase lands, the only way (except 
by gift) in which they can be obtained is by condemnation. 

COMO PARK EXTENSION. 

For seven long years the board has been strenuously endeavoring by 
this means to acquire the thirteen acres of swamp lands forming the bed 
of what was, fifteen years ago, the northwestern arm of Lake Como, 
with the slopes of the adjacent hills, with a view to the extension of Como 
park to its natural boundaries in this direction. Private pecuniary exigen- 
cies aside, the owners of this land might well have made a free gift of 
It to the city, considering that it cost them nothing to begin with, that 
it was practically of little or no value except for park purposes, and 
that its Improvement for those purposes, which included a service road- 
way along 1 the^ abutting line of their remaining property, would add greatly 
to the value of the latter. But the experience of the board in all other 
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cases where it has been sought to condemn land for parks was repeated 
in this instance. Finding that the city wanted it, its value rose in the 
estimation of the owners to several times its value. Its appraisement un- 
der condemnation proceedings by two successive and differently consti- 
tuted boards of public works, after patient and careful investigation, 
might well be assumed to be a fair approximation to the value of the 
land. The first of the proceedings was set aside by the court for a 
trifling technical flaw in a minor form of procedure. An appeal to the 
court from the much more liberal appraisement in the second case re- 
sulted in an award by the judge of twice the amount fixed by the board 
of public works, although this was relatively much higher than the prices 
paid for much more desirable adjacent land, fronting like this on Como 
lake boulevard. 

The only comment it is deemed necessary now to make on this award 
is that it fixes the standard of valuation for lands adjacent to Como park 
so high as to make any future acquisition of such lands difficult, If not 
impossible. The board might well have appealed the case to the supreme 
court, but, wearied with the law's delays, it was deemed best to accept 
the award, and thus end the long struggle for this important extension 
of Como park. 

During the course of these proceedings last year the board succeeded 
in acquiring, for $500, a little more than an acre of land, beautifully situ- 
ated, overlooking Como lake boulevard, and adjacent to the three acres 
donated to the city the year before by Pennock Pusey, and forming the 
remainder of block 23, Como; so that in the last two years seventeen 
acres have been added to Como park on Its northern boundary. 



PHALEN PARK. 

The first order for the condemnation of Phalen park was made eight 
years ago. Although the order was kept alive by several repetitions, with 
modifications rectifying boundaries, it was not pressed during the hard 
times, including and following 1893. Although condemned in 1897, the 
prices awarded for the land by the board of public works were deemed 
so excessive and the assessments so onerous to the owners of large tracts 
that they joined in an action to set them aside. They were set aside by 
the district court on the ground that they were spread over too large an 
area. On appeal to the supreme court this objection was not sustained, 
but the assessments were invalidated on the technical ground that the 
condemnation proceeding was not completed, as the park law required, 
within four months from the date of the order from the park board, a 
requirement which had been previously construed as directory, but which 
the court held to be mandatory. In a case like that of Phalen park it 
is a physical impossibility to complete the task within this time. To 
make it possible it was necessary for the park board to revoke and rein- 
state the order for condemnation three times, and it was then accom- 
plished only by the untiring zeal and industry of a member of the board, 
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who devoted nearly his whole time to it, night and day, assisted by several 
additional clerks authorized for the purpose by the council. In this case 
the land was appraised at prices more nearly corresponding to the general 
Judgment of it9 value, with a corresponding reduction of the burden of as- 
sessments. The condemnation has yet to pass through the ordeal of liti- 
gation, but if, as hoped, it shall get safely through the courts, it will, when 
the lands beyond the city limits necessary to complete the boulevard 
around Lake Phalen and through Phalen creek to Lake Gervais shall have 
been acquired, give St. Paul another of the most beautiful parks in Amer- 
ica. 

PARK LAW AMENDMENTS. 

Our experiences in acquiring the Corao park extension and Phalen 
park suggest the importance of certain amendments to the park law. One 
is to empower the board to purchase land for parks outright as an alter- 
native to condensation, with authority to the public works board to as- 
sess the whole or a part of the cost on the property benefited. If we had 
had this power it can scarcely be doubted that we would have been ena- 
bled to acquire the Oomo park extension and Phalen park at much less 
than the cost by condemnation; and we could at any time within the last 
five years have acquired the blocks adjacent to Indian Mounds park for a 
fraction of what it would cost by condemnation. Another amendment is, 
either to extend the four months' period allowed for condemnation pro- 
ceedings to eight mouths, or to make the provision directory instead of 
mandatory. 

In December last the board took the first formal steps towards the 
accomplishment of a long cherished project by ordering the condemnation, 
for park and parkway purposes, of sixteen acres, embracing Shadow 
Falls ravine and a strip of land around it and between Summit avenue 
boulevard and Laurel avenue, for a boulevard along the top of the bluff, 
including the bluff Itself, to the Mississippi river. The portion of Sum- 
mit avenue contiguous to Shadow Falls park is to be included in the park 
and in the plan of improving it. This park will form a unique and pic- 
turesque adjunct to the projected Mississippi river boulevard. The ac- 
quisition and development of this boulevard as planned, from below Fort 
Snelllng to Minneapolis, must be resigned to the future. But there is a 
pressing popular demand for the speediest possible improvement of that 
section of it between Summit avenue and the city limits, where it will 
connect with the east side boulevard of Minneapolis, and afford a drive- 
way of unsurpassed beauty along the river bluff for miles— a superb con- 
tinuation to Minneapolis of that finest of St. Paul drives, Summit ave- 
nue and Summit avenue boulevard. From Laurel avenue to the city lim- 
its there is already, running along the edge of the bluff, a dedicated city 
street 200 feet wide, also called Summit avenue on the map of Desnoyer's 
addition, no part of which has yet been improved. The acquisition of 
Shadow Falls park and boulevard will supply the link— a quarter of a 
mile long— necessary to connect the two Summit avenues. The plan of 
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Improvement contemplates an expensive bridge across Shadow Falls 
ravine. The improvement of the park and parkway will add largely to the 
value of the adjacent land for residence purposes. It was doubtless from a 
broad and intelligent view of his own business interests as the owner of 
the land, as well as from those motives of local patriotism which have 
prompted his always generous contributions to Important public objects, 
that Archbishop Ireland has indicated his personal willingness to donate 
Shadow Falls park and boulevard to the city. But as Its title was en- 
cumbered, it was necessary to resort to condemnation proceedings to se- 
cure its acquisition. The archbishop has been promised that, in substan- 
tial recognition of his liberality, the board shall, so soon as the acquisition 
of the park is completed, proceed promptly with the work of improving 
it, and carry it on as rapidly as the means at its command will permit 



THE RIVER BOULEVARD. 

I venture to suggest that, as soon as this park shall be acquired, the 
board shall ask the city council to turn over to the jurisdiction of this 
board, for certain limited purposes of improvement as a parkway, that por- 
tion of the so-called Summit avenue of Desnoyer's addition between 
Laurel avenue and Marshall avenue, and that the board take steps to se- 
cure the acquisition of the bluff between the parkway and the river as an 
important adjunct to the parkway. The improvement and maintenance 
of this portion of the Mississippi river boulevard between Summit and 
Marshall avenues is all that the board can undertake with its present lim- 
ited fund. The extension of the improvement to the city limits, where 
it will merge in the east side boulevard of Minneapolis, must either be 
done by the city council at the cost of the property owners, or be postponed 
until the park board shall be able to add it to the rapidly accumulating 
list of its burdens. Meanwhile the entire bluff between the boulevard 
and the river from Laurel avenue to the city limits should be acquired 
by the city. 



NO MORE PARKS AT PRESENT. 

With the acquisitions indicated as immediately necessary, the board 
does not contemplate any further extension of park areas for the present, 
unless means shall be found to secure two very important enlargements 
of existing parks. The first of these is the addition to Indian Mounds 
park of the blocks adjacent to it. Such an enlargement of this park 
is of the first importance in order to give it the space for pleasure grounds 
required by its popularity as a resort and the dignity suitable to its com- 
manding position. The second is the carrying out of the original plan 
contemplated in the acquisition of Carpenter park. It was the intention 
when the small triangular space known by this name was acquired to In- 
clude the much larger vacant triangular space on the other side of Ram- 
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sey street The two together would form a square area of about one and 
one-half acres on the bluff at the bend of Summit avenue, affording for all 
time a commanding outlook over all the lower plateaus of the city, and 
taking in the most picturesque features of the valley and bluffs on the 
south side of the Mississippi river. If the still unacquired portion should 
be covered with buildings it would practically destroy two-thirds of the 
beauty and value of Carpenter park. But there are no means at hand 
to secure either of these valuable extensions of existing parks, except by 
condemnation and assessment, and this is not to be thought of. With 
these exceptions, when the city ownership shall have been extended over 
the tracts before indicated, we shall have reached a stage in the develop- 
ment of one park system fully equal to the financial ability of the 
board to take care of it. While far short of the plans projected for the 
future, which will be worked out as rapidly as means and opportunity 
will permit, St. Paul will nevertheless possess by far the finest and most 
complete park system in America among cities of the same class. Parks 
more unlike each other than Como and Phalen and Indian Mounds and 
Shadow Falls parks can hardly be conceived. Each has a unique beauty 
and characteristic features and attributes which are all its own. But 
each is the complement of the others, supplying what they lack, and giv- 
ing to the whole system the charm of unity in its diversity. 

It would be very desirable if it were possible to acquire for park pur- 
poses the tract of wooded land skirting the bluff west of the high bridge, 
but there is no way to do this except by condemnation and assessment, 
and at present such a proceeding would meet with general opposition from 
the owners of the adjacent property. For the same reason any attempt 
at present to acquire by this process the lands necessary to the develop- 
ment of the system of boulevards and parkways contemplated by the 
board would probably be defeated. Still another reason for postponement 
of these schemes is that, as already said, there are no funds at the dis- 
posal of the board for the improvement of any more parks and parkways 
than those which are now, or soon will be, under the jurisdiction of the 
board. If these lands could be purchased now while they are cheap it 
would be economy to do so, even If they remained unimproved for years 
to come. But this cannot be done under the existing system. 



COMO PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

Gratifying progress has been made during the past season in the work 
of park improvement, especially in extending it over the southwest eighty 
acres of Como park. The eastern half of this eighty acres had been oc- 
cupied for eighteen years by the workhouse directors, mainly for farming 
purposes, without any other authority than an illegal resolution of the 
common council, which had no power to divert the tract from the park 
purposes to which it had been dedicated by law. Although the workhouse 
directors were so advised by the law department of the city, they declined 
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to accept Die liberal offer of the park board to assigu sixteen acres of the 
tract to workhouse uses until the council should provide .another location 
for the workhouse, or to concede the Jurisdiction of the park board over 
any portion of the tract. Their appeal to the courts, however, was not 
sustained. The work of improvement over the twenty-four acres of wlik-b 
the park board took possession was not seriously delayed by these litigious 
proceedings. Much heavy grading was done. The hills overlooking Lex- 
ington avenue have been cut down below Its present level to conform to 
the proposed new grade under the railroad tracks. A roadway has been 
constructed from Lexiugton avenue to connect with the park road sys- 
tem. Trees have been planted over all but the regraded portion, which 
will be mainly ready for planting this spring. One of the excellent fea- 
tures of the western forty acres of this tract is a spacious level area, about 

 acres In extent, admirably suited for playgrounds of every kind — 

ball, tennis, cricket, or what not. Some nine acres of this level meadow 
have been surfaced with earth, and the whole, at small expense, can easily 
bo made ready for the use of players at any of these grimes. A pavilion 
for the accommodation of spectators and players, provided with refresh- 
ments, will be an almost necessary accessory of these playgrounds. The 
road improvements under way will make them easily accessible by car- 
riage, and for the multitude of visitors the street railway line through 
this part of the park will bring them to a station platform wtthiu a 
very short distance of the playgrounds. McKenty street will form a 
convenient approach to these playgrounds from Lexington avenue, 
and I am sure the board will approve 

n [j OD Q f yjg superinten- 

tat this approach would 
astly improved by the 
lamentation of the vac- 
nt strip on the railroad 
right of way between 
the street and the 
tracks. As th is whole 
eighty -acre tract is 
directly under the 
eyes of the thou- 
sands of passengers 
over the Como in- 
terurban line, it can- 
not be too soon made 
as attractive as possi- 
ble. As the result of 
the improvements con- 
templated by the board, 
le workhouse, with its 
wildings, will be event- 
embosomed in the sur- 
rounumg groves of trees. 
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THE WORKHOUSE. 

Although the workhouse directors rejected the liberal offer of this 
board to assign to them about sixteen acres for workhouse and garden 
purposes (far more than they need) until the city council shall provide 
another location for the workhouse, every consideration of public policy 
requires that this proposition be substantially adhered to. It is unfortu- 
nate that the workhouse should have been located in Como park, and 
the improvident ill-Judgment of the directors in expending large sums of 
money in the erection of buildings on land expressly devoted by law to 
park uses is to be deeply regretted. But the workhouse is there. The 
city cannot now afford to rebuild it elsewhere. It must remain there un- 
til the city is financially able to rebuild it in a more suitable locality. 
And meanwhile it is to be hoped that the park and workhouse boards 
may be able to cooperate harmoniously in making the best of the situation 
for the respective public interests they represent. 

LANGFORD PARK. 

Langford park was originally a small lake or pond, which had shriv- 
elled into swamp, with a core of deep water. When, years ago, it was 
concluded to make a park of it, large sums of money were expended under 
the city engineer's department to fill it up. The park board has now been 
spending a considerable sum in digging out a part of this filling, so as to 
restore some of the original pond. This, with the freshly planted young 
trees, will, when the park shall be supplied with water, render it much 
more attractive than heretofore. 

MIDWAY PARKWAY. 

The improvement of Midway parkway, now nearly completed, was 
not the least important work of last year. The value of this parkway, 
with Its magnificent breadth of 200 feet between Como park and the state 
fair grounds, as the most surer!) link in a chain of parkways and drive- 
ways from Central Park and Summit avenue In St. Paul to the Mississippi 
river boulevard in one direction and to the University grounds in Minne- 
apolis in the other, has been so often commented on in previous reports 
that it Is not necessary to go over the ground again here. Some initial 
steps have been taken for making a tree-lined avenue through the fair 
grounds to connect with Midway parkway, but from lack of funds nothing 
has yet been done to extend this driveway through the experimental farm 
or beyond. 

COMO AVENUE. 

It is to be regretted that so little progress has been made in providing 
suitable approaches to Como park, the lack of which is the one shameful 
defect of our otherwise excellent park system. For years we have been 
struggling with this problem, but no practical solution has yet been found 
for the difficulties it involves. As has been frequently pointed out here- 
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tofore, the streets most suitable for the purpose are Como avenue con- 
tinued through Park and Central avenues to Central park, for the lower 
and central districts of the city, and Lexington avenue for the hill, or 
western, districts. There are no difficulties in the way of making a beauti- 
ful boulevard from Central park to Rice street, and the section of Como 
avenue north of Front street has already been converted into an attractive 
parkway. But the street railway occupies the center of Como avenue for 
the intervening distance of a mile and a half, leaving no adequate space 
on either side of the track for roadways or grass plats. It can be made 
capable of effective ornamentation, with suitable driveways, only by widen- 
ing it, and as the street runs diagonally across lots, cutting many of them 
into small trianlgles, the cost of widening it cannot be assessed on the 
abutting property without imposing unequal, and sometimes oppressive, 
burdens on the owners. It would be feasible by adding ten feet on each 
side to the width of that section of the avenue between Front street and 
the bridge to make a fair show of ornamentation with this meager allow- 
ance of space. But the only practical way to widen the section between 
the bridge and Rice street is to condemn for park and parkway purposes 
all the smaller triangular lots on the southwest side, and take enough off 
the remainder. It is doubtful whether the roadway on the northeast side 
can be included in any scheme of ornamentation, for the abutting prop- 
erty will evidently be needed for business purposes, and the plan of im- 
provement must be modified accordingly. This work, if done at all, must 
be done by the city as a local improvement, for the park board already 
has all the burdens it can carry. The prospect is therefore not encour- 
aging for the early Improvement of this approach to Como park. 

LEXINGTON PARKWAY. 

Nor is the prospect much brighter for Lexington avenue. There the 
difficulty is that the majority of the lots lie lengthwise of the street. For 
this reason the original plan of widening it was abandoned by reason of 
the cost, with its heavy burdens on the property owners. The simpler 
plan was adopted of making its improvement as a parkway conditional 
on the general concurrence of tfte owners in an agreement to establish a 
house line thirty feet back from the street, and for this purpose, when 
necessary, to rearrange their lot lines so that they would front on Lex- 
ington avenue, instead of the cross streeta The advantage to the own- 
ers of this plan was so obvious that it was believed they would readily fall 
in with it. This has not proved to be the case. Although some progress 
has been made, so many obstacles have been encountered in individual 
cases that it now seems likely that we shall have to abandon the project 
of improving Lexington avenue as a parkway. 

This, however, need not apply to that part of the avenue north of the 
Great Northern tracks. Here the generous donation by the Northern Pa- 
cific Ry. Company of a strip of land forty feet in width between its tracks 
and those of the Great Northern, on the west side of Lexington avenue, 
gives the avenue a width of 120 feet, affording plenty of space for orna- 
mentation without disturbing the owners of the lots on the east aide. 
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But here a new difficulty has arisen. It is considered essential to the per- 
manent improvement of this avenue for a parkway, as well for the secur- 
ity of life and limb, that it should run under the Northern Pacific tracks 
instead of crossing them at the surface. The necessary cut will cost at 
least $5,000, perhaps more, but the difficulty is to find the money to pay 
for it Until this problem shall be solved the work of improvement must 
be postponed. The Northern Pacific Company is willing to build the 
bridge across the cut, although its co6t will not be less than $20,000. 
No doubt some arrangement can be made whereby this improvement can 
be accomplished, and then the p«irk board can proceed with the work of 
improving and beautifying that section of the avenue north of the Great 
Northern tracks, carrying on the work south of that line ouly so fast and 
so far as the property owners shall come into the house-line agreement. 

IMPROVEMENTS DELAYED FOR LACK OF FUNDS. 

As has already been indicated, the park board would like very much 
to do many things which it cannot do for lack of means. With a much 
smaller appropriation for park purposes than any other city of the same 
class boasting of a respectable park system, it has nevertheless accom- 
plished so much with the meager funds at its disposal that there is a dis- 
position to load it with new undertakings beyond its strength. The ap7 
propriation, which has been $50,000 for several years, was increased to 
$60,000 this year, but this increase is barely sufficient to cover the rise 
in wages and the increased cost of material. Apart from this rise in prices 
the cost of maintaining our parks increases every year with the extension 
of their cultivated areas, and unless there shall be a like increase in the 
annual appropriation smaller and smaller sums will remain year by year 
to be devoted to improvements. Nor in the present condition of the city 
finances, in view of the increasing needs of every department of the pub- 
He service, is it reasonable to expect any much larger appropriation for 
years to come, although a gradual increase from year to year will be 

necessary. 

For this reason the work of improvement, especially in structural con- 
veniences, is much slower than could be wished. Believing that by build- 
ing a stable and keeping our own teams the work can be done to better ad- 
vantage and more economically than by hiring teams, the board has or- 
dered the erection of a stable. But it will cost $7,000, and from insuffi- 
ciency of funds only the basement is to be built this year, to serve as a 
stable until we can afford to complete the structure. 

Another pressing necessity is a new and larger pavilion, so constructed 
as to afford spacious warming and refreshment rooms in the basement 
for the crowds of skaters on the Lake Como ice during the winter. At 
present the primitive accommodations afforded are absurdly inadequate. 
But an enlarged pavilion with more space for refreshment service, hall 
room and sheltered seating accommodations for the thousands who come 
to hear the music is still more urgently needed for summer visitors. But 
we have no money to build such an edifice as is needed. 
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We are in great need of a new office building and of shelter and re- 
freshment pari lions on the playgrounds and picnic grounds, but it is 
doubtful if we can spare the funds for these purposes for some time to 
come. The board is frequently urged to establish a zoological garden, and 
not a few donations of bears, buffalos and other wild animals are offered 
us. But to house and take care of any zoological collection worth the while 
would cost a great deal of money, and we do not have it to spare. We 
are forced to be content with such animals as may be donated as do not 
require expensive prisons or care, but can safely roam through the wire 
fenced wooded inclosnre which has been provided for the few deer and 
zebus which form our present stock. 

STRUCTURAL ORNAMENTATION. 

We need a considerable extension of our greenhouse. If to this winter 
flower garden were added the tropical glories of a palm house, it would 
afford a pleasant diversion to the increasing numbers of winter visitors 
on their way to or from the skating rink. Even in its present condition 
it is a source of enjoyment to thousands of summer visitors. The palatial 
luxury of a palm house is beyond the means of the park board. It must 
be erected, if at all, by the liberality of some private citizen. Upon the 
same source we must depend for such ornamental structures as fountains, 
statues, and other works of art. It would be greatly to the credit of St. 
Paul if Como and other parks were enriched with these memorials of the 
munificence and public spirit of its citizens. The example set by Mr. 
Rudolph Schiffman in furnishing the beautiful fountain which bears his 
name, and of Butler & Ryan and the Commercial Club of St. Paul, to 
which Como park is indebted for two superb drinking fountains, one of 
marble and the other of Minnesota granite, inspire the hope that other 
citizens or public bodies may improve the opportunity to associate their 
names with other structural adornments of our parks, to remain as endur- 
ing monuments of their public spirit. 

SCHOOL PLAYGROUNDS. 

The movement in behalf of schoolhouse playgrounds has the appre- 
ciative sympathy of the park board, but for reasons already stated it is 
unable to provide the land necessary for the purpose, when, as in the case 
of most of our schoolhouse s, the city has neglected to do so. The most that 
this board could do would be to undertake, at the city's expense, the or- 
namentation of grounds furnished by the city. But they should be play- 
grounds, not parks, and the character of the ornamentation must be suited 
to the leading purpose. It will be difficult and expensive enough to secure 
the land required for playgrounds without adding the cost of extra space 
for park effects. 

TREE PLANTING AND GRASS CUTTING. 

It Is pleasant to be able to record satisfactory results from the legis- 
lation procured last spring at the instance of the park board, with the 

2 
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s assistance of the Civic League, authorising the board to cot grass 
and plant trees where needed on the side lawns of city streets upon the 
petition of a majority of the owners of property within designated sections 
of a street In response to such petitions the grass was cut on eight and 
a half miles of Bide lawns, at a cost of 1.30 cents per foot The work can 
be much more cheaply done over longer continuous or near-by stretches of 
side lawns. The grass, however, was not kept In good condition, by rea- 
son of the Insufficient sprinkling by the present method- The sprinkling 
curt apparatus employed on the streets Is not adapted to more profuse and 
equally distributed saturation required by tbe side lawns. The proposition 
of the board of public works to substitute hand-hose sprinkling for this 
work should receive the earnest support of this board. The number of ad- 
ditional petitions already received indicates a considerable extension of 
grass cutting this year, and It will probably not be long before the system 
Is extended all over the residence streets of the city which are ornamented 
with side lawns, and will undoubtedly serve to stimulate this form of 
street embellishments. No petitions were received for planting trees in 
time for either the spring or fait planting, but several are now on file, and 
It is hoped that the results of this season's planting will afford an object 
lesson which will impel the owners of property on all our neglected resi- 
dence streets to avail themselves of the benefits of the law, and clothe their 
bare and desolate street frontages with the beauty of trees.

EEPOET OF SUPEKINTENDENT. 



To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners, 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit a report of the work performed on the 
parks and parkways under the direction of your board during the year 
1899. 

COMO PARK. 

In carrying out the plans and designs adopted by your board for the 
Improvement of the south eighty acres, and to make that portion of Coma 
park accessible to the public for use and enjoyment, considerable work 
was done. The main driveway leading through this tract is finished to 
subgrade, the adjacent grounds partially planted and the borders graded, 
24,713 yards of earth having been moved, at a cost of $3,706.95. The filled 
and regraded portion must receive a good loam covering before it can be 
planted and seeded. 

The result of the work so far is very satisfactory. The border plant- 
ing along the Northern Pacific Railway right-of-way is very important, 
as a screening belt of woodland will serve to give seclusion as well as to 

form a background for views from the northerly elevated points in the 
park. 

MIDWAY PARKWAY. 

One-half mile In length and 200 feet wide, connecting Como park with 
the state fair grounds. This pleasure drive is practically completed. Six 
lines of trees were planted, and the borders and lawnspaces are ready for 
seeding. The amount expended for this improvement is $4,903.43. 

WATER MAINS AND EXTENSIONS. 

During the past season by order of your board a four-inch pipe waa 
laid around the entire lake shore. This improvement was very much 
needed. The trees and shrubs were especially benefited, and a great sav- 
ing of expense In the Item of road sprinkling was effected. 

The total number of feet of pipe laid were 10,250, at a cost of $3,- 
479.77, about thirty-four cents per foot. Considerable extensions to the 
waterpipe system were also made in the nursery. A two-inch line, 1,375 
feet in length, was laid through the western portion of the picnic grounds,

and a Blx-inch main, 975 feet long, was laid through tbe large playgrounds. 
The water mains and lateral system consist or 2,308 feet of eight-inch 
pipe, 19,038 feet of four-inch pipe, 975 feet of six-Inch pipe, and 6,353 feet 
of two-Inch pipe, 30,510 feet of one-Inch pipe, a total of eleven and one- 
half miles. 



PUMPING 

No Improvements were made, nor were any repairs necessary to the 
machinery. A total of 245,268,538 gallons of water were pumped daring 
the season, 204,197,341 gallons being pumped Into the lake, and 41,071.197 
gallons were used for irrigation, road sprinkling, etc. The expenses were: 
$418.10 for coal. $035.95 for engineer's and fireman's wages. $264.04 for 
oil, waste, light, etc. Tbe pump has been kept in operation for 161 days. 
at an average expenditure of $8.1S per day. The average amount of 
water pumped per day was 1,523,407 gallons. The expense per million 
gallon was: for coal $1.70, for labor $2.03, for oil, waste, etc., $1.64, a total 
of $5.97. This is an increase of $1.27 on the expense per one million gal- 
lon compared with last year, but can be explained by the Increaae in the 
price of coal and wages.

nber ot valves be in- 
reased from sixteen to 
thirty-two. This woul d 
increase the working 
capacity of the pump 
by reducing the per- 
centage of slip to a 
minimum. The cost 
would be about $350. 



The two small 
boilers that were 
located at the north 
end of the green- 
houses were aban- 
doned, and taken out. 
During the season 
two large new boilers 
re put into the pumping 
station, and the greenhouses 
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are now heated from there. The distance between pumping station and 
greenhouses is 700 feet. A protected pipe laid in a bfick-arched conduit 
conveys the steam. The arrangement proved very satisfactory and econom- 
ical. The cost of this improvement was $2,097.80. 



GREENHOUSES. 

During the past season two small propagating houses were con- 
structed. This to some extent relieved the congested condition of space 
for the raising of bedding plants, but the crowded condition of the palm 
houses still exists. The palms and tropical plants on hand grow larger 
In size and number, and adequate provision to properly house them must 
soon be made. During the past season we planted 148,923 plants in the 
following places:

THE NURSERY. 

During the past season the nursery has been considerably enlarged to 
accommodate the increasing stock of trees and shrubs added by purchase 
and propagation. The stock is large and in fine condition. The steady 
increase in demand for trees and shrubs will make further extensions 
necessary and we have thousands of seedlings of native trees and shrubs 
in the seed beds ready to be planted into nursery rows. 

TREE PLANTING. 

The total number of trees planted during last spring and fall is 2,322. 
Midway parkway planting required 305, Summit avenue boulevard 145. 
and park planting 1,762. On petition of property owners twenty trees 
were planted. Several petitions are now on file for street planting to be 
done next spring. A large number of transplanting was done from 
previously planted groups where trees became crowded. Considerable 
planting was also done in the natural wooded groves and on the borders of 
old woodlands. All our trees are in a thrifty and healthy condition, and 
their growth is from time to time invigorated by applying a good coat of 
top-dressing. Total number of trees in plantations in all parks is 33,582.

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GRASS CUTTING ON CITY STREETS. 

We have cut eight and one half mites of grass plants on city streets. 
The work was done by four men, at an average cost of 1 39-100 cents per 
foot Much more economical results could be shown if the work was 
closer together, or if a larger amount of this work could be done so that 
each man could be made to do his proportional share. 

CONCERTS. 

The band concerts furnished by the City Railway Company were a 
delightful feature, and were enjoyed during the season by a very large 
number of people. There were daily concerts given from the middle of 
June to the end of August. 

PAVILION. 

Owing to the popularity of the band concerts given on the waterfront 
of the pavilion, this structure has proven entirely inadequate, both to 
the room for the public and to the caterer. During last season your 
board allowed a refreshment stand to be put in the south end of the 
pavilion, which relieved the crowded condition of the caterer partially, but 
it makes the congestion of room for the public more apparent. Many 
unfavorable comments were made on the wretched condition of the seats 
or chairs at the pavilion, and an earnest consideration of this subject by 
your board would prove productive of good results. 

SKATING. 

Owing to late freezing weather the ice was not In condition to be 
trusted for skating until the seventeenth day of December. The rink, 
about five acres in extent, was kept in good condition, and was well 
patronized all through the season. There is much unfavorable comment 
and criticism at the present inadequate condition of the warming rooms. 
While it is not possible to provide comfortable space for a crowd of 3,000 
people, yet the present warming house, which is twelve feet wide by 
175 feet long is In its design inadequate to accommodate a large crowd. 
The expense for maintaining the skating rink was $155.37. 

BOATING. 

Five thousand nine hundred and eighteen week days and 4,814 Sun- 
day tickets were issued during the past season, a total of 10,732 tickets. 
The week day charges were fifteen cents per hour and Sunday tickets 
twenty cents. The total amount received from this source was $2,252.10, 
an average receipt per ticket of twenty-one cents. The expense of main- 
taining, including painting and tending, was $885.21. 
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THE ZOOLOGICAL COLLECTION. 

The zoological collection has been increased during the year by dona- 
tion of a pair of Zebus by Hon. J. J. Hill, and a pair of red foxes by Mr. 
Lambert Skillman, of Appleton, Minn. Many offers of donations of ani- 
mals were, made during the year, but owing to inadequate accommodar 
tk>ns for their requirements these offers were refused by the board. The 
great interest taken by the public in this department would demand an 
extension in number and kind of such animals as are inexpensive to 
maintain. 

PHAETON SERVICE. 

The experiment of furnishing conveyance to park visitors was inaugu- 
rated during the past season. A wagonette was operated for two months. 
The number of people that took advantage of the opportunity offered was 
1,763. The charge made was ten cents per person for a trip of over three 
miles, consuming one hour's time. This service should be improved, both 
as to comfort and operation. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

On the elevated plateau Just west of the pavilion, and inside of the con- 
course drive of Indian Point avenue, a children's playground was estab- 
lished. The swings placed there by the l)oard proved such a favorite at- 
traction for the little ones that a matron had to be put in charge, and as 
a further safeguard for good order, tickets for the swings were issued, 
which kept the youngsters from fighting for places. The large play- 
grounds now under construction, located on the southwest forty acres, 
will afford ample room for baseball, football, lawn tennis, gymnastic ex- 
ercises, and other kinds of sports. The concentration of all the games 
to one place will prove attractive, and the space available is ample for 
all purposes. Arrangements for a stopping place and platforms on the 
electric car line Just east of the bridge should be made for the accommo- 
dation of picnic parties. People intending to go to the picnic grounds are 
carried by the cars clear through the park to Hamline avenue, necessitat- 
ing them to walk back to reach their destination. 

MERRIAM TERRACE PARK. 

No improvements were made during the season at this park, but the 
lake should receive some a tent ion, as it is excavated on a gravel and 
sand bottom. The water is constantly leaking out, despite the clay pud- 
dling put in its Uisln two years ago, and as the water supply Is very 
scant, it will be necessary to concrete the basin in order to maintain the 
water sheet. It would be very desirable to have the water sheet extended, 
so that it would cover the whole foreground below the north elevation, 
twenty to forty feet wide, but as the cost would be too great considering 
the cramped condition of funds, this improvement must be postponed to 
a later date. 
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COMO AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The maintenance wcrk on this parkway included top-dressing of the 
roadway with screened gravel and rolling. The bicycle paths were top- 
dressed with a light coat of clear, sharp sand, and were rolled. The side- 
lawns were regularly mowed, the trees watered, and the roadway sprin- 
kled. The expense, including salary of a police officer, was $805.70. 

POLICE FORCE. 

It to with great pleasure that I am able to report of the efficiency and 
vigilance of the small force of officers employed. The discipline was good, 
and all worked with a will, often at long hours. Only three arrests were 
made. This record, however, should not be credited entirely to the effi- 
ciency of the park police force, as it is in a greater measure a matter of 
sincere congratulation to the St. Paul people for their intelligent appre- 
ciation of the plantings and management of our parks. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

One hundred and forty-five line trees were planted, and all the trees 
received a top-dressing and general care during the season. The amount 
expended, including grass cutting, etc., was $1,362.62. In my last report 
and subsequent recommendations it was* shown that the water supply 
is very inadequate, thereby increasing the cost of maintaining trees, etc., 
beyond a reasonable figure. Steps should be taken to procure funds from 
the city council sufficient to cover the expense for laying 4,350 feet of one- 
inch pipe with necessary hose connections. The cost for material and 
labor would be $485. 

LANGFORD PARK. 

A great deal of grading and planting was done in this park. The lake- 
shore was riprapped and a foot bridge constructed across the narrow neck 
of the lake. The needed water connection as ordered by your board 
could not be made, owing to the increase in cost of material, which left 
the appropriation insufficient to do the work. The amount of money ex- 
pended was $1,681.15. 

HAMPDEN PARK. 

Aside from top-dressing the trees and generally improving the plant- 
ings, only maintenance work was done in this park. The tendency of 
thoughtless or wanton injuries inflicted by boys to the trees, shrubs and 
other property in the park caused much trouble nnd annoyance, and on 
that account I was compelled to put a special watchman on duty, which 
Increased the cost of maintenance compared with former years. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

With every year this park proves more attractive for visitors. The 
previous plantings have made good headway. One hundred and twenty- 
seven additional trees and shrubs were planted during the past season. 
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and a much needed lavatory building was constructed. The available | 

apace of park grounds is by far too small to accommodate toe people 
resorting thereto, and the plantings and turf undergo much hardship, 
necessitating Increased expense In maintaining. 

SMALL PARKS AND SQUARES. 

These have all been maintained, and kept In proper order. The floral 
displays at the various places were of the usual standard, and all the 1 

flowers were furnished from our Como greenhouses. ' 

LABOR FORCE ORGANIZATION. ) 

'Hit' cardinal requirements of economy and realization of satisfactory 
results is a well disciplined and efficient working force and a steady, 
methodlcnl carrying out of well matured plans. The foremen and laborers 
employed have worked In tbe park for a number of years, and most of 
them are familiar with their work, which is an advantage that helps to 
bring our expenses to a sound economical basis. A total of 27,851 1-10 
days' labor was performed during the past season. The total expense 
for labor, teams, police and foremen was 548,772.90. 

GENERAL MAINTENANCE. 4 

All the parks, parkways and minor places were kept up to the usual 
high standard, and the care of trees, shrubs, lawns, flowers, driveways, 
walks, waterways, buildings and machinery was accomplished in a most 
economical manner. The past season was a very successful one in park 
work. The growth of trees, shrubs, and all other vegetation, was very much 
stimulated by numerous rainfalls during the season. The

BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 



At the annual and regular meeting of the board, held March G, 181)0, 
the board consisted of Messrs. Percy D. Godfrey, William Hamm, Reese 
M. Newport and Joseph A. Wheelock; Mx. Wheelook and Mr. Hamm hav- 
ing been reappointed by Mayor A. R. Keifer. 

Joseph A- Wheelock was elected president and William Hamm vice 
president. 

Fred Nussbaumer, by resolution, was appointed superintendent of 
parks for the ensuing year. 

During the past year the board held twenty-one meetings. 

On March 20, 1899, the board, by resolution, accepted the proffered 
conveyance to the city, by the Northern Pacific Railway Company, for 
park purposes, of a strip of land abutting on Lexington avenue, forty 
feet wide, between the Northern Pacific and Great Northern railway 
tracks, to be Included in Lexington avenue parkway. 

On March 20, 1899. the board, by resolution, fixed the scale of wages 
to be paid to park employes during the park season at the following rate: 
Common labor, fifteen cents per hour; skilled labor, seventeen and one- 
half cents per hour; and also authorized the superintendent, if necessary, 
to increase all ether employes not to exceed ten per cent. 

Pursuant to chapter 243 of the General Statutes of Minnesota for the 
year 1895, the common council, under dale of March 8, 1899, by resolution, 
placed under the Jurisdiction and care of this board Midway avenue and 
Prescott street, to the end that the board may direct, superintend and 
regulate the planting, culture and preservation of shade and ornamental 
trees, shrubbery and turf on such streets. 
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WORKHOUSE TRACT. 

On April 10. 1*011. the board, by resolution. Milled the attention of the 
director of St. Paul workhouee to the resolution adopted '>)" the board of 
park commissioners, on Dee. 7. 1S0S. notifying them or the Intention of 
said beard to take I'ossesslon of the portion of the so-called workhousft 
tract, therein designated, for park purposes; and requiring them to vacate

"Resolved, That 
notice is hereby given 
to all concerned that 
Hie board of park 

have at its disposal 
for spring planting 
about 900 trees, and 
will cause that num- 
ber to be planted when 
properly petitioned to do 
• this spring; that it will 
lertake to plant them, 
maintain them for three 
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years, at a cost not to exceed three dollars a tree, at the regulation distance 
of forty feet apart, equivalent to seven and one-half cents per front foot, 
and to replace any such trees which may die without additional cost to the 
property owners. 

"Whereas, Another act was passed, authorizing the common council, 
upon petition of the owners of property abutting on any street, or portion 
of a street, to place such street, or portion thereof, under the jurisdiction 
of the board of park con-missiontTS, for the purpose of cutting the grass 
on any part of the grass plats of such streets, and the cost thereof not to 
exceed two cents per lineal foot frontage to be paid, In the first instance 
out of the general fund, and to rein burse said fund by assessment on the 
pioperty fronting the*wn; 

"Resolved. That the board of park commissioners gives notice that, 
whenever authorized to do so by the common council, upon the proper pe- 
tition of the proi>erty owrers, they are ready to cause the grass to be cut 
on any neglected portions of such street lawns, at a cost not to exceed 
two cents per front foot throughout the season. 

"Whereas, The Women's Civic League of St. Paul has undertaken 
to secure the necessary petitions of the property owners along the streets 
where this improvement is needed; 

"Resolved, That the hoard of park commissioners desire to express its 
gratified appreciation of the efforts of the Civic League to promote the 
work of beautifying the streets and residence neighborhoods of the city 
along these and other lines."

COMO PARK EXTENSION.

benefits; provided, however, that no part of the sum necessary to defray 
the expenses of damages and condemnation of said tracts of land be ap- 
propriated out of the park fund, but that all of such expenses and dam- 
ages shall be assessed upon the proi>erty benefited. 

On Aug. 7, 1899, the board acknowledged by resolution the following 
gifts: 

From Mr. Joseph Elsinger, of two life-sized bronze lions for Coino 
park. 

From Mr. James J. Hill, of two Caucasian zebus and two goats, to 
form the nucleus of a zoological collection at Como park. 

The superintendent, on September 21st, was authorized to prepare 
and forward to the commissioner of agriculture at Washington a series 
of photographs of the parks for the Paris Exposition.

4, 1899, the board, pursuant to a communication from George 
Hunsacker, executor of the estate of Martha L. Griswold, deceased, ad- 
rising this board that, by the last will and testament of the said Martha 
L. Griswold, the said executor Ls authorized to have designed and erected 
a memorial fountain to the memory of her deceased son, to l>e located in 
Summit park, or adjacent thereto, and so designed as to afford relief, not 
only to persons, but also to horses, dogs and cattle; and that by the pro- 
vision of the will $2,000 was given for that purpose, but that the pro- 
ceeds of the estate will suffice only to yield about thirty per cent of the 
amount bequeathed, adopted the following resolution: 

"Whereas, it appears that the park board can have no jurisdiction In 
the premises except as it is proposed to locate said fountain in Summit 
park; 

"Resolved, That the board of park commissioners And that it would 
be impracticable to locate a fountain for horses, dogs and cattle in Sum- 
mit park, or in any other of the small parks of the city, or to comply with 
any of the conditions in relation thereto, and therefore respectfully de- 
clines the proposed bequest, while commending the motive which 
prompted it."

CHAPTER XIII. 



PUBLIC PARKS A^sD PARKWAYS. 



TITLE I. 
BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 

Section 1. There shall be a board of park commissioners, to consist 
of five (5) members appointed as hereinafter provided, all of whom shall 
continue in office until the expiration of their several terms and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, as provided by this chapter. 

Sec. 2. The members of said board shall be residents and freeholders 
of the city, and shall be appointed by the mayor; and except as other- 
wise provided in this section, each member shall hold his office for the 
term of five years. 

It is hereby made the duty of the mayor of said city, at the expira- 
tion of the terms of office of the two present members of said board whose 
terms expire first after this charter goes into effect, to appoint three (3) 
persons to be members of said board, one (1) for the term of two (2) 
.years, one (1) for the term of three (3) years, and one (1) for the term 
of four (4) years. And at the expiration of the terms of office of the two 
present members of said board whose terms next expire, said mayor shall 
appoint two (2) persons to be members of said board one (1) for the term 
of four (4) years and one (1) for the term of five (5) years; and there- 
after, upon the expiration of the terms of office of the members of said 
board so appointed, said mayor shall appoint a successor to each of said 
members, who shall hold his office for the term of five (5) years. 

Vacancies in said board shall be filled by appointment by the mayor 
for the unexpired term or terms, but the resignation of a member shall 
not take effect until his successor shall have been appointed and have 
qualified. 

Sec. 3. Each person appointed a member of said board shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties, file a written acceptance and 
oath of office in the office of the city comptroller. 
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The said board shall at Its first regular meeting, after the first Mon- 
day in March, in each year, elect from its members a president and a 
vice president. It shall also, from time to time, appoint and employ such 
agents and employes as it shall deem necessary, whose compensation shall 
be fixed by the board, and shall be paid out of the park fund. 

Sec. 4. The city clerk shall be ex-offlcio secretary of said board, and 
shall keep an accurate record of all the proceedings of said board; and 
shall be authorized and empowered to administer oaths in all proceed- 
ings under this chapter and incident thereto. 

The secretary shall submit to the board, in the month of January of 
each year, a report of the transactions of the board at its meetings dur- 
ing the last preceding fiscal year, including a detailed statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the board during such period which state- 
ment shall have been first submitted to the city comptroller, and ap- 
proved by him as correct. In the same month the board shall submit to 
the common council a report of the work done under its supervision, dur- 
ing the last preceding fiscal year, together with a classified and tabulated 
statement of the expenditures on each and all of the parks and parkways, 
for maintenance and improvement, respectively, giving under each head 
the several amounts expended for labor, material and administration; and 
also a statement of the receipts of said department from every source. 
The last named report shall be deemed the annual report of the board, 
and be published as such. 

Sec. 5. Such board shall have a common seal, and shah be capable 
of entering into, performing and enforcing, on b?half of the city, con- 
tracts relating to matters within the jurisdiction of the board. All such 
contracts shall be signed by the president, or vice president, and secretary 
of the board, and have affixed thereto its official seal. 

Sec. 6. Said board may adopt rules governing its meetings and pro- 
ceedings, and the duties of its officers and employes. 

Sec. 7. A majority of the members of the said board shall constitute 
a quorum; but a less numl>er thereof may adjourn a meeting from time 
to time. 

An affirmative vote of four-fifths (4-5) of all the members of the board 
shall be necessary for designating or acquiring lands, which vote shall 
be taken by ayes and noes, and entered in full on the records of the board. 

Sec. 8. Said commissioners shall receive no compensation for their 
services. 

Sec. 9. No commissioner, officer or other employe of said board, shall 
be interested in any contract made under authority of said board, or in 
any lands to be acquired by said board, except that if any commissioner 
shall be the owner of or interested in any lands which may be desig- 
nated and appropriated under the provisions of this chapter, or be entitled 
to receive compensation therefor, as provided herein, he shall not act 
officially in respect to any matter in which he shall be pecuniarily inter- 
ested. 
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Sec. 10. The office of any commissioner who shall fail to attend any 
two (2) consecutive meetings of the board, without reason satisfactory to 
the board, or without leave of absence from it, may, by said board, be 
declared and thereupon become vacant. 

Sec. 11. The said board shall have the management and control of 
all lands which have been or may be acquired for parks and parkways 
in the city; and shall direct all expenditures from the park fund, for the 
maintenance and improvement of the parks, and parkways, and shall have 
power to provide, either directly or by lease of privileges, such conven- 
iences, accommodations and entertainments, a» said board may deem 
proper for the use, enjoyment or recreation of visitors to said parks. 

Sec. 13. The said board may, from time to time, acquire for the city 
/amis for parks and parkways within the corporate limits, in the manner 
provided in this chapter. Lands may be so acquired in the name of the 
city by gift, devise, purchase or condemnation, as hereinafter provided, 
and upon obtaining title thereto the said board may assume possession 
and supervision thereof. The said board may purchase any pieces or par- 
cels of land contiguous to any park or parkways, of the city, as an addi- 
tion or extension of such park or parkways; provided, however, that the 
sum expended for such purpose shall not exceed two thousand (2.000) dol- 
lars in any one year, and that the amounts so expended shall be paid 
out of the park fund. Said board may also accept and receive, on behalf 
of the city, donations of monej 7 or of property for the use of said city, 
for purposes connected with the parks and parkways. 

Sec. 14. The common council shall have power to set apart any street 
or avenue, or any section thereof, as a parkway, and to place the same 
under the supervision of the board of park commissioners for such spe- 
cific and limited purposes of improvement and ornamentation as may be 
named in the resolution or ordinance of the common council. 

Sec. 15. When the board of park commissioners shall deem it to be 
for the public interest that any tract or tracts, parcel or parcels of land 
shall be condemned for the use of said city for any public park or parks 
or parkways, within the limits of said city, and shall so detenu ine by reso- 
lution of said board, it shall make an order directing the commissioner 
of public works to make a survey thereof, a copy of which order, together 
with a general description of said lands, shall be certified to by the secre- 
tary of said board, and by him transmitted to the commissioner of public 
works, who shall forthwith cause a survey and two (2) plats thereof to 
be made and transmitted to said board. 

Sec. 1(J. Said board of park commissioners may contract in the name 
of the city of St. Paul for tine purchase of the lands, or any parts of the 
lands designed by it for park purposes to be paid for in the same manner 
as other lands so designated, the damages or compensation for which are 
appraised by the board of public works of said city of St. Paul, as here- 
inafter provided, and the purchase price for the same shall be paid out 
of the moneys applicable to the purchase of said land for park purposes 
when all of it shall have been collected. Said purchase price shall bear 
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interest after the filial completion of the assessment herein authorized 
at such rate, not to exceed seven (7) per cent per annum, as may be 
agreed upon in said contract; provided, however, such contract shall be 
executed and recorded before the said board of public works shall have 
been directed to appraise the damages and assess the benefits as herein- 
after described. The sum so agreed upon as the purchase price of said 
lands shall be taken, as the measure of compensation to be appraised by 
the said board of public works therefor, and shall be reckoned as dam- 
ages by said board in ascertaining the cost of the property taken in said 
proceeding, on which it shall base the assessment of benefits to be made. 
If the proceedings for acquiring said lands so designated shall be aban- 
doned said contract shall thereupon become void, and in such case the 
said board of park commissioners shall execute and deliver a release of 
said contract to the owner of said land, which may be recorded. 

Sec. 17. Said board of park commissioners shall have power, and it Is 
hereby authorized, in connection with the said board of public works of 
the city of St. Paul, and on behalf of the city of St Paul, to condemn 
for the use of said city any tract or tracts, parcel or parcels of land, 
or any Interest therein which may have been designated as here- 
inbefore authorized by this act, or which may be included in or form a 
part of any lands so designated, and when such condemnation shall have 
been completed and the lands paid for as herein provided, the title to such 
lands shall pass and be vested in the city of St. Paul. When the said 
board of park commissioners shall deem it to be for the public interest 
that any tract or tracts, parcel or parcels of land, or interest therein afore- 
said, shall be condemned for the use of said city for any public park or 
parks or parkways aforesaid, within the limits of said city, and shall so 
determine by a resolution of said board, it shall cause the same to be 
surveyed and platted as hereinbefore provided. It shall also determine 
what sum, if any, not to exceed forty (40) per cent of the damages and 
expenses caused by such condemnation, shall be paid towards the saiiie 
out of the park fund, as the same then exists, and it shall at the same time, 
by resolution, appropriate and set apart such amount from the moneys then 
in the park fund. The same to be held and applied as herein provided 
towards the payment of any damages or compensation that may be 
awarded in such condemnation proceedings, including the expense of such 
proceedings; and, except as hereinafter otherwise provided, said moneys 
so set apart shall remain In the city treasury and be applicable to no other 
purpose whatsoever. The said board of park commissioners shall there- 
upon make an order directing the said board of public works to ascertain 
and determine the amount of the damages or compensation to be paid 
to the parties thereto by reason of such condemnation, and also to assess 
the amount of said damages and expenses, less the amount thereof, if 
any, so appropriated and set apart out of the park fund as aforesaid on 
real property specially benefited thereby in proportion to the benefits ac- 
cruing to the same, not to exceed said benefits. 
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A copy of said resolution and order, together with a copy of said plat, 
shall be certified by the secretary of the said board of park commissioners 
and transmitted to the said board of public works for its action thereon. 
If any parcel or parcels of the land so designated has been purchased by 
said board of park commissioners in the manner hereinbefore described, 
a description of said property, with the statement of the purchase price 
thereof, shall also be transmitted to said board of public works, who shall 
take the purchase price agreed to be paid for said property as the amount 
of damages to be awarded therefor. 

Sec. 18. Said board of public works shall forthwith, on receipt of such 
order, give twenty (20) days' notice by one (1) publication in the official 
newspaper of said city, of the time and place of Its meeting for the pur- 
pose of making said assessment, which notice shall specify what such 
assessment is to be for and shall describe the land to be condemned, as 
nearly as may be done by general description. 

Sec. 19. All parties interested in said improvement shall have the 
right to be present and be heard, either in person or by counsel, and the 
corporation attorney of said city shall be permitted to attend such hear- 
ing, to represent the interest of said city. 

Sec. 20. Said board of public works shall view the premises to be 
condemned and receive any legal evidence that may be offered for the 
purpose of determining the true value of or the damages which will be 
caused or benefits conferred by reason of the contemplated improvement, 
and for this purpose any member of said board is authorized to admin- 
ister oaths to any witnesses produced before the board, and said board is 
authorized to issue subpoenas, under the seal of the board, to send for 
persons and papers and to compel the attendance of witnesses. Said 
board may adjourn from time to time and from place to place until such 
assessment is completed. 

Sec. 21. Said board of public works, in making said assessment, shall 
determine or appraise to the owner or owners the value of the real estate 
appropriated for the improvement and the damages arising to them re- 
spectively from the condemnation thereof, which shall be awarded to such 
owners respectively as damages, after making due allowances therefrom 
for any due share of benefit which such owners may respectively derive 
from such improvement; and said sum so awarded as damages shall bear 
interest at the rate of seven (7) per cent per annum from and after the 
date of the completion of the assessment therefor, as hereinafter provided 
for, until paid. 

Sec. 22. If the damages to any person be greater than the benefits 
assessed, or if the benefits be greater than the damages, in either case 
the said board of public .works shall strike a balance and carry the dif- 
ference forward to another column, so that the assessment may show what 
amount is to be received or paid by such owners respectively, and the 
difference only shall In any case be collectible of them or paid to them. 

Sec. 23. If there should be any buildings standing in the whole or in 
part upon the land to be taken, the said board of public works shall add 
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to its estimate of damages for the land the damages also for the building 
or part of building necessary to be taken if it be the property of the owner 
of the land. When owned by any other person the damages for the build- 
ing shall be appraised separately. The value of such building to the owner 
to remove, or of the part thereof necessary to be taken, shall also be de- 
termined by the said board of public work& Such owner may at any- 
time within ten (10) days after publication of notice that said assessment 
has been confirmed, notify the said board of public works, in writing, of 
his election to take such building or part of building at its appraisal, and 
the owner shall have such time for the removal of such building thereafter 
as the said board of public works shall allow. If the owner shall refuse 
to take the building at the appraisal, or fail to give notice of his election 
aforesaid, the board of park commissioners may, after the confirmation 
of the assessment and after the money is collected or otherwise provided 
and ready in the hands of the treasurer to be paid over to the owner 
for his damages, proceed to sell such building or part of building at 
public auction for cash, giving ten (10) days' public notice of the sale by 
one publication in the official newspaper of the city, and cause such build- 
ing to be forthwith removed. The proceeds of such sale shall be paid 
into the city treasury to the credit of the park fund. 

Sec. 24. If the land and building belong to different persons or if the 
land be subject to lease, the damage done to such persons or interest re- 
spectively, may be awarded to them. 

Sec. 23. Having ascertained the aggregate damages for the land taken 
aforesaid the said board of public works shall add thereto a sufficient 
amount to provide for interest probable to accrue before the assessment 
can be collected, and shall thereupon apportion and assess the entire sum. 
less the amount appropriated and set apart out of the park fund, if any, 
together with the cost of the proceedings, upon the real estate by it 
deemed specially benefited from the appropriation of said land to public 
park uses, in proportion to the benefits resulting therefrom, as nearly as 
may be, and shall briefly describe the real estate upon which the assess- 
ment may be made. If the sum set apart from the park fund by the 
commissioners as above provided is less than forty (40) per cent of the 
total amount of damages, cost3 and expenses as determined and appraised 
by the said board of public works, together with the costs and expenses, 
all damages, costs and expenses over said sums so set apart shall never- 
theless be raised by assessment in the manner hereinbefore provided, on 
the property benefited. If said sum so set apart from the park fund 
proves to be more than forty (40) per cent of the damages, costs and ex- 
penses aforesaid, sixty (60) per cent of the damages, costs and expenses 
shall be assessed on the property benefited, and the balance of said sum 
In excess of said forty (40) per cent shall then be returned to the park 
fund for other uses. It shall be the duty of said board of public works, 
whenever it finds the sum appropriated by the said board of park com- 
missioners is in excess of forty (40) per cent of the total damages, costs 
and expenses, to notify said board of park commissioners of the amount 
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of such excess within ten (10) days after the assessment is completed 
and confirmed. The said board of public works shall estimate as nearly 
as possible, the cost of printing notices of the assessment up to the time 
the sum would become delinquent, the cost of engineering, in making 
survey and plats of said Improvement, and the treasurer's fees for collect- 
ing said assessment, all of which shall be chargeable in said assessment 
as cost and expenses. 

Sec. 26. When said assessment has been completed, said board of 
public works shall forthwith cause to be given ten (10) days' notice by 
one (1) publication in the official newspaper of the city, to the effect that 
such assessment has been completed, and that at a time and place therein 
specified the said board will meet for the purpose of hearing objections, 
and that all such objections must be filed in writing with the clerk of said 
board at least one (1) day prior to said meeting, and that unless sufficient 
cause is shown to the contrary the same will be confirmed, said notice ' 
shall specify the property assessed and the amount of each assessment. 
All objections to said assessment shall be in writing and filed with the 
clerk of said board at least one (1) day prior to said meeting; provided, 
however, that said board may, at its discretion, allow any party inter- 
ested who has accidentally or inadvertently omitted to file his objections 
aforesaid, to do so at the time of meeting of said board aforesaid. Should 
no quorum be present at the said appointed meeting of said board, the 
said meeting may be adjourned by the member or members of the board 
present, or if none of the members present, by the clerk of said board, to 
such other convenient time and place as may be deemed expedient; pro- 
vided, further, that nothing herein contained shall preclude said board 
from causing a new notice aforesaid to be given of a meeting of said 
board for the purpose of hearing objections to said assessment, and for 
the confirmation thereof as before required, in case the previous notice 
shall be found imperfect, in the case of a defect in attendance of the 
members of said board, or for any other reason which shall be satis- 
factory to said board for so doing. The said board shall have the power 
to adjourn such hearing from time to time, and shall have the power, 
in Its discretion, to reverse and correct said assessment and to confirm 
or set aside the said assessment, and proceed to make an assessment de 
novo without any further order from the said board of park commis- 
sioners, and upon like notices and in like manner as above provided. Said 
assessment shall be finally confirmed within four (4) months after receiv- 
ing said order from the board of park commissioners directing* the as- 
sessment, and when confirmed shall be entered in a book kept for that 
purpose, and shall be final and conclusive upon all parties interested 
therein, except as hereinafter provided. When said assessment is con- 
firmed, a warrant, under the seal of the board of public works, shall be 
issued to the treasurer of said city for the collection of the same from 
the property on which the same has been assessed, signed by the mayor, 
clerk of said board and the city comptroller. As soon as practicable after 
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the said assessment has been confirmed and entered, the clerk of said 
board shall cause a brief notice by one (1) publication of the fact of soch 
-confirmation and entry, to be published in the official newspaper of said 
-city. 

Sec. 27. Any person whose property has been appropriated and who 
has filed objections to such assessment as hereinbefore provided, shall 
have the right, at any time within ten (10) days after the publication of 
said notice, provided for in the next preceding section, to appeal to the 
district court of Ramsey county of this state, from the order confirming: 
said assessment. Said appeal shall be made by filing a written notice 
of appeal with the clerk of the board of public works, specifying the 
name of the court in which the appeal is taken, aDd a description of the 
property of said appellant so appropriated, and the objections of said 
appellant to such assessment, and by filing with the clerk of said court, 
within ten (10) days thereafter, a copy of such notice of appeal and ob- 
jections and a copy of the assessment roll, as confirmed aforesaid, so far 
as it affects the property in controversy of appellant, all certified by the 
clerk of said board of public works, who shall also certify on said notice 
of appeal and objections the date when the said notice was filed by ap- 
pellant with the said board of public works. The cause shall be docketed 
by the clerk of the court in the name of the person taking such appeal 
against the city of St. Paul, as an "Appeal from Assessment." The said 
cause shall then be at issue and have the preference in order of trial over 
all civil causes pending in said court. Such appeal shall be tried in said 
court as in the case of other civil causes, except that no pleading shall be 
necessary, and on such trial the only question to be passed upon shall 
be whether the board of public works has jurisdiction in the case, and 
whether the valuation of the property specified in the objection is a fair 
valuation, and the assessment, so far as it affects said property, is a 
fair and impartial assessment. The judgment of the court shall be to 
confirm the assessment, if it shall have been found that the said board 
has jurisdiction, and that said valuation and assessment, in so far as 
the same shall affect the property of said appellant, are fair and im- 
partial. If the court shall find that the board of public works has no 
jurisdiction in the matter appealed from, then, in such case, the judgment 
of the court shall be to annul said assessment If the court shall find 
that the said board has jurisdiction and shall also find that said valuation 
is unfair, and that the damages awarded by said board to said appellant 
are insufficient and inadequate for the property so appropriated, then, 
and in such case, the court shall determine and find the amount of dam- 
ages which said appellant is entitled to receive, over and above the sum 
awarded by the board of public works, and shall order judgment against 
the city of St. Paul therefor, which judgment, with interest, shall be paid 
as other judgments against the city. The amount awarded said appel- 
lant by the board of public works, with interest, shall be paid in the 
-same manner as the damages to those persons who have not appealed. 
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Sec. 28. When judgment has been rendered on all the appeals taken 
from said assessment the said board of public works, without further 
order from the said board of park commissioners shall without unneces- 
sary delay proceed to make a new assessment, or reassessment, on the 
property by it deemed benefited by such assessment, for the purpose of 
raising the difference between the amount originally awarded by said 
board of public works to said appellant or appellants and the amount 
which the court has adjudged said appellant or appellants is entitled to 
receive, together with the cost of said new assessment or reassessment, 
and said board of public works shall proceed in making said new assess- 
ment or reassessment in the same manner and shall have and take like 
proceedings as are provided for in the original assessment. If the board 
cannot find the property benefited by said improvement or appropriation 
of land to park purposes to the extent of said additional sum, besides 
the benefits heretofore assessed, it shall make the assessment to the ex- 
tent of said benefits. If it Is of the opinion that the first assessment was 
equal to the benefits derived from said improvement, it shall so report 
to the said board of park commissioners. In making said new assess- 
ment, or reassessment, in cases where portions of lots were condemned 
by the first assessment, and the remaining portions assessed benefits, 
such untaken portions shall also bear their proportion of assessment for 
benefits on the new assessment, or reassessment, notwithstanding the 
owner of such lots may have appealed from the assessment of damages. 
The proceeds of such new assessment, or reassessment, if any, shall be 
paid into the park fund, and the same shall thereafter be transferred 
to the general fund of said city, to reimburse said city for the judgments 
for increased damages aforesaid rendered against the city, as provided 
In the preceding section. If the new assessment, or reassessment, proves 
Insufficient, the remainder shall be paid into the general fund of the city 
from the first unappropriated moneys coming into the park fund, if any. 

Sec. 29. When such assessment shall have been confirmed, and no 
appeal shall have been taken therefrom, or if an appeal shall have been 
taken when judgment shall have been rendered thereon, the same shall be 
a lawful and sufficient condemnation of the land or property ordered to 
be appropriated. There shall thereupon be paid to the owner of such 
property, or to his agent, the amount of damages which may have been 
awarded therefor, over and above all benefits assessed as soon as a suffi- 
cient amount of the assessment shall have been collected for that pur- 
pose. If in any case there shall be any doubt as to who Is entitled to 
the damages for land taken, the city may require cf the claimant a bond, 
with good and sufficient sureties, to hold the city harmless from all loss, 
costs and expenses, In case any person or persons should claim such 
damages. In all cases the title to the land taken and condemned in the 
manner aforesaid shall be vested absolutely In the city of St. Paul. It 
shall be the duty of the clerk of said board of park commissioners to 
cause all deeds taken by the city for land acquired for park purposes to 
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be recorded without delay, and the said clerk shall be the custodian 
thereof. In case no deed is given It shall be the duty of said clerk to 
cause the county auditor and city treasurer to be notified of the title 
so acquired by the city, giving to each of them a description of the land 
so acquired. And it shall be the duty of the register of deeds of the 
county of Ramsey to record all such deeds without requiring the certifi- 
cate of the county auditor, county treasurer or city treasurer, that the 
taxes and assessments thereon have been paid. 

Sec. 30. The city treasurer shall proceed to collect the benefits as- 
sessed again#t real estate under the provisions of this chapter, in the 
manner as in the case of assessments of benefits for other local improve- 
ments under the city charter; and the same proceedings shall be had for 
obtaining judgment to enforce delinquent assessments, and for the sale 
of property under such judgment, the issuance of certificates of sale 
therefor, and deeds to the purchaser in case no redemption is made, as 
provided by law. except that real estate sold under said Judgments may 
be redeemed within ten (10) days from the date of the sale, and may also 
be redeemed in ten (10) annual installments, payable as follows: One- 
tenth (1-10) of the certificate at the end of each one (1) of the successive 
ten (10) years next ensuing the date of the certificate, together with the 
Interest due on the whole amount thereof, unpaid at the maturity of each 
of said installments, and the certificates of sale issued under this chapter 
shall conform to the provisions hereof as the time of payment and re- 
demption, all other provisions of law relative to sale for assessments of 
local improvements, interest before and after such sale, and redemption 
therefrom, as they now exist or may hereafter be provided, under the city 
charter, shall be applicable to sales under this chapter. 

Sec. 31. The said board of public works shall proceed de novo with- 
out further order from the said board of park commissioners, to make 
a new assessment, or reassessment, in case the first assessment shall be 
set aside by the district court, and shall have the same power to make 
reassessments in all cases as in the case of assessments for other local 
improvements; but in making said reassessments it shall be guided by the 
provisions of this chapter as to notices and manner of procedure, and 
in the case of reappraisal of damages the property owners shall have 
the same rights of appeal as hereinbefore provided. In case the awnrd 
of damages increased on appeal from a reassessment the said board of 
public works shall have the power, and it shall be its duty, to make a 
further reassessment for the difference of damages, as in case of appeals 
from a first assessment. 

Sec. 32. As soon as the assessments are collected and the proceeds 
thereof in the hands of the city treasurer, ten (10) days 1 notice fnereof 
by one (1) publication shall be given by the said treasurer in the official 
newspaper of the city, and the city may then, and not before, enter upon, 
take possession of and appropriate the property condemned, and when- 
ever the damages awarded to the owner of any property condemned by 
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said city for public use shall have been paid to such owner or his agent, 
or when sufficient money for that purpose shall be in the hands of the 
city treasurer, ready to be paid over to such owners, and said ten (10) 
days' notice thereof shall have been given in the official newspaper of 
the city, the city may enter upon and appropriate such property to the 
use for which the same was condemned* 

Interest on all damages payable shall cease thirty (30) days after such 
notice has been given, save where damages are increased by the district 
court, in which case interest on the increased amount shall run until money 
Is in the treasury to pay the judgment therefor, and the holder thereof, or 
his agent is notified thereof, or the money is paid into court. In case the 
amount allowed for interest and included in the benefits assessed by the 
said board of public works is Insufficient to pay the interest accrued on 
damages awarded, the balance shall be paid out of the general fund of 
the city, and the general fund be reimbursed from the park fund when 
there are available funds therein. 

Sec. 33. All proceedings taken by said board of public works In 
carrying out the provisions of this act shall be recorded in a book or 
books kept for that purpose by the clerk of said board, describing par- 
ticularly the respective improvements and the real estate taken and as- 
sessed. The said books in which said proceedings have been entered as 
aforesaid, and the official files and papers of said board of public works, 
shall be deemed public records and be prima facie evidence of the facts 
therein stated, and certified copies thereof by the clerk or officer having 
proper custody thereof, with the seal of the board attached, shall be 
evidence in all courts to the same effect as if the originals were produced. 
The clerk of said board shall be entitled to receive from any private 
party the like fees as aire received for such services by the clerk of any 
court of record in this state. 

Sec. 34. Said board of park commissioners, at any time during the 
pendency of any proceedings for the condemnation of lands as aforesaid, 
up to and until the time of the confirmation of the assessment by the said 
board of public works, shall have the right, by a three-fourths (}) vote, 
to abandon all proceedings in respect to the whole improvement, when- 
ever it shall deem it for the interest of the city so to do. In case of the 
abandonment of such proceedings the secretary of said board of pork 
commissioners shall certify such action of the said board to the board of 
public works, and thereupon said board of public works shall discontinue 
any further proceedings on its part in the matter. 

Sec. 35. As soon as such condemnation proceedings shall have been 
completed and notice given that the money is in the city treasurer's 
hands ready to be paid for damages, an accurate description of the lands 
condemned, together with a statement of the amount of damages 
awarded and to be paid therefor, shall be certified by the president or 
vice president and secretary of the said board of park commissioners un- 
der its official seal, and filed for record in the office of the register of 
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deeds of Ramsey county, and said register of deeds shall record the same 
in the records of transfers of real estate in said county, which record 
shall be prima facie evidence of the title of said lands and the transfer 
of all the interest of the former owner or owners of the same to said 
city of St Paul. 

Said board of park commissioners shall also direct the commissioner 
of public works to prepare correct plans of all such lands as may be ac- 
quired under the provisions of this* act, one cf which shall be filed in 
the office of said l>oard of park commissioners, and one in the office of 
said commissioner of public works, and another in the office of the reg- 
ister of deeds of said Ramsey county, to* Ik> kept on file and of record in 
the office of the said register of deeds in the same manner as plats of 
additions in the said city of St. Paul. 

Sec. 3G. All expenditures of said board of park commissioners, pay- 
ment of which is not herein otherwise provided for, shall be paid from 
the park fund not otherwise appropriated, and all moneys received by 
said board from any source shall, where not herein otherwise directed, 
to be paid into the city treasurer, to the credit of said fund. 

Assessments collected shall be set apart and used only for the pur- 
pose for which they were levied. All assessments on property owned 
by the city shall be paid out of the general fund of the said city of St. 
Paid. Moneys of the park fund, when set apart for the purpose of pay- 
ing damages awarded, shall be and remain in the city treasury until the 
assessments for the same purpose are collected, by sale or otherwise, 
and shall then be applied with said assessments in payment of said dam- 
ages. 

Sec. 37. All expenditures under this chapter shall pe audited by- 
said board of park commissioners, and shall be paid by the city treasurer 
only upon warrants of said board signed by its president or vice presi- 
dent and secretary, and countersigned by the city comptroller. 

All damages payable to properly owners shall be paid from the funds 
provided therefor, and on warrants of said board, signed as aforesaid, 
and countersigned by the city com pt roller. Whenever the said board of 
park commissioners appropriates a portion of the park fund for condem- 
nation purposes, as hereinbefore provided, it shall transmit to the city 
comptroller and city treasurer a copy of the resolution so providing, where- 
upon said treasurer shall set apart and hold said sum to be applied, as 
herein provided. If the proceedings are abandoned, or said sum so set 
apart is ascertained to be in excess of forty (4<)) per cent of the entire 
costs of the improvement for which the same is appropriated, said board 
of park commissioners shall, upon such abandonment or the ascertain- 
ment of such excess, notify the said comptroller and treasurer thereof, 
and in case of an abandonment of condemnation proceedings, all tlie 
moneys so set apart, and in case of an excess, the portion thereof in 
excess of forty (40) per cent of the entire costs of the improvement shall at 
once be returned to and become a part of the park fund," and applicable to 
other uses. 
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Sec. 38. Whenever the title shall have been acquired by said city, for 
park purposes, to land constituting the shores of any stream, lake or 
pond, said board of park commissioners may regulate and control the use 
of such shore, and the water contiguous thereto, and in case such owner- 
ship shall embrace the entire shore of any such lake or pond, said board 
of park commissioners is vested with exclusive charge and control of the 
waters of said lake or pond, and may, in all things, regulate and govern 
the use of such waters. 

Sec. 30. Lands which may have been heretofore, or may be hereafter 
acquired for park purposes shall not be alienated nor diverted to other 
uses, and shall remain forever parks and parkways for the use of all 
the inhabitants of said city. 

Sec. 40. Said board of park commissioners may adopt rules to secure 
the quiet, orderly and suitable use and enjoyment of said parks and park- 
ways, by the people, and the common council shall provide ordinances to 
enforce them, and to fix penalties for the violation thereof; which ordi- 
nances shall take effect from and after the publication thereof in the 
official newspaper of said city, and the same shall be enforced by prose- 
cution by the corporation attorney in the municipal court of said city, 
as in the case of other ordinances of said city. The clerk of the munic- 
ipal court of said city of St. Paul, shall receive all fines and penalties 
Imposed by the said municipal court for the violation of park ordinances, 
and shall on the first (1st) Monday of every month deliver to the treasurer 
of said city all moneys so received, which shall be by him credited to said 
park fund. 

Sec. 41. At the request of the said board, the mayor shall from time 
to time, appoint such persons as the said board shall nominate for park 
policemen. All such policemen shall be under the control and direction 
of and subject to removal by the said board, and shall receive such com- 
pensation as may be fixed by the said board, which shall be paid out of 
the park fund. 

All policemen so appointed shall possess all the common law and 
statutory power of constables, and any warrants for search or arrest, 
issued by any magistrate or court of record in Ramsey county, may be 
executed by such policemen in any part of said county. 

Sec. 42. The common council of said city shall have the same power 
and jurisdiction in respect to laying water mains and sewers along the 
parkways in the said city as it now has in respect to laying the same 
along the public streets, and the same proceedings for levying and collect- 
ing special assessments for sewers along such streets shall apply to levy- 
ing and collecting the same for sewers laid along the parkways. 

Sec. 43. Said board of park commissioners may acquire 1 by gift with- 
out the corporate limits of said city, for park or parkways, any land 
or lands, and shall possess the same i>owers and jurisdiction over said 
park or parkways as If they were located within the city limits. 
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TITLE II. 



THE CARE OF STREET LAWNS. 

Section 1. Whenever a majority of the owners of property fronting 
on any street, or any portion of any street not less than one (1) block in 
length, in the city of St. Faul, wherein have been constructed or shall 
hereafter be constructed any grass plots between the sidewalk and road- 
way of such street, shall file a petition with the common council to place 
the grass plots in said street, or such portion of the street ii]M>ii which 
the property owned by the petitioners shall front, under the care and 
management of the board of park commissioners of such city, for rho 
purpose of having the grass cut upon such grass plots when necessary 
and otherwise caring for the same, the common council may, upon the- 
filing of such petition, pass a resolution placing the grass plots in the 
street or portion of the street described in such petition under the Juris- 
diction, care and management of the board of park comnrissioners for 
the purposes aforesaid; and upon the passage of such resolution It shall 
be the duty of the common council to furnish to the board of park com- 
missioners a certified copy of such resolution. 

Sec. 2. Upon the receipt by the board of park commissioners of a 
certified copy of such resolution, the grass plots upon the street or por- 
tion of street deseril>ed in said petition and in said resolution shall be 
under the jurisdiction, care and management of the board of park com- 
missioners for the purpose of cutting the grass thereon whenever neces- 
sary, and otherwise caring for the same, and thereupon the said board of 
park commissioners may cause the grass in said grass plots to be cut 
whenever necessary, and otherwise cared for, and the expense of such 
work shall, in the first instance, l>e payable out. of the general fund of the 
city of St. Paul. 

Sec. 3. It shall he the duty of the board of park commissioners to at 
all times keep accurate account of the cost of cutting and caring for the 
grass, as hereinbefore authorized in tills Title, in front of each lot or 
parcel of land fronting on such grass plots, and on or before the first 
day of October of each year, said board shall assess the cost and expenses 
of such work as has lx>eii done in front of each of such lots or parcels of 
land since the first day of Octol>er in the preceding year, including a pro- 
portionate part of the cost of the making of such assessment upon such lot 
or parcel of land. Provided, however, that no greater assessment shall be 
levied than two (2) cents for each lineal foot of the frontage of such lots on 
such grass plots. 

Sec. 4. On or before the first day of November of each year the board 
of park commissioners' shall transmit to the auditor of Ramsey county 
a certified copy of the assessment roll, and said county auditor shall ex- 
tend the assessments in proper columns against the pieces or parcels of 
land assessed, and such assessment shall be collected and the payment 
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thereof enforced in like manner as state and county taxes are collected 
In such county and state, and the payment thereof enforced. When such 
assessment shall have been collected, the amount thereof shall be paid 
by the treasurer of Ramsey county to the treasurer of the city of St. Paul, 
and shall, by said city treasurer be placed to the credit of the general 
fund of said city for the purpose of reimbursing said city for the cost of 
doing the work on account of which such assessment was made. 

If any such assessment shall be set aside as to any real estate for any 
cause, by the decision of any court or for any cause is found irregular or 
defective, the board of park commissioners may make a reassessment as 
to such property from time to time, and as often as needs be, until each 
lot or parcel of real estate has paid the cost of the cutting of the grass in 
front thereof, together with its proportionate part of the cost of making 
such assessment. 



TITLE III. 



THE PLANTING OF SHADE TREES ALONG AND UPON STREETS AND 

PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

Section 1. The board of park commissioners may, upon the petition 
of a majority of the owners of the property fronting upon any street, or 
any portion of any street not less than one (1) block in length, at its dis- 
cretion, cause suitable shade trees to be planted along or upon any street 
or alley or any portion thereof, and upon any public grounds in the city 
of St. Paid, and may cause to be assessed upon the piece or parcel of land 
abutting upon such street, alley or public grounds, and benefited by such 
improvement, the cost of purchasing and planting such trees, together 
with such sum as may be deemed necessary for the purpose of properly 
caring for such trees for the period of three (3) years after such planting; 
the sum so assessed shall not be greater than twelve and a half (12*) cents 
per front foot upon any piece or parcel of land; and any tree dying within 
three (3) years after having been planted by said board of park commis- 
sioners shall be replaced by said lioard without additional assessment. 

Sec. 2. Said board shall, by resolution, direct the amount to be as- 
sessed against each piece or parcel of land, and said assessment shall be 
deemed to include all pieces or parcels of land benefited, and the secre- 
tary of said board shall on or before the first day of Octolwr of each year 
transmit to the auditor of Ramsey county a certified copy of all such reso- 
lutions not previously certified to said county auditor, and said county 
auditor shall extend the assessment in the proper columns against the 
pieces or parcels assessed, and such assessment shall be collected, ami the 
proceeds of such assessment when collected shall be paid oveir by the 
treasurer of Ramsey county to the treasurer of Ihe city of St. Paul to be 
placed by him to the credit of the park fund of the said city of St. Paul.

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PRESIDENTS REPORT. 



After years of tedious delay and baffled efforts the long cherished 
plans of the board for the acquisition of Phalen park, of the Como park 
extension, and of Shadow Falls park were accomplished during the 
past year. 

I'HALEN PARK. 

Phalen park, with the boulevard around the lake, within the city 
limits, embraces about 128 acres, to which may be added about fifteen 
acres for the boulevard to be acquired outside the city limits, around the 
northern portion of Lake Phalen and along the creek connecting it with 
Lake Gervais. Mcst of this extramural land will be secured by donation. 
Legislation has been asked for at the present session to authorize the con- 
demnation of such land for parkway purposes as cannot be obtained 
by gift. 

The proposed improvements include the widening and deepening of the 
creek for a boatway between the lakes, and when carried out will make 
Phalen park in some respects the most attractive park in the city. It will 
differ widely from Como park in its large extent of water area, which will 
comprise 387 acres in Lake Phalen and 217 in Lake Gervais, or 604 acres 
in the two, about six times the area of Lake Como. With the enlargement 
of Phalen creek it will afford a continuous stretch of waterway for motor 
barges and row boats of over three miles in length, with a driveway 
around the shores and along the creek some nine miles long. Illuminated 
by electric lights at night, the effect will be magical in the allurements it 
will lend to a water promenade. Art can add but little to the natural 
beauty of the park proper. 
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The first step in its improvement will be taken next spring, when the 
dredge now in process of removal from Lake Como will be put in opera- 
tion to dredge out the many acres of mud shallows, with their growth 
of aquatic weeds, at the lower enu of the lake. The material will be 
largely used on the shore boulevards. Until the needed land outside the 
city shall be acquired but little else can be done. But, if possible, a tem- 
porary pavilion should be erected and some boats put in the lake. Lake 
Phalen is so admirably adapted to all sorts of aquatic sports and recrea- 
tions that in affording the amplest facilities for these we can best con- 
tribute to the popularity of the park, and at the same time develop 
needed sources of revenue for its improvement and maintenance. 



COMO PARK EXTENSION. 

This comprises thirteen acres, covering the bed of what was, until 
drained off, the northwestern arm of Lake Como, and the slopes of the ad- 
jacent hills. By its acquisition the park is extended to its natural hill 
boundaries on the north, and its improvement will convert an unsightly 
morass and thicket into one of the most beautiful sections of the park. It 
was at one time intended to dredge out a lagoon through this swamp, ter- 
minating in basins for public baths. But they would have been neces- 
sarily small, and Dr. Ohage has so well supplied the need of public baths 
on a large scale that this smaller project has been abandoned as no longer 
necessary. 

We have also acquired by purchase and donation about six acres 
more on the east and northeast side of Lake Como, on the upland ter- 
races overlooking the lake boulevard, making in all about nineteen acres 
which have recently been added to the land area of Como park. A very 
desirable improvement which these purchases will enable us to carry out 
will be the completion of the upper roadway along these hill slopes and 
terraces, which is now partially graded along the private property line on 
the eastern boundary of the park, and which is to be continued along the 
hills which form the northern boundary of the park to Hamline avenue. 
In addition to its value as a service road for the owners of the adjacent 
property, it will form a very attractive driveway, commanding a con- 
tinuous succession of beautiful views of the park. 



SHADOW FALLS PARK. 

This flark embraces the picturesque ravine of Shadow Falls, in close 
proximity to the western end of Summit avenue boulevard, and a strip of 
land a quarter of a mile long for a parkway, extending down to the river 
line. It embraces seventeen acres, and for its acquisition without cost to 
the city we are indebted to the intelligent and generous public spirit of 
Archbishop Ireland, the owner of this and adjacent property. It includes 
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space for a roadway around the ravine, and an avenue 200 feet wide 
along the river bluff between the city limits and Laurel avenue has Ions 
been dedicated to the public, under the name of Summit avenue, the 
name indicating that it was intended as a lateral extension of Summit ave- 
nue proper. Its name should be changed to Mississippi river boulevard, 
as we call it in our park board nomenclature. The Shadow Falls parkway 
will add the missing link necessary to connect it with Summit avenue 
boulevard. It is proposed next spring to commence improving the roadway 
around Shadow Falls ravine and along the top of the bluff to Marshall 
avenue. For this purpose we have asked the council to turn over to the 
jurisdiction of the board that part of the boulevard between Laurel and 
Marshall avenues. This should be followed by the condemnation for park 
purposes of the entire bluff within these limits to the river line. The 
time has not yet come for the improvement of that portion of the boule- 
vard between Marshall avenue and the city limits. An important prelimi- 
nary to this improvement shculd be the condemnation of the entire adja- 
cent bluff to the river line. This would give the park board control of those 
beautiful bluff slopes from the south side of Summit avenue to the city 
limits, except the small section thereof which has been transferred to the 
general government for the approaches to the upper dam. When opened 
to travel, this boulevard, commanding at every point the changing views 
of the picturesque trough of the Mississippi river, will be one of the most 
enchanting driveways in the world. This will be true even of the half a 
mile section of it which it is proposed to improve this year. It is exceed- 
ingly desirable that the improvement be extended as soon as possible to 
the city limits to connect with the East Side boulevard of the Minneapolis 
system, but within the present limits of the park fund it is financially 
impossible to do this at present. 



INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 



This park, rich in the possession of the tumular antiquities from which 
it derives its name, is still richer in the magnificent view it commands of 
the hill-bound reaches of the winding valley of the Mississippi, and for 
these reasons has become one of the most popular park resorts in the city. 
The crowds of visitors that, during the warm season, throng this little 
strip of ground, include many strangers whose unstinted admiration of 
the superb prospect and the immediate surroundings shows that our own 
citizens do not place too high a value upon this pearl of our park system. 
As its popularity grows, every year adds emphasis to the complaint that its 
limited area is absolutely disproportionate to its importance as a park. 
It is hoped that means may be found soon to enlarge it to suitable dimen- 
sions and to take in some of the more picturesque and attractive features 
of Its environment. 
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LEXINGTON PARKWAY. 

Some progress has been made towards carrying out the plans of the 
board for converting Lexington avenue into a suitable parkway approach 
from Summit avenue to Conio park. To afford the proper space for the 
needed lawn and tree ornamentation it was necessary to widen the avenue, 
now only eighty feet wide. The chief obstacle was that the lots lie, with 
exceptions, lengthwise of the street, fronting on the cross streets. The 
difficulties encountered were so many that an attempt was made to estab- 
lish the proposed parkway on Dunlap, the next street west of Lexington. 
As this street had never been opened, but was in its original state of 
virgin prairie, it was hcped that the property owners would enthusiastic- 
ally welcome and assist the efforts of the board to convert this obscure 
and undeveloped street into a magnificent parkway. Instead of that some 
of them saw in it only an opportunity to demand absurdly extravagant 
prices for their property. Meanwhile a number of the leading owners of 
property along Lexington petitioned the board to return to their original 
scheme of a parkway along that avenue. After written and verbal as- 
surances of their co-operation, including agreements to donate a large part 
of the land needed for widening the avenue, the board has ordered the 
condemnation of forty feet on each side of Lexington avenue, ten feet 
thereof on each side to be used for widening the avenue, while the remain- 
ing thirty feet will form public lawns between the street and any houses 
that may be erected on adjacent lots. The board of public works is now 
proceeding to carry out this order. A considerable part of these forty 
feet strips will be voluntarily donated by the owners. Others will be willing 
to take reasonable prices. A few only show a disposition to exact exorbi- 
tant and unreasonable prices. Unless the proceeding is defeated by the 
latter there is now every prospect that Lexington parkway will be in 
process of improvement during this year. 

The improvement cf that portion of the parkway north of the Great 
Northern tracks will, with the approval of the board, begin in the spring 
in the grading to the street level of the forty-foot strip donated by the 
Northern Pacific for this purpose on the west side of the avenue. When 
this has been done we may, with the better grace, ask the Northern Pa- 
cific to co-operate with us in cutting down the grade of Lexington avenue 
under their tracks, preparatory to their construction of a suitable bridge 
over this crossing. The desirability of the speediest possible prosecution of 
this improvement is accentuated by the fact that the adjacent portion of 
Como park, north of the Northern Pacific tracks, has been graded down 
to the level of the proposed cut, leaving the avenue high above the park 
and the roadways intended to connect with it. 

Under the agreement of the board with the St. Paul Street Railway 
company the latter is under obligation to erect two bridges within three 
years from this time over the park roadways. Negotiations are on foot 
which it is hoped will result in the construction of one of these bridges 
very soon across Lexington avenue. When these improvements shall be 
completed Lexington avenue will form a magnificent approach to the park, 
commanding two at least of its leading entrances. 
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WIDENING COMO AVENUE. 

At the request of this board a strip of ten feet on the vacant lots on 
each side of Como avenue, between Front street and the Como avenue 
bridge, has been condemned by the city in order to widen that avenue to 
100 feet. This is a meager allowance for lawn and tree planting purposes 
along a street occupied with double street railway tracks, but it will admit 
at least of some ornamentation along a portion of this section of Como 
avenue. A more liberal policy should be pursued with reference to the 
portion of Como avenue between the bridge and Rice street. As Lexington 
avenue is destined to form the chief uptown approach to Como park, so 
Como avenue with Park avenue, Central avenue and Central park must 
form the main down-town approach to the park. From Central park to 
Rice street no difficulty presents itself. But from Rice street to the 
bridge the proper improvement of Como avenue for this purpose involves 
difficulties which can only be overcome by the exclusion of the roadway 
north of the street railway tracks from the scheme of ornamentation, 
leaving it wholly to the business uses to which it is destined by its prox- 
imity to the Great Northern railroad tracks, and by adding at least forty 
feet to the width of the avenue south of the street railway tracks. I 
venture to recommend that immediate, or, at least, that early, steps be 
taken to condemn a strip of land of that width for parkway purposes 
along that avenue. It would be better if most of the triangular blocks 
along this portion of the avenue were included in the condemnation, but 
I hesitate to urge so ambitious a scheme of expansion, in view of the 
large and increasing demands upon the park fund by reason of our in- 
creased park and parkway areas. 

STRUCTURAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

The erection of a new stable and the conversion of the old one into 
a neat and attractive office building are important additions to the struc- 
tural formation of Como park. Arrangements have been made for the 
construction this season of a stationary music stand, supported on cement 
columns, in the lake opposite the pavilion. Its position, some 50 feet dis- 
tant from the pavilion, was chosen with reference to the future enlarge- 
ment of the pavilion with a spacious covered auditorium, which is one 
of the most pressing needs of the near future. It should be adapted to 
winter as well as summer uses, with ample warming accommodations 
in the basement for the throngs of skaters who visit the ice rinks of 
Lake Como. 

The playgrounds in the southwest section of the park are now nearly 
ready for use, and when opened to the public a small refreshment and 
shelter pavilion will be needed there, as well as on the picnic grounds. 

The board has been fortunate in the donation by public spirited citi- 
zens of two hygienic fountains, one of marble by Butler & Ryan and the 
other of granite by the Commercial club. There is need of half a dozen 
more of these elegant and useful works of art in Como park alone, and it 
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is to be hoped that other citizens may embrace the opportunity to orna- 
ment the grounds with these graceful witnesses to their liberality. 

The need of a water tower, with a reservoir capacity of 400,000 gal- 
lons, for the irrigation of the southwest eighty acres of the park, is 
pointed out by the superintendent. 

UKAS8 CUTTING AND TREE PLANTING. 

Under the legislation secured in 1899 the grass on nine and one-half 
miles of street lawns was cut last year, at an expense of $904.47, and 224 
elm trees were planted on seven streets. The board has no power to cut the 
grass or plant trees on street lawns except upon the petition of a majority 
of the property owners on the street or section of the street concerned. 
It was in many cases due to the efforts of the Civic League that the peti- 
tions for this purpose were obtained. The great improvement in the ap- 
pearance of the streets where the work has been done by the park board 
should serve as a sufficient stimulus to property owners on neglected 
streets without imposing any further burden of this kind on the Civic 
League. If they shall improve the opportunity thus presented, every neg- 
lected residence street in the city could be made as attractive as the vari- 
ous avenues which have been clothed with the beauty of trees and smooth- 
ly shaven lawns.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report 
as superintendent for the year ending Dec. 31, 1900. 

GENERAL CARE OF GROUNDS. 

The great amount and variety of work done in connection with this 
item would be too much for minute description here. It will suffice to 
state that all the grounds were cared for in the best possible manner. The 
drives, paths, trees, shrubs, turf, buildings, settees and benches, boats, ma- 
chinery, wagons, fountains, sewers, catch basins, culverts, etc., were 
kept in good repair. All animals and other property of the board were 
well cared for. In the early part of the summer a large additional force of 
employes was necessary for watering trees, shrubs and grass. Owing to a 
great deficiency in rainfall, great efforts had to be made in distributing 
water to much suffering vegetation. It was necessary to employ a night 
force of twenty-five men in addition to the then large force of men em- 
ployed during the day time sprinkling lawns, etc. 

NURSERY. 

The condition of the nursery is very promising. The development 
of the trees and shrubs is very satisfactory. During the past season 1,309 
trees were taken out of the nursery and planted in park grounds. One 
thousand nine hundred and fifty-six trees, 844 shrubs and 1,112 seedlings 
were added to tire nursery rows. All the trees planted on city streets were 
purchased, as our nursery stock was not large enough. A detailed report 
of street planting is appended. 

GREENHOUSES. 

The improvements on greenhouses during the season were not of a 
character to relieve the crowded space. The amount of $982.24 had to be 
spent, largely in repairs of two old and dilapidated propagating houses, and 
while no additional room was gained, the renovation of these houses will 
result in much better facilities for easier growth and healthier plants. The 
inadequate capacity of the greenhouses makes itself felt more every year. 
The very good collection of tropical plants will in a short time be valueless 
as specimen plants, on account of the present overcrowded condition. 
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FLORAL DECORATIONS. 

By the aid of propagating houses we have been enabled to gratify the 
wish of our citizens who appreciate a good flower show, but the continuous 
extension of the park system increases the demand for flowering plants so 
much that our present range of propagating houses is inadequate. During 
the past season we raised 170,448 bedding plants. These were planted in. 
the following places:

NEW BUILDINGS. 

The new barn has been completed during the year. This improve- 
ment will enable the department to concentrate the storerooms, tool- 
houses, barns and shops in a location more adapted for such buildings, 
and away from the most frequented portions of the park drives, available 
of easy access from the boundary streets of the park, and conveniences 
for management will make the building an economic venture. 

The work of constructing the building was done by contract, on 
plans drawn by the superintendent of parks. The building contains three 
floors, of a total space of 10,720 feet, the total cost being $7,188.13. After 
completion of the new barn the building formerly used as such, and located 
near the greenhouse, was vacated, and became available for other uses. 
Consequently your board ordered this building to be rearranged, reno- 
vated and fitted out for an office building, which was done. By this 
transformation a disfigurement on the face of the park was obliterated, 
and replaced by a feature more in harmony with its surroundings. The 
cost of the improvement was $1,127.72. 

FORESTRY. 



One of the most important works in park culture is the care of trees. 
During the year the work of pruning and otherwise caring for trees was 
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carried on. Many old crowded and diseased trees were removed, to the 
advantage of the healthy ones remaining. Great trouble and annoyance 
was experienced by tbe lines of electric light wires, especially in wet 
weather, when, by the force of the wind, swaying branches of trees are 
brought in contact with live wires. On Como avenue boulevard four trees 
were practically ruined from this cause. A great deal of spraying of 
trees for the destruction of insects was necessary, and was successfully 
carried on. All the trees in all the small parks of the city were trimmed. 
The careful trimming and thinning out of the trees in the natural wooded 
portion of Como park has resulted in improving the characteristic beauty 
and pleasing features of individual trees and the natural massing of wood- 
land effect. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

Numerous extensions to pipe lines were made during the past year in 
different portions of Como park. For the proper irrigation of a large por- 
tion of the southerly eighty acres, especially for the high plateau com- 
prising the ball grounds, a tower should be built, containing a reservoir of 
400,000 gallons capacity. The great distance away from the old water 
tower and the friction in the pipes diminish the water pressure too much. 
Six thousand eight hundred and thirteen feet of pipes were laid during the 
year. The cost for fittings and pipes was $1,108.27. 

PUMPING STATION. 



Owing to the extremely dry weather during the earlier part of the 
summer the efficiency of the pumping plant was well tested. The ma- 
chinery was 352 days in operation, and a total of 277,476,060 gallons of 
water was pumped, making a daily average of 788,284 gallons. The plant 
being well taken care of, no repairs were necessary. Again I take the 
liberty to suggest that the large metal valves in the pump be taken out and 
small rubber valves substituted. This would greatly increase the economy 
of the working capacity of the pump, as it would very materially decrease 
the amount of slip, and cause the machinery to work more quietly. The 
estimated expense would be about $350. 

BOATING. 

A total of 9,809 tickets for row boats were issued. The total receipts 
were $2,130.72. In addition to row boats, an electric launch was operated. 
The charge for a round trip was ten cents. Our record shows that 5.115 
passengers were carried. Of this number 3,873 were children over five and 
under ten years of age, and 1,280 children under five years of age, who 
were carried free. The net income from boating is $1,700.32. 
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WINTER SPOUTS. 

A skating rink and horse race track on the ice of the lake have been 
maintained. The attendance has been very large, especially so on Sundays 
and holidays. The expense of cleaning off snow and planing of ice was 
1122.42. The warming rooms were heated by the party having the re- 
freshment privilege. 

CARE OF WILD ANIMALS. 

The present construction of the receptacle for our wild animals must 
be greatly improved. The diversified character of our collection, even in 
their large inclosure, is apt to bring on trouble among themselves as 
soon as one of its members shows a disposition to be quarrelsome. One 
elk and one deer (doe) died during the past season from injuries received 
from an enraged deer buck. 

HORSES FOR THE DEPARTMENT. 

After a six months' closely tabulated working, an estimate of the 
capability of our own teams as compared with hired teams was made, and 
the result showed that there was a gain of thirty-four per cent in favor 
of our own teams. Besides, these teams being entirely under our own 
control, they are available at any time for any kind of work. One horse 
has died and one was purchased. 

GROUND IMPROVEMENT. 

Nearly one-half of our total appropriation was spent for improve- 
ments, but as 112,400.27 was needed for buildings, only $18,000 remained 
for ground improvements. Considerable work was done in grading 
grounds and boundary driveway on the east side of Lake Como, and 
grading grounds, macadamizing driveway and planting trees on south 
eighty acres of Como park. The expenses for each park, including all im- 
provements, were as follows:

GENERAL MAINTENANCE. 

All the parks received the uBual care of the annual routine work of 
maintenance. Although the grounds have been visited by many thousands 
of people no depredations worthy of serious attention have been com- 
mitted. The only nuisance which we have to contend with, and which 
causes the expenditure of quite a sum of money each season, is the scat- 
tering of waste paper and other refuse. The receptacles placed at con- 
venient intervals are ignored by people who are otherwise neat and orderly, 
and a verbal remonstrance against this vicious habit in each case is out 
of the question. 

DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 

A great improvement to the park, and a valuable hygienic adjunct in 
dispensing drinking water to a great number of people without danger 
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of pollution, has been effected by the erection of two so-called bubble 
fountains. One was presented to the board by the contracting firm of 
Butler & Ryan. This is made of Georgia marble. The other was presented 
by the Commercial club, and is made of granite. Both fountains are very 
ornamental, and were very much patronized and appreciated by the public. 
Four more of this type of fountains could be placed advantageously, and 
it is to be hoped that they will be donated in the near future. 

PARK DRIVES. 

In addition to the ordinary maintenance about four miles of drives 
were resurfaced with fine screened gravel. One thousand two hundred and 
fifty yards were used. The lawns and borders of Midway parkway were 
planted and seeded. The grass seed, owing to extremely dry weather the 
early part of the summer, did not germinate, and the whole area was re- 
seeded early in the fall Summit avenue boulevard, of which only the grass 
plats and planting are in care of the board, was for its whole distance prop- 
erly cared for. About 1,000 feet of twelve-inch sewer pipe was used in re- 
placing old and decayed wooden culverts across under driveways. At 
least twice as many more feet of sewer pipe will be needed to make nec- 
essary repairs in the same line. 

LANGFORD PARK. 

All the trees and shrubs planted the previous year are in satisfactory 
condition. A system of water pipes through the whole park was laid, and 
the grounds were kept in good condition. 

HAMPDEN PARK. 

While the area of this park is only two and three-fourths acres, yet, 
owing to its peculiar situation — starting at a narrow point, gradually 
widening out, following the natural contours, expanding into a wide, open 
space at its lower end, and encircled by winding roads, with its healthy 
and thrifty growth of trees and shrubs — it forms quite an attractive 
feature of the neighboorhood. Extensive repairs to water pipes wera 
made, and the park was kept in fine condition. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

The park has been a favorite spot for a great multitude of people. 
A small refreshment pavilion was built at Earl street entrance. Five 
concerts were given in the park, and additional seats were placed. The 
park was maintained in first-class condition. No improvements were 
made on grading grounds, and only twenty-two trees were planted. 
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SMALL PARKS AND SQUARES. 

All these were carefully looked after, and have been kept up as usual. 
A great many of these small parks are used by neighborhood children as 
playgrounds, and as there seems to be much unfavorable criticism by 
some of the neighbors the practice has been stopped. Where all the people 
were favorable the playing in the parks was allowed, and no permanent 
damage resulted therefrom. The following table shows a condensed state- 
ment of maintenance expenses for the year:

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BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 



On Jan. 1, 1900, the board consisted of Messrs. Percy D. Godfrey, Will- 
iam Hamm, Reese M. Newport and Joseph A. Wheelock. 

The common council set aside for the maintenance of the park system, 
for the year 1900, the sum of $60,000, same being appropriated from the 
general fund of the city, and credited to the park fund. 

Jan. 10, 1900, the board received a communication from the board of 
public works, notifying the board of park commissioners of the confirma- 
tion of the assessment of benefits and damages for condemning certain 
tracts of land for park purposes, to be known as "Lake Iris Park Enlarge- 
ment and Como Park Extension." 

SHADOW FALLS PARK. 

On Jan. 10, 1900, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolutions 
adopted Dec. 18, 1899, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city 
of St Paul, to be known as "Shadow Falls Park" (see Description Park 
Board Book, page 258), and further ordered and directed the said board 
of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and 
compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said lots, tracts, pieces 
or parcels of land, or to any other persons interested in said condemna- 
tion by reason thereof, and also to assess the amount of such damages, 
compensation and expenses thereof on the real property to be especially 
benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the benefits 
accruing to such real property, not to exceed such benefits. 



S GROUP PLANTIN' 
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SHADE TREES. 

Pursuant to resolution of the board, adopted April 10, 1899, relating 
to the planting of shade trees, authorized by an act of legislature, the 
following petitions for planting shade trees were received, same being 
signed by a majority of the property owners: 

Western avenue, from Summit avenue to Holly avenue. 

Sherburne avenue, from Farrington avenue to Gaultler street. 

Carter avenue, from County Road to Eustis street. 

Fairmount avenue, between Dale street and St. Albans street. 

Osceola avenue, from Pleasant avenue to Victoria street. 

The superintendent of parks was instructed to proceed aB soon as con- 
venient to plant trees on the above streets. 

On April 12, 1900, the board, by resolution, appointed Fred Nussbaumer 
superintendent of parks for the ensuing year. 

At the annual and regular meeting of the board, held April 16, 1900, 
the following officers were elected for the ensuing year: President, Joseph 
A. Wheelock; vice president, William Hamm. 

During the year the board held eighteen meetings. 

On May 2, 1900, Mayor A. R. Kiefer appointed Leon T. Chamberlain 
a member of this board, vice Percy D. Godfrey, whose term of office had 
expired. 

On May 8, 1900, the board, by resolution, rescinded, annulled and re- 
pealed all resolutions and proceedings heretofore had in the matter of ac- 
quiring land for the purpose of public park, to be known as "Shadow Falls 
Park." 



CUTTING GRASS. 

During the year the common council, by resolutions, placed the fol- 
lowing streets and avenues under the care and jurisdiction of the board of 
park commissioners, for the purpose of having the grass cut upon the 
grass plats in front of the following property: 

Osceola avenue, Pleasant to Victoria. 

Fairmount avenue, Dale to Victoria. 

SHADOW FALLS PARK. 

On June 11, 1900, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolutions 
adopted May 8, 1900, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city 
of St. Paul, to be known as "Shadow Falls Park" (see Description Park 
Board Book, page 285), and further ordered and directed the said board 
of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and 
compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said lots, tracts, pieces 
or parcels of land, or to any other persons interested in said condemna- 
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tion by reason thereof, and also to assess the amount of such damages, 
compensation and expenses thereof on the real property to be especially 
benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the benefits 
accruing to such real property, not to exceed such benefits. 

On June 11, 1900, Mayor A. R. Klefer appointed Gustav Willlus a mem- 
ber of this board, vice Gen. R. M. Newport, whose term of office had ex- 
pired. 

On June 11, 1900, the board, by resolution, entered into an agreement 
with P. S. Hendrickson & Co. for the leasing of the privileges in and about 
Indian Mounds park for a period of three years from June 11, 1900. 

BROOKLYN SQUARE. 

On Aug. 20, 1900, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted Aug. 6, 1900, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 of block 10, Brooklyn, West St Paul, for 
a public park, for the* use of the city of St. Paul, and further ordered 
and directed the said board of public works to ascertain and determine the 
amount of damages and compensation to be paid to each of the owners of 
said lots, or to any other person interested in said condemnation by reason 
thereof, and also to assess the amount of such damages, compensation 
and expenses thereof on the real property to be especially benefited by the 
contemplated improvement, in proportion to the benefits accruing to such 
real property, not to exceed such benefits. 

The board, by resolution, acknowledge the donation by the Commer- 
cial Club of a hygienic granite drinking fountain for Como park; also two 
elks for the zoological collection at Como park. 

DUNLAP PARKWAY. 

On Sept. 20, 1900, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted Sept. 20, 1900, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a park and parkway for the use of the city 
of St. Paul, to be known as "Dunlap parkway" (see Description Park 
Board Book, page 315), and further ordered and directed the said board 
of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and 
compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said lots, tracts, pieces 
or parcels of land, or to any other persons interested in said condemna- 
tion by reason thereof, and also to assess the amount of such damages, 
compensation and the expenses thereof on the real property to be espe- 
cially benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the 
benefits accruing to such real property not to exceed such benefits. 

ASSESSMENTS FOR PLANTING TREES AND CUTTING GRASS. 

On Oct. 2, 1900, the board of park commissioners pursuant to law 
levied assessments for cutting grass, amounting to $904.47, and for plant- 
ing trees, amounting to $986.51. 
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On Dec. 19, 1900, the board, by resolution, pursuant to resolution 
adopted Dec. 19, 1900, ordered and directed the board of public works to 
condemn certain property for a public parkway for the use of the city 
of St. Paul, to be known as "Lexington parkway" (see Description Park 
Board Book, page 346), and further ordered and directed the said board 
of public works to ascertain and determine the amount of damages and 
compensation to be paid to each of the owners of said lots, tracts, pieces 
or parcels of land, or to any other persons interested in said condemna- 
tion by reason thereof, and also to assess the amount of such damages, 
compensation and the expenses thereof on the real property to be espe- 
cially benefited by the contemplated improvement in proportion to the 
benefits accruing to such real property not to exceed such benefits.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 



PARK AND PARKWAY EXTENSIONS. 
TNDIAN MOUND® PARK. 

Large advances have been made during the past year in the acquisition 
of valuable park areas. Under a law passed last winter, authorizing park 
boards to contract for the purchase of lands under certain conservative 
safeguards, the board since May last has purchased over 35 acres of lots 
and unplatted lands adjacent to Indian Mounds Park, and proceedings have 
been instituted for the condemnation of about 8% acres more of lots held 
at prices deemed exorbitant or for which no valid title could be given, thus 
enlarging the park from its narrow fringe of 17% acres along the bluff to 
over 60 acres. These acquisitions extend it eastward to the boundaries of 
the beautiful tract of 22 acres on which the State Fish Hatchery is now 
permanently established, and which, for all practical purposes, when the 
contemplated road connections are constructed according to plans mutually 
agreed upon by the Game and Fish Commission and this board, become a 
portion of Indian Mounds Park, although not under the jurisdiction of this 
board. So that as the result of our work during 1901 the area of Indian 
Mounds Park has been virtually expanded from the meager strip of 
17% acres along the bluff which supports the mounds to a splendid 
park of over 82 acres worthy of its unique position as commanding one of 
the finest prospects in America. The total cost of the 35 acres purchased 
for this park was $29,377. The estimated cost of 8% acres to be condemned 
is about $11,000, or a little over $40,000 for the entire 43% acres. 
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Through the land thus acquired it is proposed to construct a new and 
delightful approach to Indian Mounds Park from the end of Hoffman ave- 
nue along the edge of the bluff and to continue this roadway through the 
park and through the lands acquired on its eastern border by an easy de- 
scent to the picturesque grounds of the Fish Hatchery. Heretofore the Fish 
Hatchery has been very difficult of access by reason of the steepness of the 
only roadway to it through a precipitous ravine. The roadway planned 
by Superintendent Nussbaumer will have a comparatively easy grade, and 
this convenient and pleasing approach to it through Indian Mounds Park 
will unquestionably make this always popular resort much more so than 
ever before. It is needless to say that it will add largely to the attractive- 
ness of Indian Mounds Park. The land acquired abounds in picturesque 
features which admirably adapt it to park purposes. It should be added 
that without the aid of Controller J. J. McCardy, who found purchasers for 
the contracts made by the board, we should probably have been unable to 
effect the acquisition of these lands. 



PHALEN PARK. 

To the 129 acres acquired as the result of condemnation proceedings 
last year for Phalen Park and boulevard was added this year a tract of 
about 43 acres, outside the city limits, adjacent to the northern boundary 
of the park — purchased by the county commissioners for the sum of $10,000 
and virtually donated by the county commissioners to the city for park 
purposes. A quit-claim deed from the grantor to the city confirms the title 
to the city. This, with the remaining land to be acquired outside the city 
limits, the donation of nearly all of which is promised, will raise the area 
of Phalen Park to about 178 acres. An undivided half interest in 15 
acres of the Bazille tract remains to be condemned, which will add 7*« 
more acres to this tract. The extension of the boulevard along Phalen 
creek to Lake Gervais will add another 20 acres, making the total area of 
this park about 206 acres. 

COMO PARK. 

About eight acres have also been added this year to the dimensions of 
Como Park — half of this for lots fronting on Como Lake boulevard. The 
remaining four acres consist mainly of the block of land encircled by the 
street railway loop at the entrance of Como Park, and acquired under a 
contract with the street railway company whereby, in consideration of the 
privilege granted to them of changing the location and character of their 
tracks into Como Park from a single track loop around the block to a 
double track through it, they have agreed to pay the purchase price of this 
block and cause it to be conveyed to the city for park purposes, and also 
to construct a bridge on Lexington avenue over their tracks. 
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THE MISSISSIPPI RIVRR BOULEVARD. 

One of the earliest plans of the park board contemplated the construc- 
tion of a boulevard along the bluffs of the Mississippi river, from the city 
limits southward to a point about two miles below Fort Snelling bridge. 
About a mile and a half of this proposed boulevard — 200 feet wide from the 
city limits to Laurel avenue — was laid out and dedicated on the plat of Des- 
noyer's addition and fn 1889 a survey was made under the authority of the 
park board for the extension of this boulevard along the bluffs southward 
to the point above mentioned. Inflated values, followed by hard times, 
made it necessary to postpone any attempts to carry out this plan until 
recently, when, thanks to the enlightened liberality of Archbishop Ireland, 
the board was enabled to acquire for park and parkway purposes the 
beautiful wooded tract of 16 acres between Summit and Laurel avenues in- 
cluding Shadow Falls ravine and a strip of land around it and along the 
top of the river bluff, and includes its wooded slopes to the river's edge. 

SHADOW FALLS PARK AND BOULEVARD. 

As the result of this acquisition there was constructed during the year 
a roadway through the woods around this ravine and along the edge of 
the bluff from Summit avenue to Marshall avenue which in its wealth of 
sylvan association and picturesque scenery is one of the most enchanting 
drives in the country. The slopes of the bluffs between Laurel and Mar- 
shall avenues are in process of condemnation upon the order of the board. 
As soon as financially possible this improvement should be extended north- 
ward on the line of the dedicated boulevard above referred to — and mean- 
while the slopes of the bluffs between the boulevard and the river should 
be condemned for parkway purposes. It will largely decrease the cost of 
this improvement of the line if the boulevard is deflected to pass around 
the deep ravine bordering the grounds of the Town and Country Club 
Instead of crossing It at the mouth, which would require a very costly 
bridge. The ravine itself should be acquired as a part of the boulevard 
system so that its picturesque features may be permanently preserved. 
This boulevard, when extended to the city limits, will articulate with the 
Minneapolis East Side boulevard already constructed from Franklin street 
bridge southward. 

THE FINEST RIVER DRIVE IN AMERICA. 

Meanwhile, as preliminary to condemnation proceedings, the board has 
ordered a resurvey of the remaining portion of the projected Mississippi 
River boulevard between Summit avenue and Fort Snelling bridge and 
thence along the bluff to a point of intersection with Pleasant avenue ex- 
tended to the bluff line, and including the slopes of the bluffs to the river's 
edge up to a point a short distance below 1< ort Snelling bridge. A part of 
this bluff property it is hoped to acquire by gift, while condemnation pro- 
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ceedings will be necessary to secure the rest. With its acquisition and 
improvement the City of St. Paul will possess a driveway about 8^> miles 
long along the summit Of the bluff walls on the east side of the Mississippi 
which eminent landscape architects agree in saying will have no equal in 
America in the picturesque aspects of the river scenery which it will com- 
mand and in the beauty of its forest environment. 

ITS INTBRURBAN ASPECTS. 

Meanwhile the Minneapolis park board are about to acquire the cor- 
responding edge and slopes of the bluffs on the western side of the river 
from Riverside Park to Minnehaha reservation, which it is hoped the mili- 
tary authorities will extend or permit to be extended to Fort Sn el ling 
bridge, which will form one connecting link between the two boulevards, 
as Marshall avenue bridge will form another. With these connections the 
twin boulevards will form a circuit along the summits of the bluff hills on 
both sides of the river and duplicate, in one enchanting drive, the charms 
of each. There will be nothing like it or approaching it in beauty in any 
other American city. To add to its attractions, the government is engaged 
in building two dams, one near the outlet of Minnehaha creek and the other 
near the city limits of St. Paul, for the purpose of making the river naviga- 
ble to Minneapolis. The result will be to form a placid lake, some 2% miles 
long, walled in by the picturesque bluffs of the Mississippi, which will af- 
ford a delightful promenade for boating parties and the various forms of 
acquatic recreation. The expenditure by the government of some millions 
of dollars in otherwise useful improvements which will add this very at- 
tractive feature to the park system of the two cities cannot be too highly 
appreciated. It would be highly desirable if these twin river boulevards 
could be connected by another bridge thrown across the Mississippi at Min- 
nehaha Park, in which case it would be in order to revive the old scheme 
of Hiawatha Park on the east side of the Mississippi opposite the former. 
But the project would be far too costly to be entertained in these days. 
Possibly means may be found to utilize the government dam for this pur- 
pose by means of a swinging bridge across the lock. 

Meanwhile it is of the first importance that the bridges we have be 
kept free from obstructions. It has been announced that the Twin City 
Rapid Transit Company proposes to extend a new interurban railway over 
Marshall avenue bridge, or Lake street bridge, as it is called in Minneap- 
olis. This bridge was jointly constructed and is jointly owned by both 
cities. Intended only for carriage traffic, the roadway across it is only 18 
feet wide, with six foot sidewalks. As the railway tracks would occupy 19 
feet, their extension across it would be such an obstruction to carriage 
traffic as to render it useless for that purpose, and thus practically destroy 
the most imi>ortant link between the river parkways of the two cities. Both 
cities should unite in requiring that the bridge be widened so as to afford a 
roadway of at least 40 feet in width as a condition of permitting street 
railway tracks to be laid over it 
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INTERURBAN PARKWAYS. 

The development of these river boulevards along the coterminous 
boundaries of the two cities will bring these parkway and park systems 
into close contact, and is a long step forward towards a still wider scheme 
of interconnection. The plans of this board contemplate a line of drive- 
ways extending from the river boulevard near Marshall avenue northward 
to St. Anthony Park and thence eastward to Como Park. In St. An- 
thony Park it will connect with the series of projected parkways forming 
a continuation of Midway Park between Como Park and the State Fair 
grounds, which will pass through the fair grounds, across the state 
experimental farm and through St. Anthony Park to the city bound- 
ary, in the expectation that from that point the Minneapolis park 
board will find means to extend it to the campus of the state 
university. With the proposed extension of Como avenue parkway 
to the new state capitol, this scheme, when carried out, will link together, 
in one chain of boulevards, the state capitol, the state fair grounds, the 
state experimental farm and the state university, with Como Park as 
their central nexus. This great trunk line of parkways connecting the two 
cities and the great institutions which represent the dignity and benefi- 
cence of the state might well be designated by some title which would 
symbolize this relation, such as "Commonwealth Parkway." 

A SYMMETRICAL PARK SYSTEM. 

The great impulse which the results of last year's work will give to the 
development of Phalen Park and Indian Mounds Park will lend a fresh in- 
terest to the long-cherished plans of the board for a parkway connection 
between Como Park and Phalen Park, and between the latter and Indian 
Mounds Park. These are necessary links in the chain of interconnected 
parks and parkways from the western to the eastern borders of the city 
which unite in one symmetrical park system so many unique and diver- 
sified forms of beauty in landscape features, in lake and river scenery, and 
In other pleasing attributes that St. Paul may well be proud of it as one of 
the finest park systems in America. Como Park is worthy of its position 
as the central nexus of this system of parks and parkways. 

FUTURE PARK NEEDS. 

The park area of St. Paul, exclusive of parkways, embraces over 1,000 
acres, and at least twenty-five miles are embraced in the parkways ac- 
quired, in process of acquisition, or indicated for early acquisition. It 
will take years to work out the plans of park and parkway develop- 
ment which have thus been marked out by the board. If St. Paul had 
reached its growth, we would have parks, if not parkways, enough, al- 
ready. But this board would be lacking in an intelligent conception of 
its duties if its policy did not rest on the common faith of the people of 
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this city and upon the common experience of other cities with similar 
commercial advantages, that, together with its sister city, it is destined 
to Reep on growing until it reaches the proportions of a great com- 
mercial metropolis. It is not too sanguine a prophecy that within two 
or three decades, and perhaps in much less time, the population of the 
Twin Cities — now about 400,000 — will swell to a million or more. A wise 
forethought requires that the plans of the board should be commensurate 
with the prospective needs of a growing city, in order that, as the years 
go on, they may be worked out gradually, with prudent economy, as means 
and opportunity allow. 

MORE NEIGHBORHOOD PARKS NEEDED. 

The attention of the board has heretofore been directed mainly to the 
acquisition and improvement of our larger landscape parks, such as at- 
tract or will attract multitudes from all parts of the city. But we are 
not unmindful of the fact that it is highly important to acquire, as soon 
as possible, while so much vacant land is available for the purpose at 
comparatively low prices, small tracts of land, each embracing at least 
a square or more, for neighborhood parks and playgrounds in the resi- 
dence districts of the city. We have now twenty-three of these small 
parks scattered throughout the city, of which, however, only thirteen are 
improved, because they are in such neighborhoods or localities as to 
render their improvement useful or desirable to the neighborhood. The 
older portion of the city is well supplied with these small parks, for the 
most part donated by the original owners of the land. So are some of 
the later additions, like Merriam Park and St Anthony Park, but most of 
the other residence districts of the city are destitute of these small 
neighborhood parks. The lack of them is but little felt, or not felt at 
all, now, when such large areas of unoccupied spaces characterize the 
newer residence districts. But as these districts become filled up with a 
denser population, it will be regretted that the present opportunity was 
not improved to set apart frequent breathing places for the adornment 
and enjoyment of these compactly built-up neighborhoods of the future. 
Under existing laws this can only be done by the condemnation of the 
land required and the assessment of its cost upon the property benefited, 
a proceeding to which this board would not be warranted in resorting ex- 
cept upon the initiative and consent of the property owners concerned. 

AN EXTERIOR ZONE OF PARKS AND PARKWAYS. 

But it St. Paul and its sister city are to grow, as there is every reason 
to believe they will, into one of the great American centers of population 
and commercial and industrial activity, it is manifest that their existing 
park systems will be wholly inadequate to the needs of this prospective 
metropolis. It is the part of wisdom, therefore, to look ahead and pro- 
ject on the map of the future a scheme of park development coextensive 
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with its probable needs. It will, perhaps, not be many years before the 
existing park system of this city will form but the nucleus of the larger 
scheme which its increased growth will render necessary. In previous 
addresses to the board I have several times mentioned the desirability 
of extending our parkway system so as to take in the charming and pic- 
turesque natural features, with the chains and groups of beautiful lakes 
that characterize the country north of St Paul. The splendid success of 
the Metropolitan park board of Massachusetts in working out a metro- 
politan park system which embraces an extensive belt of parks and park- 
ways, spanning the rural environs of Boston, suggests the easy prac- 
ticability of a like exterior zone of parks and parkways for the Twin Cities 
of St. Paul and Minneapolis, articulated with their interior systems by- 
suitable parkway connections. Such a system might embrace the zodiac 
of lakes north of St Paul from While Bear Lake to the Rice Lakes, and. 
extending westward to Lake Minnetonka, then along Minnehaha creek to 
a point of deflection to Lake Amelia and across the valley of the Minne- 
sota, through the charming landscapes of Dakota county, to and across 
the valley of the Mississippi below South St. Paul to the pleasant hills 
on the east side of the river. 

This is a mere vague sketch in its broadest form of the possibilities 
of an exterior zone of parks and parkways such as would be suggested 
by natural landscape features along this broad circuit through the rural 
environs of the two cities. The mere outline of such a scheme will seem 
to many an impracticable dream on account of the distances involved. 
But in these days of the trolley, the automobile and the bicycle, it is 
necessary, in planning the parks and parkways of the future, to take due 
account of these constantly Improving systems for the abolishment of 
distance. 

THE DOUBLE TRACK ENTRANCE TO COMO PARK. 

The arrangement to change the street railway entrance to Como Park 
from a single track loop around block 2, Warrendale, to a double track 
through that block was brought about to relieve passengers of the con- 
fusion and the liability to serious accident incident to the rush and press 
of large crowds for the cars when, whether destined for St Paul or Min- 
neapolis, they are headed, as now, in the same direction on a single loop 
track at the station. A bridge on Lexington avenue over the tracks will 
insure a safe passage from one side of the tracks to the other. The agree- 
ment with the railroad company requires not only the construction of this 
bridge but the grading of all the approaches and slopes in a prescribed 
manner, and the construction and maintenance of proper shelter build- 
ings, platforms, stairs and electric lights. The chief expense to the park 
fund will be the cost of improving and ornamenting the block of four acres 
which, under the arrangement, is acquired for the city at a cost of $8,250 
to the railway company. Its acquisition solves the problem of a convenient 
railway entrance to Como Park. The park board agrees to furnish ground 
near Hamline avenue for the storage of extra cars used in the St. Paul ser- 
vice. 
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A NEW PAVILION WANTED. 

The board is confronted with the pressing necessity of a new and much 
larger pavilion at Como Park. The present buiiding is wholly inadequate 
to accommodate the increasing crowds of visitors, and is besides getting 
so dilapidated that to thoroughly repair it would almost require Its total re- 
construction. Largely increased space is needed for auditorium purposes, 
which must be under roof, for public halls and promenades and for the res- 
taurant and kitchen, and it will be also necessary to provide in the new 
structure ample warming and refreshment rooms for the large crowds of 
winter skaters. At the lowest estimate such a building will cost from $15,- 
000 to $20,000, and unless the board can succeed in getting some one to erect 
the building in consideration of a concession of the refreshment privilege 
for a series of years, there is apparently no way in which funds can be ob- 
tained for the purpose, for no such sum can possibly be spared from the 
park appropriation for any one year. It might be done by an accumulation 
of savings from year to year, but this is unfortunately prohibited by the 
new charter. 

A HARMFUL CHARTER PROVISION. 

Under the old charter the park board was at liberty, with the consent 
and approval of the conference committee and the common council, to 
store up its unexpended balances at the end of one or more fiscal years, 
for special purposes, involving expenditures too large to be met from the 
appropriation for any single year. By a special provision of the park 
law — peculiar to this department — it was provided that all moneys secured 
from the park fund from any source should be credited to the park fund. 
The new charter prohibits the expenditure by any department of any sum 
in excess of the amount appropriated or of the maximum sum fixed by 
the law. The effect of this is to require all unexpended balances and all 
park receipts to be covered into the treasury. That this is very detri- 
mental to an efficient financial admisistration of the parks, it is not nec- 
essary to point out to this board. In the matter of unexpended balances, it 
is a distinct discouragement to economy. As the receipts of the park 
board come wholly from machinery created by the board — such as boats, 
privileges, etc., — It is obvious that, if the receipts from these sources are 
to be taken away, the park board cannot afford to expend the park funds in 
buying, repairing and caring for boats and other sources of revenue. 
Our only alternative would be to turn this whole business of furnishing 
and operating the recreative apparatus of the parks to contractors who 
would make all the necessary outlay and of course take all the receipts. 
The receipts from boats and other sources at Como Park amounted last 
year to over $5,000. This would be lost to the city. We had expected 
to gradually build up at Phalen Park a recreative apparatus, such as boats, 
refreshment privileges, roller coasters, etc., which would yield an annual 
revenue of from $10,000 to $15,000 — nearly or quite sufficient for the main- 
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tenance ot that park. Unless the charter shall be amended so as to enable 
us to carry out these plans, we cannot afford to invest the park funds 
in money-making machinery from which we get no return, but will have 
to turn the business over to contractors, get them to expend the money 
for the plant, and, of course, take the profits, thus making it necessary 
to ask the city for increased appropriations to make up for this loss of 
revenue. But it is exceedingly doubtful whether we could get contractors 
to run the risk of investing their money in a plant of this kind at Phalen 
Park. In that case we should be wholly unable to carry out our plans 
even,vfor the creation of a recreative plant at that park. With our re- 
sources thus curtailed we certainly can do very little for the improve- 
ment of that park until the charter is amended in the particulars in- 
dicated. 

LEXINGTON AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The proceedings instituted last year for the condemnation of a strip of 
40 feet on each side of Lexington avenue from Summit avenue to the Great 
Northern right of way arc approaching completion. The purpose is to use 
10 feet of this strip on either side in order to widen the avenue from 80 to 
100 feet, and to reserve the remainder for a public lawn. But no restriction 
will be placed on its use by private owners, or with those plans of orna- 
mentation which are not in conflict with the liberal regulations of the 
board, so long as no buildings or other structures are put upon it. The 
strip of 40 feet donated by the Northern Pacific Co. to the city for parkway 
purposes, on the west side of Lexington avenue, between the rights of way 
of the Great Northern and Northern Pacific, has been graded during the 
past year, but the plans for improving and beautifying this section of the 
avenue cannot be fully carried out until arrangements shall have been con- 
cluded for grading the proposed viaduct under the tracks of the Northern 
Pacific. There appears to be no way to get this work done except through 
the agency of the park board, and with park funds. In order to acquire the 
necessary authority to use park funds for this purpose it will be necessary 
to request the council to turn over all that portion of Lexington avenue 
between the Great Northern right of way and Van Slyke avenue to the ju- 
risdiction of the board as a parkway. It will be in order at the same time 
to ask for the vacation of that part of Lexington avenue north of Van Slyke 
avenue wnich by the recent acquisition of block 2, Warrendale. is within 
the limits of the park. 

COMO PARKWAY. 

Proceedings have also been commenced for the condemnation of a strip 
of land 40 feet in width on the southerly side of Como avenue, between 
Western avenue and Rice street, and including most of the small triangular 
lots between those streets which may be used as an ornamental fringe of the 
parkway, and one small square, adjacent to a schoolhouse, which may be

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used as a playground. The widening of this section of Como avenue only 
on its southwesterly side is based upon the assumption that the property 
on its northeasterly side, by reason of its proximity to the Great Northern 
and other railroad tracks, will be needed for business purposes, and that 
the abutting roadway will be chiefly occupied with the traffic incident 
thereto. 

THE WEST SIDE BLUFFS. 

Steps should be promptly taken to carry out the long delayed project 
of acquiring the slopes of the bluffs from South Wabasha street westward 
to the city limits, and as far as possible a strip of land along their summits 
for a boulevard. Early action is necessary in order to put a stop to the 
destruction by timber thieves of the trees which adorn these bluff slopes 
and render them one of the most attractive features in the scenic beauty of 
the picturesque valley of the Mississippi embraced within the limits of St. 
Paul. 

HARRIET ISLAND PARK. 

Thanks to the benevolent activity of the health commissioner, Dr. 
Justus Ohage, a desolate and neglected island in the Mississippi river, a 
short distance above Wabasha street bridge, is rapidly being converted, un- 
der his intelligent and vigorous direction, into one of the most beautiful 
parks in the city. Selected primarily as a site for the much needed public 
baths which, under his administration, have proved a priceless boon to the 
people of St. Paul, the sandy barrens of this island of some 40 acres in ex- 
tent have been or are being covered with a fertile soil, while its area is 
being enlarged by reclamation from sandy shores, and dyked with a rip- 
rapped embankment against the corrosion of the river currents. It sup- 
ports a fine native growth of forest trees which afford a welcome shade from 
the summer heats, while artesian wells supply a perennial flow of cool pure 
water for irrigation and drinking purposes. Last year, the second of their 
operation, the original baths, which were free to all except a very small 
charge for the use of bathing suits, soap and towels to those who do not 
bring their own, attracted an aggregate of 225,690 bathers during the 
summer months. They proved so inadequate to the demands upon them 
that they are now being enlarged to nearly treble their previous capacity. 
Simple and wholesome refreshments are provided at cost. An ample 
equipment for outdoor gymnastic exercises is another free attraction. So 
that at much less than the cost of carfare to Como Park the children of the 
poor can find in Harriet Island baths and their beautiful environment of 
pleasure grounds a combination of opportunities for recreative enjoyment 
which can be found nowhere else so cheap and so easily accessible, and 
which renders its sanitary, moral and esthetic value to the city beyond all 
computation. 
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HARRIET ISLAND BOULEVARD. 

But this island park is painfully lacking in an approach to it in de- 
cent keeping with its own attractions. A strfp of land some 150 feet 
wide on the river bank largely belonging to the city, and easily susceptible 
of being converted into a pleasing boulevard, and forming the only ap- 
proach, has been invaded on two sides by railroads, and certain per- 
sons interested in some of the lots desire to seize upon the rest for a site 
for three or four small factories. At the request of Dr. Ohage this board 
have undertaken to acquire what is left of this tract as a boulevard ap- 
proach to Harriet Island Park, but only after having ascertained, upon full 
investigation, that there was no other way of obtaining a proper approach 
to that park except at enormous expense. 

RASPBERRY ISLAND PARK. 

While engaged in this investigation the board were, however, impressed 
with the great Importance of acquiring, and have instituted the necessary 
proceedings to acquire, for park purposes, Raspberry island, which ex- 
tends from near Robert street bridge to a point quite near Harriet 
island, and can be easily united with it, as well as all the uncovered river 
bottom between Raspberry island and the shore, and the riparian rights 
appertaining thereto, with the exception of such river channel between 
these islands and the shore as may be determined upon by the United 
States government The excavation and maintenance of such a channel, of 
perhaps 250 feet in width, would furnish a highly desirable water way for 
boating purposes and add largely to the attractions of the two parks, which, 
when thrown together and enlarged to the full limits of their riparian 
rights, will form a park of at least 75 acres In extent, and will give the West 
Side, which is now destitute of parks, one of the largest and most beautiful 
and attractive within the city limits. It is believed that like Harriet 
island, most of Raspberry island can be secured by donation to the city.

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To the Honorable the Board of Park Commissioners, 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit a report of the work performed under 
the direction of your board during the season of 1901. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 
SHADOW FALLS PARK AND RIVER BOULEVARD. 

In the prosecution of the improvement of the river boulevard from 
Marshall avenue south to Summit avenue boulevard, along the river bank, 
only a strip 20 feet wide for driveway has been opened through the natural 
woods in such a way that the least possible disturbance to the natural con- 
tour lines and woodland growth was done. Thirty-two thousand yards of 
material were moved. The small ravine north of Laurel avenue was filled 
up and a wooden bridge at a cost of $400 was built across the larger ravine 
at Laurel avenue. Two hundred and ninety yards of gravel were hauled 
and spread on the driveway as a temporary dressing, as the limited funds 
at our disposal for this improvement did not admit of the laying of a 
macadam roadbed as intended. Twenty-seven stone culverts were con- 
structed along and across the driveway for drainage of wet places and 
for taking off surface water. The total amount of money expended for 
tnis improvement was $3,562.66. 

LEXINGTON AVENUE PARKWAY. 

The improvement on Lexington avenue consisted of the grading off of 
a strip of ground forty feet wide along the Northern Pacific Railway 
grounds. Nine thousand five hundred and forty-five yards of earth were 
moved, at an expense of $1,697. This work was done by contract. 

BAND STAND. 

The building of the new band stand on the water front of the Pa- 
vilion, while not agreeably enhancing the aesthetic value of the lake 
shore, is a great improvement on the improvised float used formerly as 
such, and which was a constant source of expense for repairs. The cost 
of the new band stand was $1,347.21.

PARK TEAMS. 

The purchase of two additional work teams and wagons added greatly 
to the economical working of the department Mostly all the team work 
was done by our own teams. I want to especially emphasize the favor- 
able results of economy obtained on road sprinkling. While the mileage 
was extended, the expense of this item was reduced 22 per cent 

COMO PARK. 

Twenty-four acres of lawn have been graded and seeded. Three thou- 
sand five hundred and eighty yards of black loam were hauled and spread 
from a depth of 8 to 18 inches on the most barren places. The ex- 
pense for this work was $1,432. 

TREE PLANTING. 

Sixteen hundred and fifty-two trees and shrubs were planted in the 
different parks, 500 of which were purchased. The balance was supplied 
from our nursery. The expense for this work was $330.80. 

BLACKSMITH SHOP. 

A small building was put up near the stable to accommodate facili- 
ties for a blacksmith shop, which will enable the department to do its own 
repair work and horseshoeing. As this has only recently been established, 
1 am not able to report of its working, but it will surely save money for the 
department The expenditure for this establishment, including building, 
was $525.60. 

SEWER. 

To afford facilities for drainage of the grounds and yard around the 
barn and adjacent territory, a twelve-inch vitrified pipe sewer was con- 
structed and connected with the sewer system of the park. One thousand 
nine hundred and eighty feet of pipe were laid, the cost of which was 
$754.38. Considerable grading was done around the building and yard at 
the stable, and the whole area was topdressed with black loam. 

LAKE IRIS IMPROVEMENT. 

Additional grounds procured for Lake Iris Park were graded and 
seeded. A large quantity of black earth had to be hauled from a consider- 
able distance. The material handled in the prosecution of this work was 
1,680 yards of earth and 570 yards of gravel. The expense was $920.60. 

STEAM ROLLER. 

For the improvement of existing, and the economic construction of 
new, driveways, the newly purchased steam roller fills a long felt want 
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Its operation during the past season on all kinds of work was very satis- 
factory. The purchase price of the machine was $2,800. 

TREE CARRIER. 

This machine will prove of inestimable value, inasmuch as it will en- 
able us to move trees of large size at an economic basis of expense. A 
great number of trees must be moved from original plantings, where they 
are too crowded. The purchase price of this machine was $350. 

LAKE IMPROVEMENT. 

Owing to the very hot weather from July 9th to the 24th, a great mass 
of vegetation growth in the lake obstructed boating to a great extent. A 
large force of men was put to work clearing the lake of this annoying 
weed, the botanical name of which is "Potamogeton Nataus." Over 200 
wa^on loads were removed, at a cost of $644.60. 

LOCOMOBILE. 

The very large territory over which our parks are scattered, and the 
close supervision required for economic results of the work carried on 
simultaneous in all the places, gives reason for the desire to cover as much 
territory as possible in the shortest possible time. To accomplish this a 
locomobile was purchased for the use of the superintendent. The cost of 
this machine was $799. 

IMPROVEMENT ON BUILDINGS. 

A three-inch plank floor was laid in the stable at a cost of $139.74. A 
new two-inch floor was laid on the veranda around the Pavilion. This ex- 
pense was $1,540.70. 

BOATS. 

The row boats, some of which were purchased in 1894, were very much 
dilapidated, and thirty of them had to be discarded as unfit for further ser- 
vice. Forty-five new boats were ordered purchased, the cost of which was 
$1,288.75. The old boats were sold at $10 apiece. The sum of $1,000 was 
paid on the electric launch. This amount was due from the previous year, 
as per contract. 

DREDGE BOAT. 

During the latter part of last winter the dredge boat was taken out of 
Lake Como and moved to Lake Phalen. The moving was done under con- 
tract. The repairing and recaulking, together with cost for moving, was 
$2,024.90. 
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NEW NURSERY. 

Four acres of ground were planted with nursery stock. This has been 
raised from seed and cuttings, and consists of 2,000 elms. 1,000 shrubs, 1.500 
Carolina poplars, 500 ash, and a large number of other varieties. About 
25.000 seedlings remain in the seed beds, and will be transplanted in the 
spring. 

FOREST PLANTING. 

About 112,000 trees were planted in the natural woodland groves, in 
some places replacing decayed native growth, and in others to secure a 
more mixed forest plantation and pleasing woodland effect 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As mentioned in previous reports, it will be necessary to construct a 
water tower, with a reservoir capacity of at least 400,000 gallons, at some 
elevated point on the south 80 acres in Como Park. The present supply in 
that locality is inadequate. Again 1 want to bring to the notice of the 
board the very urgent necessity of a shelter building in the large picnic 
grounds. The very large, from year to year increasing, number of people 
patronizing this grove, and the far distance from any building, makes it a 
hardship to people, and especially to children, on occasions of sudden rain- 
storms. 

In conclusion, I would recommend that steps be taken by the board for 
the removal of the workhouse establishment off of Como Park grounds. 
The contemplated improvement of Lexington avenue parkway necessi- 
tates the improvement of adjacent park ground, and the prominency of the 
foregrounds of those buildings will be emphasized by the new car station 
improvement and elevation of the pleasure drive over the car tracks. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The area of improved surface to be maintained was again consider- 
ably increased during the past year by more than 20 acres of completed 
lawn and plantings. The distribution of water to trees and lawns amounted 
to a considerable expense, and the increased extent of driveways added 
perceptibly to the cost of their maintenance. Six hundred and seventy-five 
cubic yards of screened gravel were hauled for resurfacing. The steam 
roller was 54 days in operation. Two hundred and seventy-six days of team 
work were spent in sprinkling roads. 

WINTER SPORT. 

The skating rink, six acres in extent, on Lake Como, was kept in oper- 
ation for 82 days. Approximately 75,000 persons enjoyed the healthy sport 
of skating. A separate space for hockey games, and an ice track for 
speeding horses were attractive features for additional large crowds. The 
ice was illuminated at night by means of electric lights. 
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PARK CONCERTS. 

The first concert of the season was given on the second day of June, 
and the closing concert on the eighth of September. The attendance was 
very large. 

REFECTORY SERVICE. 

The Pavilion was opened May 15th. The service was very commend- 
able. In addition to the regular dining room, a lunch counter was opened 
on the main floor, where people could procure edibles and soft drinks at 
very moderate prices. 

BOATING. 

The boats were in use from the first day of May to the first of October. 
The demand for boats was considerably larger than in former years. This 
business was very satisfactorily handled; no accident of any kind oc- 
curred. Thirteen thousand three hundred and thirteen boat tickets were 
issued. The electric launch was fairly well patronized. It carried 4,289 
people during the season. Twenty boats were kept at Phalen Park. Their 
use was limited. 

FLORAL DISPLAY. 

In 22 different parks and places, flower beds were planted and main- 
tained. The display did not greatly vary in extent from that of last year. 
The very liberal provisions of floral beauty in our parks were very much 
enjoyed by the multitude of visitors. 

GREENHOUSES. 

The large amount and variety of plants needed for outdoor embel- 
lishment, and the very limited space available, requires a skillful hand- 
ling of them during the propagating season. A large number must be shift- 
ed to cool frames as soon as they are rooted, to be kept in there until 
the time for planting out arrives. The total number of plants handled the 
past season was 238 892 consisting of 127 varieties.

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CUTTING GRASS AND PLANTING TREES ON CITY STREETS. 

Ninety-one thousand five hundred and eighty-nine feet of sidelawns 
along city streets were cut, and 43 elm trees were planted, at a total ex- 
pense of |1,577.96. Eighty-seven trees were planted on Summit avenue 
between Kent street and Lexington avenue. The maintenance of trees 
planted in suburban districts entails so large an expenditure for the haul- 
ing of water, that it is impossible to keep within the lawful limit of the 
charter provision. 

WATERWORKS. 

No extensions to the waterpipe system were made during the past sea- 
son. The only repair in this connection was done to the pumping engine. 
All four steam cylinders were bored out and refitted with new valves. The 
expense was $184.50. The small 1,000,000 gallon piston pump was also re- 
paired and put in working order for lake service. This work was done by 
our engineer. The total amount of gallons of water pumped during the 
season was 271,005,960. The pumping engine was 279 days in operation. 
The daily average of the number of gallons of water delivered was 903,605. 

DRTNKTNG FOUNTAINS. 

One hygienic drinking fountain was added by donation to the number 
of this useful and clean type of fountains. This donation was made by 
Mr. Louis Shepley. 

DEPARTMENT HORSES. 

The teams owned by the department were employed in sprinkling 
drives during the summer, and hauling manure and compost during the 
winter. One thousand eighty-five days of work was done during the year. 

GENERAL CARE OF GROUNDS AND PROPERTY. 

In the work of maintenance of the drives, walks, lawns, plantations 
and buildings, which were attended to during the past year in the custom- 
ary manner, the following items may be of interest. The east shore drive of 
Lake Como, owing to faulty construction of its foundation in swampy 
places, where continuous settling occurred, had to be repaired to a consid- 
erable extent. One thousand eight hundred cubic yards of coarse gravel 
were hauled, and the roadbed was rolled with steam roller. The walks and 
cycle paths needed also considerable repair. A large area of lawn spaces 
had to be renewed, especially on Midway Parkway, where about three 
acres of grass were totally burned out during the previous year. Water 
pipes are now extended through this lawn. The very large number of 
trees and shrubs in our plantings require great expenditures for water 
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distribution. Five hundred and eighty daya of team work were required 
during the past season for hauling water. This item is especially burden- 
some on street planting in the suburbs, where the water must be hauled a 
long distance. The small Pavilion at Indian Mounds Park was burned 
down late In the fall, evidently the work of vandalism. The full amount 
of insurance carried on the building was recovered. The remaining debris 
of the building was cleared off.

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BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 



On Jan. 1, 1901, the board consisted of Messrs. Leon T. Chamberlain, 
William Hamm, Gustav Willi us and Joseph A. Wheelock. 

The common council set aside for the maintenance of the park system 
for the year 1901 the sum of $60,000, same being appropriated from the 
miscellaneous receipts of the city, and credited from time to time to the 
park fund. 

On March 1, 1901, Mayor R. A. Smith made the following appointments: 
Daniel Aberle a member of the board for a term of four years, William 
Hamm for a term of three years, and Joseph A. Wheelock for the term of 
two years. 

At the annual and regular meeting of the board held March 18, 1901, 
the board consisted of five members, as provided for by the city charter: 
Messrs. Daniel Aberle, Leon T. Chamberlain, William Hamm, Gustav Wil- 
lius and Joseph A. Wheelock. 

Joseph A. Wheelock was elected president and William Hamm vice 
president for the ensuing year. 

Fred Nussbaumer, by resolution, was appointed superintendent of 
parks for the ensuing year. 

SHADE TREES. 

Pursuant to a petition of the property owners, the board on May 6, 
1901, by resolution, ordered and directed the superintendent of parks to 
plant the necessary trees on Carroll street between Wheeler avenue and 
Wilder avenue. 

On July 15, 1901, the board acknowledged by resolution the gift from 
Mr. Louis Shepley of a hygienic stone drinking fountain for Como Park.

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Aug. 19, 1901, the board, pursuant to resolution adopted July 15, 1901, 
ordered and directed the board of public works to condemn certain prop- 
erty known as Lot B, of Desnoyer Park addition, for park purposes. 

PHALBN PARK VACATIONS.

The board, on Dec. 23, 1901, granted to the St Paul City Railway Com- 
pany permission to change the location of a portion of its tracks in Como 
Park on the condition that the railway company shall convey block 2 of 
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Warrendale to the city for park purposes, and make other improvements 
insuring the safety of those visiting the park, all of which conditions were 
accepted by the said street railway company.

REPORT OF THE 

BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 

FOR 1902. 



THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 



Gentlemen of the Board of Park Commissioners: 

I had hoped, before submitting this report to the board, to be able to 
announce the final adjustment of all the suits growing out of the condem- 
nation proceedings for the enlargement of Indian Mounds Park and for 
the acquisition of the strip of land on each side of Lexington avenue, 
deemed essential to its improvement as a parkway. In both cases the 
condemnation proceedings were ordered in 1901, but their progress was 
delayed, chiefly by the lack of sufficient clerical force in the office of the 
Board of Public Works to accomplish the great amount of work involved 
within the time required by law. Still longer delays resulted from the 
litigation which followed the confirmation of the assessments. There was 
not a single complaint against the assessment for the enlargement of 
Indian Mounds Park, but in the Lexington parkway case many persons 
assessed for benefits brought suit for the enlargement of the assessment 
district, and in both cases several of the owners appealed to the courts 
for larger damages than were awarded by the Board of Public Works. 
In the ordinary course of judicial administration these cases would have 
been disposed of eight months ago. That this was not done was due to 
the embarrassing position in which the defendant city was placed by 
certain ill-considered amendments of the park law relating to condemna- 
tion proceedings which were embodied in the revised charter adopted in 
1900. These amendments threw a shadow of doubt — faint, to be sure, but 
still a shadow — over the jurisdiction of the Board of Public Works in the 
condemnation of land for park purposes. Although the corporation attor- 
ney was of opinion that the validity of the proceedings could not be 
successfully attacked, yet an adverse decision would have been so disas- 
trous, it would have rendered fruitless so large an expenditure of labor, 
time and money, and proceedings de novo — which would have required 
an amendment of the charter to authorize them — would have Involved 
such long and costly delays, that, in view of its possibility, it was deemed 
the wiser course to effect a settlement with the litigants on the nearest 
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approximation to an equitable basis attainable under the circumstances. 
It is greatly to the credit of nearly all the plaintiffs, including those who 
asked for an enlargement of the assessment district, that they agreed not 
to jeopardize the important interests at stake by raising the question of 
jurisdiction. It is gratifying to be able to state that more or less satis- 
factory settlements have been made with nearly all the contestants in 
the damage suits. It is to be hoped that ere long a satisfactory adjust- 
ment may be arrived at in these cases also. If not, the results may neces- 
sitate the abandonment of the Lexington parkway project, which, in 
various forms, has engaged the efforts of the board for five or six years, 
and another delay of a year or two in the enlargement of Indian Mounds 
Park. 



I have reluctantly gone into these aspects of the park matters In 
litigation in order to emphasize the urgent necessity of such amendments 
of the park law as shall remove every shadow of doubt as to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Park Board and of the Board of Public Works in condemnation 
proceedings. The existence of this doubt, even if more disastrous conse- 
quences are avoided, has added considerably to the cost of acquiring the. 
land in question in these cases. 



The defects of the law need not, however, deter the board from press- 
ing the immediate condemnation of at least a portion of the land required 
for the Mississippi River boulevard. As it has been found impracticable 
to include all the lands required in a general order of condemnation, it 
will probably be deemed desirable in commencing new proceedings to 
confine the first order to the section between Summit avenue and Ran- 
dolph street, as, for reasons stated farther on, the work of improving this 
part of the boulevard should be commenced as soon as possible. 



It is doubtful if any of the schemes of park development undertaken 
by the board has met with more general and hearty approval by the 
public than this proposed river boulevard, from the Fort Snelling bridge to 
the Minneapolis boundary, where it will connect with the East Side boule- 
vard planned and partly constructed by the Minneapolis park board. The 
improvement of that section of the river boulevard from Summit avenue 
along the bluff to Marshall avenue and around Shadow Falls ravine has 
given the public such a pleasing foretaste of the singular beauties of a 
parkway along the bluff, with its picturesque scenery and its sylvan 
associations, that its proposed extension south to Fort Snelling and north 
to the city limits is warmly supported by public sentiment. Its immediate 
prosecution is loudly called for since the recent action of the Minneapolis 
park board in acquiring the land, including the bluff slopes on the oppo- 
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site or west side of tht river, for a similar boulevard, extending from 
Minnehaha Falls northward to Franklin street to Riverside Park. The 
completion of this scheme on both sides of the river will furnish an 
interurban park some ten miles long and about a third of a mile wide 
along the picturesque trough of the Mississippi, embracing some of the 
finest river scenery on the continent. The driveways along the sum- 
mits of the opposing bluffs, commanding all its beautiful vistas and views, 
will form, with the connecting bridges, a circuit of some ten miles, which, 
in the opinion of some of the most eminent landscape architects, will be 
one of the most superb drives in this country or in any other. 



Although this river boulevard scheme was initiated in St. Paul years 
In advance of any similar movement by the Minneapolis park board, the 
latter has outstripped us in the acquisition of the necessary land, because 
they were empowered to accomplish it by the quicker method of direct 
purchase. For this purpose $42,000 was expended last year by that board, 
from the proceeds of bonds issued under a law enacted in 1901, which 
authorized park boards in cities of over 50,000 inhabitants to issue bonds 
to the amount of $70,000 for the purchase of land for park and parkway 
purposes. But certain clauses of this law rendered it inapplicable to 
St. Paul. 



The re-enactment of this law, so amended as to meet the require- 
ments of this city, or other legislative authority to issue bonds to a lim- 
ited amount for park purposes, is indispensable to the prosecution of this 
river boulevard project and others of equal importance. It is hoped and 
believed that most of the land required for the river boulevard can be 
acquired by donation or by condemnation. But there is a considerable 
residue, consisting mainly of lots laid out by speculators in the "boom" 
period, which cannot be acquired by condemnation or in any other way 
than by purchase. It is probable that from $10,000 to $15,000 may be 
required for this purpose. 



Hardly less important than this river boulevard scheme, and in some 
respects more so, is the proposed parkway approach to Como Park from 
the new state capitol, along Park avenue and Como avenue — itself a part 
of a proposed great interurban parkway, extending from the State Capitol 
to the State University in East Minneapolis, of which Midway Park and 
its extension through the State Fair Grounds are sections already im- 
proved. The occupation of Como avenue from Rice street to Front street 
by the street railway tracks renders it necessary to widen it for park- 
way purposes. The attempts made by the board to secure the necessary 
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land have failed because its cost is very largely in excess of any benefits 
to the property which would have to be assessed for it. It has become 
evident that the greater part of it can only be acquired by purchase. Our 
only means of purchasing was under the narrow powers conferred by the 
contract law of 1901, and we have exhausted our resources under this 
law in the purchase of two of the most important triangular tracts desired. 
It will probably require at least $30,000 — perhaps more — to acquire the 
remainder not obtainable by condemnation proceedings. 



Another object of serious concern is the acquisition of the beautiful 
wooded tract between Union street and Como Lake boulevard, or at least 
that part of it fronting on the boulevard. A small portion of it has 
already been acquired. Although the board has ordered the condemnation 
of the remainder, it is obvious that not enough property can be found 
benefited to pay more than a small fraction of its cost. It is extremely 
desirable that the whole tract be added to Como Park and thus greatly 
enhance the dignity and beauty of the entrance to that great pleasure 
ground of the people. This can only be done by purchase, and it would 
probably cost another $30,000. 



Finally, it is highly important to secure some additional lots to round 
out the enlargement of Indian Mounds Park. In order to reduce as far 
as possible the burden of assessments in a district which had already 
been assessed for the original park, we omitted to include in the order of 
condemnation some desirable lots, the importance of which to the scheme 
of improving that park was not at the time fully realized. It will probably 
cost from $12,000 to $15,000 to buy them now. 



Altogether, the Park Board is in urgent need of nearly or quite $100,- 
000 to purchase the land immediately required for park and parkway 
purposes which cannot be otherwise obtained. The present session of 
the legislature affords a favorable opportunity to secure the necessary 
legislative authority for this purpose. It is to be hoped that the efforts 
which are being made to this end will receive the united support of the 
delegation from Ramsey county. The failure to secure such authority 
now would result in costing the city a great deal more in the future. For 
these are matters which may be postponed, but which cannot be aban- 
doned; and every year's delay will add largely to the cost. 



Moreover, when the purchases contemplated by the proposed bond 
issue shall have been made, it is not likely that any more funds will be 
needed for the extension of park areas for many years to come. The 
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total present area of the parks and parkways of St. Paul under the juris- 
diction of this board is 1,085 acres. When to this is added the tracts 
already referred to in course of acquisition, we shall have nearly reached 
the appropriate limit of park expansion for a decade to come. Other 
acquisitions are contemplated, but they will require no expenditure for 
that purpose by the city. 



In 1901 a law was enacted by the legislature which authorized the 
Park Board, with the consent of the council, to contract for lands for 
park and parkway purposes, provided that the amount expended in any 
one year did not exceed $3,000. What was done under this law presents 
a forcible example of the great saving of expense which can be accom- 
plished by the board when invested with even a limited power to purchase 
land. Under this law the board has purchased about 80 acres of land 
at a total cost of $45,807 at much less prices than the same parcels would 
have cost under condemnation proceedings — if they could have been 
acquired at all in that way — which, however, was not practicable. These 
purchases include 35 acres for enlarging Indian Mounds Park, 3 acres for 
Como Park and 3 for widening Como avenue. Its powers under this law 
are for the time being exhausted by the recent purchase of 40 acres of 
land adjacent to the present we*st boundary of Phalen Park. 



The land embraced in this last purchase is a beautifully undulating 
woodland tract like the rest of Phalen Park, and was greatly needed to 
give the requisite breadth and symmetry to that charming natural park. 
This addition to the park will raise its total land area to about 246 acres, 
including the 50 acres adjacent to the north boundary of the park pur- 
chased by the county commissioners to be turned over to the city and 
the estimated 10 acres which will be embraced in the boulevard around 
the northern shores of Lake Phalen and along Phalen creek. We have 
not yet, however, been able to acquire the land necessary for this boule- 
vard outside the city limits. Some of the owners refuse to donate the 
land and the Park Board has no means or power to purchase, and Its 
power to condemn is very doubtful. 



While the board has usually been able to purchase land for park 
purposes at very reasonable prices when it has had the means to do so, 
It has several times happened that the owners of lots have demanded such 
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exorbitant prices as to render it impossible to acquire them in this way. 
In such cases the board has no power, under the existing provisions of 
the park law, to resort to condemnation proceedings to determine the 
value of the land in question; for the law, as it stands, prohibits the 
payment from the park fund of more than 40 per cent of the damages in 
condemnation proceedings, the remaining 60 per cent to be levied on the 
property benefited. In the cases in which the power to purchase is now 
asked there is either no property to be benefited or the benefits amount 
to only a small fraction of the cost of the property. This unique provi- 
sion, unknown in other condemnation proceedings, deprives the board of 
an alternative which is absolutely necessary to effectuate the power to 
purchase in cases where the owners demand exorbitant prices. The Park 
Board, concurrently with the power to purchase land, should have the 
power to resort to condemnation proceedings to determine the value of 
the land when it is unable to reach a satisfactory voluntary agreement 
with the owners. This is the only way in which a legal limit can be 
imposed upon the rapacity of selfish and unscrupulous owners of prop- 
erty required for park purposes, and there is no reason why it should be 
deprived of a power possessed by the city in all other cases. 



It has become obvious that the limit of $75,000 fixed by the present 
charter is entirely inadequate to the maintenance and improvement of 
the extensive areas now embraced in our park system, to say nothing of 
their necessary future expansion. With the large increase in the cost 
of labor and material, thi3 amount is not equal to $60,000 four years ago, 
and meanwhile the cost of maintenance and improvement has increased, 
and will continue to increase, with the expansion of the cultivated park 
areas and the extension of park roads. It Is apparent, therefore, that, 
instead of a fixed and inflexible maximum of expenditure the charter 
should be so amended as to provide a movable limit, which shall permit its 
gradual expansion with the growth of the city and with the corresponding 
development of our park system. In accordance with this view, we sub- 
mitted to the charter commission last year, among other needed amend- 
ments to the chapter of the charter relating to parks, one making the max- 
imum limit of expenditure for the maintenance and improvement of parks 
one mill on the dollar of the assessed valuation of property in the city, the 
same as at Minneapolis. This would amount to $90,000 on our present 
taxable basis and permit its gradual increase with the growth of the city. 
The commission accepted this amendment, with another one of great 
importance, which was framed to cure the effect of a provision of the 
financial chapter of the revised charter of 1900, which might be construed 
to render nugatory the provisions of the park law under which the re- 
ceipts of the Park Board from privileges and other sources incident to the 
administration of parks, as well as the unexpended balances at the end 
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of the year, were credited to the park fund in addition to any appropria- 
tion for park purposes. So far as park receipts are concerned, this defect 
of the charter has been remedied by a general law enacted during the 
present session, but this does not coyer the matter of unexpended bal- 
ances. 

But by reason of certain defects in the home rule enabling act it was 
deemed impracticable to submit these amendments to the people at the 
fall election, and further action was postponed until the enabling act 
could be amended in this and other particulars at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of the legislature now pending. A bill for that purpose has been 
introduced and it is of urgent importance that it should be passed. 



No other department of the city government is more vitally interested 
in this legislation than the Park Board. For it is evident that without 
adequate provisions for an increase of the park fund we cannot carry 
out the plans of park and parkway improvement which are most urgently 
called for by that increasing public sentiment which recognizes in the 
beautification of the city along these lines one of the most potent elements 
of civic growth. 



Among these plans which should be prosecuted without any avoid- 
able delay during the current year is the grading of the roadway and the 
construction of the necessary bridges along that portion of the Missis- 
sippi River boulevard between Summit avenue and Randolph street — 
about a mile in length. This is especially necessary because it has been 
asked for by the owners in consideration of their donation to the city of 
the necessary land. 



Another is the completion of the road through Indian Mounds Park 
to the State Fish Hatchery, much the largest and most expensive portion 
of which was graded by the superintendent last year. This road, which 
has a grade of only a little over 4 per cent, is an admirable piece of road 
and landscape engineering, commanding a succession of charming and 
changing views along its winding course. It does great credit to the 
taste and skill of Superintendent Nussbaumer. When completed, it will 
furnish an easy, convenient and beautiful approach to the State Fish 
Hatchery, whose attractions it unites with those of Indian Mounds Park. 



If the suits in the Lexington parkway cases are settled in time to 
commence work upon it in the spring, the first thing to be done with it, 
if nothing else can be accomplished, is to plant the trees which are to 
ornament it in the future. It will be hardly possible, in view of the other 
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pressing demands upon park funds, to prosecute the more expensive 
improvements required for this parkway during the present year. 



But all the funds which can possibly be spared from other necessary 
purposes should be devoted to the improvement of Phalen Park. A large 
expenditure, which can only be made in installments during several 
years, will be necessary to provide for the proper accommodation, com- 
fort and recreation of the multitude of visitors who will be attracted to 
this park aa soon as it is made accessible by the extension of the street 
railway thereto, which is expected to be made early this year. 



The lapse of every year increases the urgency of the demand for a 
new and larger pavilion at Como Park suitable for the accommodation 
of winter as well as summer visitors. For a summary of what has been 
accomplished during the past year in the way of park improvements, the 
board is respectfully referred to the report of the superintendent, to 
whose well directed zeal and activity the city is indebted for the fact that 
so much first-class park work is accomplished in St. Paul for so little 
money in comparison with the expenditures for like purposes in other 
cities. 



I have written this address under the disadvantage of being far away 
from home; but I have written it in the midst of the sunshine and flowers 
and orange groves of a thriving rural town in southern California, which 
owes its prosperity, the prevailing beauty of its homes and its high 
standard of civic spirit and culture chiefly to the stimulus to all those 
elements of civic growth afforded by its beautiful parks, maintained and 
thrown open to the public by wealthy gentlemen from the East who make 
their homes here in winter, and by the example which they have set of 
a generous public spirit. It is a striking instance of the economic benefits 
and elevating influence of parks. 



My chief regret for my unavoidable absence during the pending ses- 
sion of the legislature is that I am unable to unite my efforts, as directly 
as I could wish, with those of my associates on the Park Board in the 
endeavor to secure the passage of pending and proposed measures in that 
body which are essential to the interests of our park system, including 
the one providing for the establishment of a house line on residence 
streets and parkways, the importance of which cannot be overrated.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners, 

Gentlemen: I herewith submit' my annual report for the year end 
ing Dec. 31, 1902, showing the work accomplished and the money ex 
pended under your direction. 

The utmost in efficiency and economy was aimed at to keep the parka 
and parkways in the best possible condition, but on account of the from 
year to year increasing area of park land, the amount of money allowed 
is insufficient to properly care for all the work in every detail. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK. 

Considerable improvements were done for the accommodation of park 
visitors. Three thousand three hundred and seven dollars and ninety 
cents were expended for a new veranda built on three sides around the 
brick house. Toilet rooms and other accessories to the public comfort 
were supplied. The old brick house previously destroyed by fire was torn 
down. The stone, brick and sandstone saved well paid for the work. An 
elaborately built sandstone arch, resting on four pillars of richly cut 
stones, was left standing as an ornamental feature, inside of which may- 
very conveniently be placed an ornamental drinking fountain. The new 
acquisition of forty-one acres of land for this park made it possible to 
locate a convenient route for the much desired driveway on easy grade 
to the State Fish Hatchery ground. This driveway was graded during the 
past season, but owing to insufficient funds it could not be completed. 
Six thousand five hundred and eighty-eight .dollars and seventy-two cents 
were expended for grading. The making of the roadbed remains yet to 
be done. The location of this driveway will open up a new and very 
extended interesting view of scenery to park visitors. It is to be hoped 
that funds may be available to establish an Arboretum as the center of 
interest on these grounds, as its topographical conditions are especially 
adapted for this purpose. Two hundred and fifty trees, 338 shrubs and 400 
elm seedlings were planted during the season. 

COMO PARK. 

The driveways to a great extent were resurfaced and rolled. The 
short entrance drive of Ryde street was entirely renewed. Considerable 
repairs were needed on the lake boulevard and hill drive. 
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PICNIC GROUNDS. 

The small family picnic ground was resodded and the hitching ground 
on the hill resodded and regraded. Sixteen thousand yards of sod were 
so laid at a cost of $195.80. 

SHELTER BUILDING. 

During the past season a shelter building was constructed on the 
large picnic grounds, the dimension of which is 70x120 feet. This build- 
ing fills a long-felt want and makes the grounds more desirable for the 
large multitude of picnic parties who like to gather in this woodland 
grove. The building has been supplied with benches and tables and a 
roomy kitchen with a range, where hot water is furnished free of charge 
to the public, has been -provided. This building was paid for by the party 
that leased the park boat privilege, the cost being $2,121. The building 
of the ten-foot porch around the entire structure was given out in con- 
tract and cost $1,650. The building of a kitchen chimney, benches and 
tables amount to $197.81, the total cost being $3,968.81. 

WOMEN'S TOILET. 

The new women's toilet building, 36x40 feet, was constructed from 
the pressed brick and sandstone saved from the old Indian Mounds Park 
house. The building is very convenient and the improvement is much 
appreciated. The cost complete, including fixtures and furnishings, is 
$5,402.75. 

LAWNS. 

Two hundred and twenty loads of well rotted stable manure were 
hauled for top dressing on lawns and mulching for trees and shrubbery. 
This material was purchased at ten cents per load. 

WARMING HOUSE. 

The old building on the boat landing, which was used as a warming 
room for skaters, was so much decayed that, as a matter of safety to the 
public, it had to be taken down. This made the building of another tem- 
porary structure for this purpose necessary, which was done at a cost of 
$272.92. 

REKEUTORV BUILDING. 

It would be a matter of great economy for the board, and of great 
convenience to the public, if means could be found to construct a large 
refectory building on the site of the present one, which could be arranged 
to conveniently accommodate all requirements for summer and winter.

PLATFORM. 

An additional platform connecting the band stand with the pavilion 
platform was built, with a seating capacity of 500 persons, at a cost of 
1602.62. 

BARN, HORSES AND VEHICLES. 

This department is a very vital adjunct to the park and driveway 
system, both as to improvements and maintenance work, and should be 
largely increased. Much less work could have been accomplished during 
the past season if it had not been for the aid of our own teams. There 
are now in possession of the board 9 horses, 5 sprinkling wagons, 5 other 
heavy wagons and 4 bob sleighs. The number of days' work performed 
by the horses owned by the board was 1,305, which, if the teams had been 
hired, would have cost $4,567.50. In addition to the above teams had to 
be hired for Como 143 days and for Indian Mounds Park 317.7 days. The 
year's maintenance in this department cost $3,253.60. 

BLACKSMITH SHOP. 

At the beginning of the year a blacksmith shop was built near the 
stable and a skilled general blacksmith engaged. The operating of this 
department reduces the cost of horseshoeing and repairing of tools, 
wagons and machinery considerable. The expended amount during the 
year, including labor and material, was $854.46. 

GREENHOUSE AND FLORAL DECORATION. 

The old houses of wooden frame construction are in a dilapidated 
condition, and would hardly pay for further repair. The heating pipes 
in the iron construction need renewal. The front entrance at the tower 
was rebuilt, and a small addition for very large plants had to be provided. 
In all the parks beds were planted with flowers. The total number of 
plants propagated was 119,400. This number cannot be increased unless 
•improvements and additions to greenhouses are made. Our large palms 
and other decorative plants greatly suffer from over-crowding, and means 
should be found in the near future to build an adequate palm and show 
house of ample proportions for the convenience of our plants and the 
satisfaction of the public.

PUMPING STATION AND MACHINERY. 

No repairs of any kind were necessary. The wells were cleaned out 
and the water supply is satisfactory. The total amount of gallons of 
water pumped was 333,419,394. Thereof 54,875,102 gallons were used for 
irrigation, sprinkling drives, grass, trees and flowers. The balance of 
278,544,292 gallons was pumped into the lake. 

WATER WORKS. 

No extensions were made during the season, owing to the high price 
asked for material. The whole system was kept in good repair, and did 
efficient service. The water mains must be extended to the southerly 
portion of Como Park in the near future, so that we are able to do away 
with the expense of carting water, thereby reducing maintenance ex- 
penses for this extensive ground.

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NURSERY. 

Trees and shrubs are in a healthy condition, and failures in trans- 
planting the well-rooted, thrifty product of our nursery are unknown. 
The nursery stock now is as follows: Shrubs, 9,805; trees, 14,194, and 
seedlings, 13,031, in many varieties. During the season 1,348 trees and 
2,612 shrubs were transplanted into various portions of the park system.

ZOOLOGICAL COLLECTION. 

The zoological collection at Como is steadily increasing, and the con- 
gested condition of the enclosure for the animals will have to be remedied 
by a considerable enlargement of the padoc. One young moose and two 
deer died during the season of causes unknown. All the animals are in 
very good condition. 

DONATIONS. 

Through the courtesy of Dr. Schiffmann the collection of plants in 
our conservatory was enriched by donating three species of the Cactus 
familise. Mr. Ph. W. Schweitzer, 467 St. Anthony avenue, presented the 
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board with a deer. A parrot was given us by Mr. Frank Weidenborner, 
785 Goodrich avenue. Mrs. W. H. McDonald, 562 St. Peter street, donated 
a pair of Mexican red birds. 

CONCERTS. 

The band concerts furnished during the season were given by the 
Minnesota State Band, and were patronized by a very large number of 
appreciative people. The concerts were given from June 15th to August 
19th. Two additional concerts after the regular season, donated by the 
caterer of the restaurant, Mr. J. Barnett, were given by the St. Paul Post 
Office Band and the Journal Band of Minneapolis. 

PONY LIVERY. 

During the past season the privilege of renting ponies for riding and 
driving was granted to Mrs. R. M. Bracklln. The ponies were well pat- 
ronized and the public much enjoyed the trips taken through the park at 
a reasonable cost. The board derived a revenue of $67.60 from this source, 
being 10 per cent of the gross receipts. 

FISHING AT LAKE COMO. 

By resolution of the board, taking fish out of Lake Como was permit- 
ted. The privilege of fishing, however, was used in a majority of cases 
to catch fish for gain and not as a sport; therefore the board passed a 
subsequent resolution to make the price of fishing boats $1. This proved 
a good check to small boys, who were in the habit of fishing all day, and 
in the aggregate carried off tons of fish for pecuniary gain. 

WINTER SPORT. 

The skating rink and ice race track was maintained as in former 
years, and was patronized by large crowds. 

BOATING. 

The boat privilege, by order of your board, was given out in contract. 
The contractor was put under bond to build and construct a shelter build- 
ing in the large picnic ground at Como Park. The public was well ac- 
commodated and the season was fairly prosperous. The contractor re- 
ported boat tickets sold at a total income of $3,504.35. The amount paid 
on contract for the shelter building was $2,121. About twenty boats are 
In a dilapidated condition and should be replaced. The electric launch 
was well patronized and greatly enjoyed by women and children. 
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MAINTENANCE. 

The maintenance expense during the past season, which amounts 
to $25,079.48, increased, partly owing to extended improvements of 
park land area and partly to increased wages for labor, and the large 
increase of cost of all kinds of material needed. All the parks were kept 
in good condition. The repairs for settees and water connections, man- 
holes, etc., caused a considerable expense. The floral decorations were 
kept up to the usual high standard.

PHALEN PARK. 
LAKE PHALEN "DREDGE." 

The operation of the dredging was interrupted by the breakdown of 
the crane. Forty-one thousand six hundred yards of material was taken 
out of the lake and deposited on shore. This material will be used for 
grading the lakeshore drive. Owing to the unusual dimensions of the 
timbers used for the reconstruction and repair of the dredge boat crane, 
the material could not be purchased in the local market, and it had to be 
ordered in Washington. The shipment was not made in time to allow us 
to build the crane and resume work this season, but everything is now 
complete for next year's work. The total cost was $613.35. 

PHALEN PAVILION. 



Late in the season the board ordered plans and let the contract for 
the building of a pavilion, at a cost of $9,850, which will be completed by 
June, 1903. 

P.OAYING AND BOAT PRIVILEGES. 

Twenty boats were moved from Como to Lake Phalen and the priv- 
ilege given out in contract. Private sail and row-boat permits were issued 
at $5 per boat. The total receipts for boating and privileges were $115. 
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WATER TANK. 

A 300,000-gallon water tank was presented to the board by the State 
Agricultural Society. The tank will be erected at Phalen Park during 
this winter. It is intended to put in a gasoline engine of three-quarters 
million capacity to supply water for irrigation and other purposes. 

SHADOW FALLS PARK. 

In connection with the river bluff, this is one of the most charming 
natural woodland possessions of the city. Only a small amount of work 
was done during the past season. This consisted of restoring natural 
conditions by planting and surfacing the cuts and fills that were made the 
previous season caused by grading of the roadway. The driveway was 
kept in very good condition at small cost. The total expenses were 
$577.37. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

On account of not allowing any funds for the maintenance of the 
lawns and plantings, the conditions of this boulevard were very unsatis- 
factory. The distance of over 2* miles by 200 feet wide cannot be kept 
in condition out of funds accumulating out of possible surplus of money 
set apart for other work. It would require $1,800 for every season's main- 
tenance work to properly care for the trees and lawns for this 500 acres 
of lawns, which would still leave the twenty-four acres of roadway un- 
provided for. 

COMO PARKWAY. 

This boulevard was kept in very good condition. The trees were 
trimmed and the roadway was well wet during the whole season. The 
whole distance of the roadway was surfaced with screened gravel and 
rolled with the steam roller. The cost of this work and maintaining the 
boulevard amounts to $417. 

CITY SQUARES. 

Considerable repairs to seats, fountain basins and turf were necessary 
in most all of the small parks. The amounts for these betterments were 
$1,327.90. The questionable ornamental fountains, which years ago were 
placed In the small parks by the city council, are fast becoming dilapi- 
dated, and the board will soon be confronted with the necessity of re- 
placing these cast iron monstrosities with some more durable and taste- 
fully designed fountains. All of the small parks were maintained as usual, 
and In accordance with the appropriation. 
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CUTTING GRASS ON CITY STREETS. 

One hundred and nineteen thousand and nineteen linear feet of lawn 
along city streets were cut, at a cost of $2,193.48. Owing to increased 
wages paid to the laborers, the full limit allowed by law, i. e., two cents 
per linear foot, was reached on some of the streets. In several cases this 
work could be done considerably cheaper if the work was not spread so 
far apart. Where there is not work enough in a given locality for a man 
in steady employment, much time is necessarily lost by moving tools, etc., 
back and forth.

TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

OF THE 

BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS. 



The members of the Board of Park Commissioners Jan. 1, 1902, were 
Messrs. Daniel Aberle, Leon T. Chamberlain, William Hamm, Gustav 
Willius and Joseph A. Wheelock. 

The common council set aside ,for the maintenance of the park sys- 
tem for the year 1902 the sum of $75,000, $50,000 of which was appro- 
priated by the common council from the miscellaneous receipts of the 
city and the remaining $25,000 to be raised by taxation. 

On February 7th the board, pursuant to resolution adopted Feb. 3, 1902, 
ordered and directed the Board of Public Works to condemn certain prop- 
erty known as Lexington parkway for park purposes. 

Mayor R. A. Smith, March 1, 1902, made the following appointments: 
Dr. Robert O. Earl a member of this board for a term of four years, to 
succeed Mr. Leon T. Chamberlain, term expired, and Mr. John H. Allen 
for a term of five years, to succeed Mr. Gustav Willius, term expired. 

At the annual and regular meeting of the board held March 17, 1902, 
the board comprised five members, as provided for by the city charter — 
Messrs. Daniel Aberle, John H. Allen, Dr. Robert O. Earl, William Hamm 
and Joseph A. Wheelock. Joseph A. Wheelock was elected president and 
Daniel Aberle vice president for the ensuing year. Fred Nussbaumer, by 
resolution, was re-appointed superintendent for the ensuing year. 

Pursuant to resolutions of this board, the Board cf Public Works con- 
firmed the assessment for the enlargement of Indian Mounds Park May 
28, 1902, and Lexington parkway June 7, 1902. 

. LEXINGTON AVENUE. 

Pursuant to a resolution of the board under date of March 3, 1902, the 
common council placed Lexington avenue, between Orchard street and 
Van Slyke avenue, under the jurisdiction of this board for the purpose of 
grading the same. 

PLANTING TREES. 

On April 7, 1902, a petition was presented to this board for planting 
trees on Hall avenue. Owing to the provisions of the city charter pro- 
hibiting the board from using receipts from assessments to reimburse tne 
park fund, the board was unable to entertain the petition. 

4 
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CUTTING GRASS. 

During the year the common council, by resolution, placed the fol- 
lowing streets and avenues under the care and jurisdiction of the Board 
of Park Commissioners for the purpose of having the grass cut upon the 
grass plats: 

Iglehart street, Farrington to Lexington avenue. 

Laurel avenue, Victoria to Chatsworth street. 

Ashland avenue. Dale to Victoria street. 

Laurel avenue, Victoria to Milton street. 

Portland avenue, Victoria to Chatsworth street. 

SUMMIT AVENUE. 

The common council, under date of Aug. 8, 1902, placed under the care 
and jurisdiction of this board Summit avenue between Marshall avenue 
and the western limits of the city of St. Paul. 

COMO AVENUE BOULEVARD EXTENSION. 

Aug. 4, 1902, the board, pursuant to resolution adopted July 3, 1902, 
ordered and directed the Board of Public Works to condemn certain prop- 
erty to be known as Como Avenue Boulevard Extension, for park pur- 
poses. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK EXTENSION. 

The board on Oct. 6, 1902, pursuant to a resolution adopted Aug. 4, 
1902, ordered and directed the Board of Public Works to condemn certain 
property to be known as Indian Mounds Park Extension. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER BOULEVARD. 

On Oct. 6, 1902, the board, pursuant to a resolution adopted Sept. 9. 
1902, ordered and directed the Board of Public Works to condemn certain 
property to be known as Mississippi River Boulevard, for park purposes. 

GRASS ASSESSMENT. 

On Oct. 6, 1902, the Board of Park Commissioners, pursuant to law, 
levied the following assessments for cutting grass upon the following 
streets and avenues, to-wit:
